THE Nineteenth Annual Meeting of the Board of Managers of the 
Woman's Home Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Charch coavened in South Park Avenne Church, Chicago, Illinois, 
October 17, 1900. Tastefully-arranged American flags and plants adorned 
the platform, and the word "Welcome" gave a foretaste of the greetings 
to follow. 

The meeting was called- to order at 10.30 A. M. by the President, 
Mrs. Clinton B. Fisk. of New York City; and Mrs. May Leonard Wood- 
ruff, of Dover, New Jersey, led the audience in singing, "How firm a 
fonndation." Mrs. T. L. Torakinson, of Phillipsbitrg, Pa., conducted 
the devotional exercises, reading eighteen verses of the Eighty-ninth 
Psalm, and leading in fervent prayer for God's blessing upon the work 
and workers of the Society. Two stanzas of the hymn 785 were sung 
in conclusion. 

Mrs. F. A. Aiken, of Cincinnati, Ohio, the Recording Secretary, 
organized the Convention, and the roll-call was responded to by repre- 
sentatives from fifty-seven Conferences. The following ladies were nomi- 
nated by Mrs. Aiken as Assistant Secretaries, and, on motion, confirmed: 
Mrs. E. L. Albright, Delaware, Ohio; Mrs. B. S. Potter, Bloomington, 
Illinois ; Mrs. E. B. Green, Rochester, New York ; and Mrs. Anna 
Hobbs Woodcock, Aurora, Nebraska. 

Judge O. H. Horton, in his address of welcome to this typical 
American dty, stated that so pleasant was the remembrance of the meet- 
ing of the General Conference held here in May last that Chicago 
stood ready to welcome any representatives of the Methodist Church. 
19 
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He welcomed the ladies because of their personal worth, because of 
love for them, because of that little word "Home," so dear to every 
American heart and so conspicuous in the title of our organization. 

Rev. P. H. Swift, D. D., in wekomine the ladies to the Churches, 
quoted the Hnes of Robert Bums: 

"When Death's cold stream I ferry o'er, 
A time that surely shall come. 
In heaven itself I '11 ask no more 
Than just a HigMand welcome;" 

saying that he had often been tempted to change the last line, and make 
it, "Than just a Methodist viekome," and such a welcome he was glad 
to offer to this body. He was glad to welcome the members of the 
Convention because the work they represented touched the cause of 
Christian civilization at three points of storm-centers — the city, the 
Southland, and the Western frontier. 

He deemed the work of the Society patriotic as well as religious, 
in that it looked after the foreign population, it sent women of purity 
and strength down into the slums to uplift the unfortunate, and, being ' 
altruistic in spirit, stood in opposition to the materialistic evolutionist 
of to-day, who clamors (or the survival of the strong only. He trusted 
that the ladies would keep in mind that self-sacrifice for Christ's sake 
always reacts on those who practice it in the broadening and strength- 
ening of character, and closed by quoting a part of a beautiful poem. 

In the absence of the pastor of the South Park Avenue Church, 
the Rev. H. J. Jackson, D. D., Presiding Elder of the Chicago District, 
welcomed the ladies to all the privileges ot the church. He welcomed 
them as women, believing that the thought that women constitute the 
better half of humanity was growing in emphasis through all the ages; 
but he welcomed them more especially as Christian women engaged 
in work wholly unselfish. He closed by deprecating the restrictions 
placed about us by the Church in limiting our work to that of gleaners. 

On behalf of the Rock River Conference, Mrs. George R. Brown, 
the President, gave most gracious words of welcome, speaking of our 
workers as gleaners, bringing together the golden sheaves of endeavor 
and success in the work of the Woman's Home Missionary Society, 
significant and far-reaching in its influence. She quoted, "I.ife were 
not worth the living if some one had not known the sunshine of our 
Stay," and welcomed the ladies because they come to consult together 
as to the wisest and best methods of spreading the sunshine of our 
Father's love broadcast in the land, to brighten lives, and lead them 
where the rays of the Sun of righteousness may rest upon them. 

In her response to their addresses of welcome, Mrs, E. L, Albright 
referred to the many religious gatherings held in this city within the , 
past few years — the Parliament ot Religions, where men of all faiths 
assembled, and, a few months since, the General Conference, the great 
law-making body of our Church. Breathing the free air and bracing 
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atmosphere of this great and progressive city, they moved on to meas- 
nres which indicated Methodism's preparation for the Twentieth- centarr 
and "Forward Movement;" and now, in the same atmosphere, she 
dared not forecast the action of this body, but with positiveness asserted, 
if Chicago Methodism puts itself in alliance with the Woman's Home 
Missionary Society, and becomes a part of its working force, a new 
impetus will be given missionary work throughout our land. 

Mrs. Albright spoke of the work of the Society as patterned after 
the personal ministry of Christ, whose mission was not that alone of 
soul-saving, but a recognition of the bodily needs ol humanity also. 
Mrs. Albright paid a deserved tribute to the Rock River Conference 
for its heroic effort in building and maintaining Marcy Home; and 
now that it stands free of debt, she invited its patrons to larger fields 
of work and closer association with the Society, closing with a graceful 
and appreciative acknowledgment of the many words of welcome. 

"Blest be the tie that binds" was then sung. 

The President, Mrs, Fisk. addressed the Convention, referring to the 
visit she had just made to the resting-place of her loved and honored 
husband. General Clinton B. Pisk. While standing by the monument 
erected there, she had remarked how well it looked, and how firmly tt 
stood, when a bystander said, "It has the right stuff in the foundation." 
Christ she believed to be the Foundation of our work, and, going forward 
as he directs, she was assured of success in the coming years. 

The Rev. Daniel Dorchester, D, D., of St, Louis, led the Con- 
vention in prayer at the noon-hour, 

A most comprehensive and encouraging report was read by the 
Genera! Corresponding Secretary, Mrs. Delia Lathrop Williams, and, 
on motion of Mrs, Clara L. Roach, accepted with thanks. A pledge was 
made to sustain the Corresponding Secretary in her effort to secure 
more accurate reports. 

Mrs, O. H, Horton presented an invitation from representative 
Chicago ladies, tendering a reception to the delegates and visiting friends, 
Thursday, October 18th, at Harris Hail, from 4 to 7 o'clock P, M. 

On motion of Mrs. Jane Bancroft Robinson, this gradous invitation 
was accepted. 

Adjournment until 2 P. M. followed the singing of the doxology. 
The benediction was pronounced by the Rev, C. S. Woodruff, D. D., 
of Dover, N. J. 

TEDNEaSAY AFTERNOON. 

THE meeting was opened at two o'clock with the President, Mrs. 
Fisk, in the chair. The familiar hymns, "Rock of Ages" and "Tliere 
is a fountain filled with blood," were sung; and Mrs. C. H, Mor- 
gan, of Saginaw, Mich., in conducting the devotional exercises, gave a 
thrilling incident of the power of the Word as recited in the experience 
of one man. Mrs, Morgan read the prayer breathed out at the little 
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Church at Epheaus by Paul himself— the cloBtn(c eleven verses of the 
third chapter of Ephesians— and offered a fervent prayer. 

The Minutes of the previous session were read by Mrs. Albright 
and adopted. 

The report of the Railroad Secretary, which was made by Mrs. W. M. 
Ampt, of Cincinnati, was of interest to all, and, on motion, accepted. (See 
Report)

The report of the Treasurer, Mrs. George H. Thompson, was listened 
to with intense interest. It proved that figures are sometimes eloquent; 
for Mrs. Thompson observed that the Society had advanced about 
fifty-six thousand dollars in cash over last year. 

Mrs, Jones said that those who lived nearest Mrs. Thompson knew 
what this work had cost her, and then moved that the terse and com- 
prehensive report of the Treasurer be accepted with thanks. This was 
carried unanimously. 

Mrs. Robinson said that Mrs. Thompson accepted the office of 
Treasurer last year very reluctantly; but her ability and faithfulness were 
apparent in the report just read. Some might ask, "What of the debt?" 
We can not wipe the slate of all indebtedness; no business man does 
that. We are in debt because we are prosperous. When Rust Hall is 
built and paid for, we will go on building somewhere else, and others, 
perhaps, will pay the debt. The President added, "We have nothing 
to discourage us, but everything to encourage us." 
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Mrs. W. A. Goodman, Jr., of Cincitmati, aubtnitted the report in 
behalf of the Auditing Committee. She said that the entire Com' 
mittee commended in the highest terms the business-like manner and 
the accuracy with which the books are kept On motion, the report 
was accepted. (See Report) 

The report on General Conference Legislation was presented by 
Mrs. Jane Bancroft Robinson, Chairman, who said the Constitution 
adopted by this body eight years ago had been waiting for ratification 
by the law-making body of our Church. We had outgrown our pres- 
ent Constitution. When it was adopted, our work was not divided 
into Bureaus, with their respective Secretaries. We had no General 
Organizers, and it was not seen that the Chairman of Standing Commit- 
tees should have the privileges of this body, and these who serve the 
Society so faithfully had no ex-offkio position in the meeting of the 
Board of Managers. This revised Constitution meets the demands upon 
us to-day. Mrs. Robinson read Section 2 of the revised Constitution, 
as appended: 

"The Annual Meeting of the Board of Managers, incorporated under 
the laws of Ohio as 'The Woman's Home Missionary Societ_y of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church.' shall be held in the city of Cmcinnati, 
unless otherwise provided; and the members of the Board of Managers 
and of the corporation in any given year shall consist of the Board 
of Trustees of the Society and such of the following persons as shall 
be in attendance at the Annual Meeting of that year, viz.: the Associate 
Managers, the Secretaries of Bureaus, the General Organizers, the Chair- 
man for the time being oi such Standing Committees as may be ap- 
pointed by the Society at its Annual Meeting, the Editor and Publisher 
of Woman's Home Missions, the Editor of Children's Home Missions, the 
Editor of the Annual Report, and the Corresponding Secretary of, and 
one delegate from, each Conference Society." 



The Committee on Missions, Dr. Oldham, Chairman, reported to 
the press as follows: Your Committee to whom was referred the Consti- 
tution of the Woman's Home Missionary Society, recommend that the 
Woman's Home Missionary Society have full power to change its Con- 
stitution as it may see fit by its own action, except in such particulars as 
it is regulated by the Discipline. (May 24, 1900.) 

Maj; 30th. — The Secretary moved that the Woman's Home Mission- 
ary Society be hereby authorized to rewrite its Constitution to suit its 
needs, provided that nothing is introduced into the Constitution con- 
trary to existing Disciplinary restrictions. Carried. 

Mrs. Williams said the restrictions referred to are found in Section 
7 of the Discipline. 

Mrs. Everett moved that the Constitution, which was provisionally 
adopted by this body pending the approval of the General Conference, 
be now finally adopted and inserted in its appropriate place in onr Annual 
Report. Carried. 

Mrs. Everett moved that the Bureau Secretaries and others whose 
tnembership in this body is provided for in Section z. Article III, of the 
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revised Constitution, be invited to take their appropriate seats in this 
body. Carried. 

Mrs. Robinson thought it would be wise to appoint a Committee to 
edit the revised Constitution, said Committee to be made Up of members 
of the Convention outside of the Board of Trustees. 

Mrs. Williams moved that a. Committee of five be appointed to con- 
sider some merely verbal changes in the new Constitution. Carried. 

On motion, the following ladies were elected to this Committee: 
Mrs. T. J. Everett, Mrs, Anna P. Shepherd, Mrs, L,, G. Murphy, and 
Mrs, A. V. P. Adams. 

Mrs, Jones asked if representation in this body is accorded to the 
Chairman of Committees for Glenn Home, Mothers' Jewels Home, and 
■imilar institutions, as well as those for Deaconess Homes. 

Mrs. Tomkinson read Section f under By-law of onr Deaconess 
Bureau: 

f. The Execntive Committee of such Deaconess Home as receives 
support from the Woman's Home Missionary Society, on approval of the 
General Board of Managers, shall become a Standing Committee for its 
management, and shall report the work of the Home annually through its 
delegate. 

Mrs. Everett asked if the Standing Committees of Deaconess Homes 
and Mission Homes in the new Constitution were appointed in such s 
manner as to be included in the provision of Article III, Section 2. 

Mrs. Robinson said, Such Standing Committees should have rep- 
resentation here, and if there was any doubt as to this, action should be 
taken here to establish their right. She continued, Such Homes made 
their financial reports to this body as well as statements of the work 
done. 

The report of the Committee on General Conference Legislation 
was adopted. (See Report.) 

Mrs. Woodruff moved that the Report of the Corresponding Secre- 
tary be printed for general distribution before the Annual Report. 

Mrs. MacGufhn asked that the Treasurer's Report also be printed for 
distribution. 

Mrs. Aiken moved that an abstract of the Treasurer's Report be 
printed with the Report of the Corresponding Secretary. Carried. 

After announcements, the doxology was sung, and the meeting ad- 
journed until 7.30 P. M. 



WEDNESDAY EVENING. 

THE third session of the Convention opened with a praise serviM 
led by Mrs. May Leonard Woodruff. Mrs, Emily C. Miller, of 
Fort Simcoe, Washington, our missionary to the Yakima Indians, 
conducted the devotional exercises by reading a few verses of the forty- 
fourth Psalm and offering prayer. 

The Minutes of the previous session were read by Mrs. Potter, and 
adopted. 
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Mr. Henry Hamilton Schueler favored the Convention with a well- 
rendered solo. 

Mrs. I. D. Jones, of Cincinnati, stirred the heart with her representa- 
tion of good accomplished by Glenn Home. On motion, report accepted. 
(See Report.) 

Mrs. B. S. Potter, Secretary of the Bureau for Utah, gave, in connec- 
tion with the work of the Bureau, a graphic account of her recent visit to 
that State. The following pledges were made for Utah by Conferences: 
Upper Iowa, $50; Iowa, $30; Illinois,- $75 i New Jersey, $10; North Indi- 
ana, $10: Newark, $20; Cincinnati, $10; North Ohio, $35; New England

On motion, the report was accepted. (See Report.) 

After singing, "A\'hen the roll is called up yonder," the Convention 
adjourned, to meet at nine o'clock Thursday morning. 

The Rev. C. S. Woodruff pronounced the benediction. 



THURSDAY MORNING. 

THE devotional exercises were conducted by Miss Spaulding, of 
Kansas City, who read the beautiful story of the "Loaves and 
Fishes," and offered prayer. The hymn, "Nearer, my God, to Thee," 
was sung, and with the inspiration of this service lingering in the hearts 
of the ladies, the business was taken up, with the President in the chair. 

The Minutes were read by Mrs. E. B. Green, and adopted. 

Conferences were called, beginning with the final letter of the alpha- 
bet, and responded to by their respective Secretaries, as follows: Wy- 
oming Conference, Mrs. George B. Kulp; Upper Iowa, Mrs. M. C.

At the conclusion of the report of hliss Mary Belle Evans, Pub- 
lisher, which was next presented, privilege was granted to take pledges 
for the increase of the subscription-list to Children's Home Missionx, now 
numbering 1,400.

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Mrs. Jennie Winston, of California, spoke of work in Hawaii. Our 
evangelist, Mrs. S. Sndo, who is laboring among her own people, the 
Japanese, in Honolulu, had proved most acceptable to them. The burn- 
ing of one-third of the city in the effort to stamp out the plague had 
furnished her a large opportunity for work among the homeless people, 
who were crowded together in the drill sheds. The work of Mrs. Sudo 
has been re-enforced by the sending out of Miss Holbrook in July. The 
needs of the one thousand Japanese women in Honolulu are met by 
house-to-house visitation, ..sewing classes, and reUgious meetings. For 
the help of the fifteen thousand Japanese children out on the plantations 
a boarding-school is greatly needed, and a most urgent appeal comes for 
a kindergarten teacher who shall act as interpreter. The appended pledges 
were made for Hawaii; Building Fund — Central Ohio, $io; New York, 
$10; New England, $10; Northern New York, $10; Northern Indiana, $io;

The review of the work ot the Deaconess Bureau was placed in charge 
of Mrs. D. A. Minard, Assistant Secretary of the Bureau. Mrs. Minard 
gave an interesting history of the early beginnings of Deaconess Work in 
the Woman's Home Missionary Societ}'. (See Report.)

This lengthy but profitable session was closed by singing the dox- 
ology, and the bcnedtctioit was pronounced by Rev. A. H. Ames, D. D. 
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FRIDAY EVENING. 

A SERVICE of song was conducted by Mrs. May Leonard Wood- 
ruff, "Count your blessings" was sweetly given as a duet by 
. Mrs. Woodruff and Miss Iva May Durham, and the ladies tfirough 
the chorus rehearsed to their own hearts what God had done for them. 
The whole audience joined in the old Methodist call in song, "Come, 
we that love the Lord." "It was intensely Methodistic," said Mrs. Fisk, 
"so much so that I could not keep up with the measures." Miss Iva May 
Durham is always welcomed in song, and "We 'II gladly go where Jesus 
calls us" brought forth hearty applause. 

Rev. A. H. Ames, D. D., led the devotional exercises, reading "For 
your thoughts are not my thoughts, nor my ways your ways, saith the 
Lord." After his fervent prayer. Miss Schooler sang a pretty arrangement 
of "O happy day!" 

The Minutes of the previous session were read by Mrs. Green, and 
adopted. 

The Deaconess Work was the theme of the evening. Miss Iva May 
Durham presented the Department of the Deaconess Evangelist. She 
tersely defined Revival Work as Emphasized Methodism, and the cream 
of Methodist womanhood is demanded in order to successfully prosecute 
the work of Deaconess Evangelists; that none but the truest are allowed 
within these ranks, the hand of the Church is officially laid upon them. 

Miss Henrietta A. Bancroft, of Washington, recounted some of her 
labors and their results as Field Secretary. The Atlantic Seaboard is 
now bound to the Pacific by a chain of Deaconess Homes, and through 
these she has this year traveled. The conditions of the ahen peoples in 
some of our l^rge cities is most deplorable. Fourteen Buddhistic tem- 
ples in New York alone, and their army of worshipers being recruited 
from semi-American childhood as an outgrowth of the marriages of 
Buddhist Chinamen with unchristian American women. 

"America," quoted Miss Bancroft from Dr. Strong, "is not to be 
saved for America alone, but for all the world. Save it, or we lose it for 
ourselves and the world." Among the Indians on the great Alkali Plains 
she found the deaconess in garb suited to her surroundings, brown 
duster, brown sunbonnet, liberally besprinkled with brown dust. But in 
the tents Christ dwelt, and though prayer was offered in an unknown 
tongue, the sweet words, "Christ" and "Holy Spirit," could be under- 

At this point the President, Mrs. Fisk, described a scene in the Jerry 
McAuley Mission, when Colonel Hadley, now in charge, kneeling among 
besotted, sin-burdened men, sang that time-honored melody, with its 
words that touch our own home saints, "The Old-time Religion." Mrs. 
Woodruff and Miss Durham gave us a part in duet, and all the audience 
joined in the soul-stirring chorus. 

Mrs. Jane Bancroft Robinson, of Detroit, next gave a finely-arranged 
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anij comprehensive report of the Burea« for Deaconess Work, of which 
she is Secretary. She spoke of her earliest impressions of this subject, o! 
its reduction from chaotic thought during the years of i8S8 to 1891; of her 
travels from State to State, which resulted in a tangible embryo during 
the year of 1892, until now one-half of the labors of the Woman's Home 
Missionary Society flows through deaconess channels. This godly work 
helps all other departments, as is shown by statistics which prove an in- 
crease of finance for the Woman's Home Migsionary Society in the Con- 
ferences organized for Deaconess Work above those unorganized. This 
report recommends the establishment of Homes for the Aged; Homes 
for incorrigible girls, where, under competent judges, they may be sent 
for two or three years for reformatory work. The Catholics are using 
such an open-door of helpfulness with great advantage, and some of our 
own workers have been compelled to take these girls to them for the 
want of a like refuge of our own. Work among miners needs more 
attention. Travelers' Aid Work originated in Buffalo, N. Y., but is now 
copied by other cities. Girls in two adjacent cities alone are allured at 
the rate of fifty per month. These figures make a more eloquent plea 
than words for more of this work to be done. 

The open doors of Porto Rico and Honolulu have been entered, 
but the supply is far below the demand for this "Foreign Home Mission- 
ary Work." Each of these fields demands a committee of its own. 

A Committee to stand between the Conferences and the Board of 
Trustees, which shall study the definite needs of the Deaconess Work for 
that territory, would be of great helpfulness, said Mrs. Robinson. A 
closer connection with the Epworth Leagrues, both Junior and Senior, 
should be solicited by the Woman's Home Missionary Society. 

Mrs. Robinson's report was accepted (see Report), and later in the 
evening the motion prevailed, as made by Mrs, Robinson, that all recom- 
mendations not hitherto acted upon be referred to a Special Committee. 
The selection of the same was left to herself, and named as follows: Mrs. 
R. H. Young, Mrs. D. L. Williams, Mrs. John Neff, Mrs. Jennie Winston, 
Miss Spaulding. 

The Recording Secretary, Mrs. F. A. Aiken, read the pledges as 
given last year for Rust Hall, and the result of these pledges, which 
proved in almost every case an increase over the amount promised, the 
total reported being $7,000.

said, 'My sisters, build on, build on.' " Mrs. Fisk spoke appreciatively 
of the uniform courtesy and Christiaa kindliness she had received as 
President of the Society. 

The following motion prevailed: 

Where Conference organizations have elected an alternate to repre- 
sent their Corresponding Secretary, she shall be recognized by_ this 
body, with all its privileges, if the Corresponding Secretary is not in at- 
tendance upon the Convention. 

The following ladies were appointed to act as Tellers during the 
election: First Group— Mrs. S. W, Floyd, Mre, W, A. Brownell, with 
Mrs, J. W, Gaddis as Secretary. Second Group — Mrs. L- H. Carhart, 
Mrs. F. A. Arter. with Mrs. A. H. Woodcock as Secretary. Third 
Group— Mrs. L. G. Murphy, Mrs. J. H. Burnett, with Mrs. B. S. Potter 
as Secretary, 

Mrs. Potter moved that the two receiving the highest number of 
votes on the informal ballot for nomination be the nominees for the 
ofhce. Carried. Those entitled to vote stood, and numbered one hun- 
dred and four. 

The ballot for the r.omination of President was ordered. After the 
Tellers had collected the votes, and retired, Mrs. Williams stated that 
the Board of Trustees recommended that the Vice-Presidents and Man- 
agers be elected individually. On motion of Mrs. Robinson, the recom- 
mendation was adopted. 

The ballot for nomination of President was announced by Mrs. Gad- 
dis, as follows: Number of votes cast, 100. Mrs. Clinton B. Fisk re- 
ceived 96; Mrs. Jane B. Robinson, 2; Mrs. D. L. Williams, i; Mrs. H. L. 
Albright, i. 

As moved by Mrs. Tomkinson, the Recording Secretary, Mrs. Aiken, 
cast the ballot for Mrs. Fisk as the choice of the Convention for Presi- 
dent for the ensuing year. Mrs. Williams declared her election, and 
asked Miss Van Marter to escort Mrs. Fisk to the platform, where she 
was greeted by the Chautauqua salute. Miss Van Marter said she was 
happy to introduce our ever-ready President. Mrs. Fisk said her only 
solicitation is that the right woman may be in the right place. She 
doubted her own ability each year, but she rcrcntered upon the duties 
of the ofUce because of the expressed desire of the representatives of the 
Society assembled to-day. She had only one purpose: to glorify God 
and to execute the' wishes of the Society to the best of her ability after 
this renewed evidence of their confidence in her. 

The Tellers, through their Secretary, Mrs. Woodcock, reported the 
following ballot for nomination of First Vice-President: Number of 
ballots cast, 991 Mrs. Robinson received 87; Mrs. Herron, 8; Mrs. Mc- 
Cabe, 3; Mrs. Walden, I. 

The Secretary, Mrs. Aiken, as instructed, cast the ballot of the 
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Convention for Mrs. Jane Bancroft Robinson as First Vice-President 
for the ensuing year, and she was declared elected. Mrs. Aiken escorted 
Mrs, Robinson to the platform, who said she appreciated their loving 
expressions of confidence, and she believed all were working for the 
love of Christ and in his name. 

The ballot for nomination of Second Vice-President was ordered- 
Upon the retirement of the Tellers, Bishop Merrill was invited to ad- 
dress the Convention. He said he had heard much of our work, hut 
he would speak only of what he knew. Our work was an inspiration. 
He did not come to take part, but to hear of the work, and study meth- 
ods. He had been holding Conferences where we had important work. 
Preachers were coming to these Conferences in clothing provided by this , 
organization. He never hesitated to express his pleasure in the Society, 
and heartily commended its excellent work. 

Mrs. Williams read a letter from the girls of the Adeline Smith 
Home, expressing gratitude for the beautiful home given them, in which 
to prepare for usefulness.

Pending the result of the ballot for Second Vice-President, the 
reports were given of Illinois Conference, by its Secretary, Mrs. S- A. 
Bullard, and Kansas, by Miss Spaulding, and accepted. (See Re- 
ports.) In the absence of our faithful Mrs. M. J. Schroyer, Corre- 
sponding Secretary, the report of the Pittsburg Conference was read 
by Mrs. C. W. Smith, as prepared by the Assistant Corresponding Secre- 
tary. On motion, this report was accepted. (See Report.) 

Mrs. Fisk requested, on behalf of the Convention, that Mrs. Smith 
convey to Mrs. Schoyer our warmest sympathy and appreciation of her 
work in past years. Mrs. Jones, of Cincinnati, desired to add an ex- 
pression of kindly remembrance for the many favors shown by the 
ladies of Pittsburg at the last Annual Meeting of this body.

Pending the result of the ballot, Mrs. Aiken presented the report 
of the Louisiana Conference, prepared by the Secretary, Mrs. D. M. 
Walker. Report accepted. (See Report.) The report of the Central 
Pennsylvania Conference was read by its Corresponding Secretary, Mrs. 
T. L. Tomkinson, and adopted. (See Report.) 

Miss Bancroft said the Central Pennsylvania Conference was the 
banner Conference in sending students to the National Training-school. 
Sixteen students had been received from this Conference, and all but

Upon the retirement of the Tellers, the Convention proceeded to 
vote tor nomination of Corresponding Secretary, after which ballots 
were cast for nomination of Recording Secretary. During the absence 
of these Tellers, Mrs. E. S. Spriggs, Corresponding Secretary of the 
West Texas Conference, delighted the Convention by singing, "Put 
de cookies on de lower shelf." 

The report of the Tellers upon the ballot for nomination of Fifth

MONDAY AFTERNOON. 

THE session was opened at two o'clock, with the President, Mrs. 
Fisk, in the chair. A short praise service was conducted by Mrs. 
Vischer and Miss Dodge, after which the devotional services were 
conducted by the Rev. C. S. Woodruff, of Dover, N. J., who read 
the eleventh Psalm, and offered prayer. Three stanzas of "Sweet Hour 
of Prayer" were sung.

Mrs. Quine, President of Northwestern Branch of Woman's Foreign 
Missionary Society, was introduced by the President, and addressed 
the body in well-chosen words, saying it gave her pleasure to bring 
greetings from the Woman's Foreign Missionary Society, because we 
are one in our work, one in aim, and one in membership. She gave 
the Woman's Home Missionary Society a warm "God bless youl" after 
which "Blest be the tie that binds" was sung most heartily. 

The Mite-box report was presented by its Secretary, Mrs. W. M. 
Ampt, and accepted. {See Report.) 

Mrs. Williams was called to the chur, and the election of officers 
was resumed. 

On motion of Mrs. Everett, the vote of the morning, to elect the 
Board of Managers separately by ballot, was reconsidered. It was 
then moved and carried that they should be elected on one ballot, and 
those receiving a majority of all the votes cast should be declared elected, 
and shall stand in the order of the number of votes received. 

Mrs. Everett read the following resolutions, which, on motion, 
were adopted: 

Resolved, That the election of the Committee on Day of Humiliation 
and Prayer be transferred from the Board of Trustees to the Board 
of Managers, in order that its Chairman may be a member of this body; 

Resolved, That the By-laws be amended to conform to this action. 

Miaa Lillian Forsee favored the Convention with a beautiful solo, 
entitled "Fear not ye, O Israel." 

Rev. C J. Little, D. D., of the Northwestern University, was intro- 
duced to the Convention, and brought kindly greetings from the Chicago 
Preachers' Meeting. 
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Dr. Elliott, deaconess of Utah Diocese of Episcopal Church, was 
presented, and gave a most eloquent address on the subject, "Shall 
Constitutional Amendment Prohibit Polygamy?" This address was list- 
ened to with the greatest interest. At its conclusion, Mrs. Potter, Secre- 
tary of the Bureau for Utah, stated that she had prepared resolutions 
touching this subject, which she would be glad to offer. The following 
preamble and resolutions were then submitted: 

WhBhEas, By the election of a confessed polygamist to the highest 
legislative office within the gift of the. people of this Nation, and by 
the utter failure of the people of Utah to adequately punish or prevent 
the continued and flagrant practice of polygamy within that State, it 
has been demonstrated that local laws are inefficient to deal with ^at 
crime; and, being convinced that the growing numbers and increasing 
political power of those who hold this abomination a vital part of their 
religions and social system, constitute a serious menace, not only to the 
purity of the American home, but to the integrity of the Nation; there- 

Resolved, By the Woman's Home Missionary Society of the Method- 
ist Episcopal C5hurch in Convention assembled: 

First. That it is the duty of the National Congress, without unneces- 
sary delay, to pass and submit to the several States an Amendment to 
the Constitution o( the United States, prohibiting the practice of polyg- 
amy, and granting Congress and the President power and authority to 
enforce the same. 

Second. That we hereby pledge all our influence and our best efforts 
to the accomplishment of that end. 

Third. That we strongly urge every Auxiliary, by petition, circula- 
tion of literature, personal appeal, and every other means in their power, 
to urge this action upon the Representatives in Congress from their 
respective districts and the Senators from their several States. 

On motion, these resolutions were adopted. 

Mrs. Robinson moved that we express our appreciation of Dr. 
Elliott's eloquent and instructive address by a rising vote. Carried. 

Mrs. Robinson also moved (hat Mrs. Potter be empowered to choose 
a Committee of Five to assist her in bringing to pass the action recom- 
mended in her resolutions, and the motion prevailed. 

In view of the fact that the Presbyterian Board of Home Missions, 
which had temporarily secured the services of Dr. Elliott, kindly per- 
mitted her to come and give this excellent address, Mrs. Woodruff 
moved that Miss Van Marter he a Committee to express our ap- 
preciation. Carried. 

At this time, Rev. H. I. Rasmus, of South Park Avenue Church, and 
the Rev. N. M. Stokes were introduced to the Convention. 

As the Board of Trustees was obliged to go into executive session, 
Mrs. T. J. Everett was called to the chair. 

The ballot for nomination of Advisory Board was announced by 
the Tellers, whose Secretary stated that the whole number of votes cast 
was 90; number necessary to choice, 46. Mrs. J. P. Negus received 
84; Mrs. D. B. Street, 83; Mrs. Samuel Hamilton, 82; Mrs. John Nefl, 
82; Mrs. Henry Wade Rogers, 69; Mrs. M. J. Schoyer, 69; Mrs. J. W.

Green, and adopted. 

Conference reports were submitted as follows by their respective

On motion of Mrs. Goodman, these reports, full of interesting his- 
tory of the year's work, were accepted with thanks. (See Reports.)

Mrs. Fisk read a telegram of greeting from Mrs. D. M, Walker, 
Corresponding Secretary of Louisiana Conference. 

On motion of Mrs. Aiken, Mrs. Goodman was requested to send 
a letter in response. 

Mrs. Bemhart, of North Indiana Conference, moved that there be 
added to onr Cards of Introduction a receipt for dues. Carried. 
Mrs. Bemhart also offered the thought that since the Auxiliary is 
the corner-stone of our Society, we should do everything to strengthen 
our Auxiliaries. She then presented a beautiful and impressive form 
of service to be used in the reception of new members, and, on motion, 
this was adopted, and it was ordered printed in tVomon's Home Missitmt 

The report of the Tellers for the nomination of the Board of Trus- 
tees was submitted by Mrs. Boswell, as fallows:

The question was asked, Shall this body appoint the Chairman of 
Homes, as are now considered National Homes, independent of Bureau 
supervision, or shall the Chairman be elected from respectiv« Homes? 
After some discussion, it was voted to refer the matter to a special Com- 
mittee, consisting of Ladies Negus, Goodman, Morgan, and Brown. 
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On recommeDdation of the Board of Trustees, action was taken, 
forming a Bureau for Spanish Work on the Pacific Coast, with Mrs. 
A. M. Whitson, Secretary. 

Mr. Richard Dymond, Mrs. W. A. Goodman, Jr., and Mrs. Jame* 
Dale were elected Auditors. 

Mrs. N. W. Bass, of New York, was added to the list of General 
Organizers re-elected. (See page 15.) 

On motion of Mrs. Bayliss, a vote of thanks was extended the 
Organizers lor their faithful service. 

At the noon hour, "My Jesus, as thou wilt," was sung, and all hearts 
were solemnized as Miss Van Marter led in prayer. 

A quartet from Harris Hall, composed of Misses Mabel Stevens, 
Edna Williams, Delia Gorin, and Laura Patterson, sang with soul-stir- 
ring effect the song, "Tell me, does He love me?" 

Rev. W. E. Tilroe, of Chicago, was introduced and cordially greeted. - 

Adjourned in favor of the meeting of the Committee on Finance. 



TUESDAY AFTERNOON. 

IT was not until the familiar strains of "More love to thee, O Christ," 
fell on the ear that the ladies fully gathered for the opening devo- 
tions; for only a short nooning could be allowed after the Finance 
Committee arose, owing to the press of business. 

Mrs. Isabella Spurlock offered fervent prayer, and Mrs. Fisk oc- 
cupied the chair. Miss Mabel Bniner again placed the body under 
obligation to Chicago's musical talent by singing a beautiful solo, with 
an organ accompaniment. 

The Minutes of the morning session were read by Mrs. Green, and 
adopted. 

The report of the Committee on Woman's Home Miisions was read 
by Mrs. Arter, and considered item by item. 

The first item, regarding quality of paper, was adopted; second, as 
to securing best mechanical 'work at lowest figures, adopted; third, on 
removal of paper to New York, adopted; fourth, on extension of time 
on mailing list, after an explanation of its full meaning by Mrs. Robin- 
son, adopted by a vote of 62 to 17; fifth, relative to placing pages of ad- 
vertisements in the hands of a competent advertising agent, after the 
suggestion made by Mrs. Everett, and accepted by the Committee, which 
allowed the placing of the word "Editor" with that of "PubUsher," was 
adopted by a vote of 49 to 11; sixth, pertaining to the relative and con- 
tinued positions of Mrs. H. C. McCabe and Miss Martha Van Marter, 
Bs Editors, was adopted; seventh, the first part of this item, as to 
Editors' salaries and the ratio of same, after words of commendation from 
Mrs. Robinson of the high services rendered by Mrs. McCabe, was 
quickly adopted; but the latter part of this item, which pertained to 
allowing a larger proportion of space, one-third of whole reading mat- 
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ter being Tecommended for the publication of Deaconess Work, called 
forth much discussion. The lirst question asked was, Will this curtail 
space for other printed matter bearing on news from other departments 
of the Woman's Home Missionary work? Mrs. Robinson answered it in- 
directly by telling of the enlargement of the Deaconess Work, and that 
since it now operated one-half of the whole work of the Woman's Home 
Missionary Society, this space was needed, and embraced a large share 
of what once was known as other news. If this Deaconess movement 
had captured the hearts of the people, let the work be done through this, 
and they in turn receive the intelligence, but draw no line between work. 
Such a line would be deeply deplored. Only the evangelization of the 
worK' should be before us. 

Mrs. Hickman asked how much space the Deaconess Work now has. 

Mrs. Robinson answered: One-lourth; we now desire one-third. 

Mrs. Albright felt the proposition should at once be presented as 
to whether or not the paper should be enlarged in order to settle the 
question of admitting more deaconess printed matter. 

Mrs. Bickley called for the recommendations from the Deaconess 
Bureau, in order to bring this point before the body. The report of the 
Committee on Woman's Home Missions was for the time suspended, and 
Mrs. Minard, Chairman of Deaconess Bureau, presented her recommen- 
dations, as follows: 

1. That we add four pages to the Deaconess Department of the 
Woman's Home MissKns. 

2. That the eight pages devoted to Deaconess work shall have one 
thousand copies struck off each month, which shall be for free distri- 
bution in the patronizing territory, and that the expense shall be met 
by the local Boards of the Deaconess Homes. 

The first section of this report was next considered, as follows: 

Mrs. Green asked for a statement of the additional cost of the (our 
pages under consideration. 

Miss Evans could give only approximate figures, which were $50 to 
$60 per month. She thinks as a paper this additional expense could not 
be met, but would require an appropriation from the Society. 

Mrs. Potter asked if the desire was to add four more pages for the 
Deaconess Department, or have four more pages as the paper now stands. 

Mrs. Minard answered; As the paper now stands. 

In view of the varying pages that might go to advertisement, Miss 
Evans desired that this point of the paper, being Umited to a definite 
number of pages, be left to the Editor. 

Mrs. Minard thought her Bureau would share its space with adver- 

Mrs. Robinson thought favorably of adding four pages to the paper, 
and stated that the desire was for one-third of reading matter, whatever 
the paper's size. Since now Hawaii, Porto Rico, and Alaska with their 
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Homes and Hospitals are to be reported, additional space seems the 
necessity of the hour. We must not curtail, but enlarge. 

Mrs. Fisk explained that the point made was not a desire to curtail 
Deaconess' work, but rather not to curlail other work. 

Mrs. Robinson pleaded for the additional space in order that there 
may be no need of scattered publications from Deaconess Homes. 

Mrs. E. L. Albright moved that the reading matter be increased four 
pages. After being seconded, the motion prevailed. 

Mrs. Minard was allowed to complete her recommendations at this 
time. (See Recommendation.) 

Miss Evans thought the additional pages to be struck oft would be 
beyond the ability of the paper at this time, in view of the additional 
expenses of the contemplated move to New York. 

Discussion again reverted to "Item Four" under Recommendations 
from Committee' on Woman's Home Millions. Mrs. Dale moved a recon- 
sideration of this item; but the motion was lost. 

On return to the report from the Committee on Woman's flotnt 
Missions, Item Eight, and last, was read by Mrs. Arter, and related to the 
manner of introducing the Children's Home Missions into the Junior Ep- 
worth Leagues being left with the Editor and Conference Secretaries. 
This was adopted. The report was then, on motion, adopted as a whole. 
(See Report.) 

Miss Van Marter desired a reconsideration of the extension of the 
pages of the paper, in view of the immediate additional expenses to be met 

Mrs. Carhart wished to record her Conference as in sympathy with 
Miss Van Marter on this question. 

Expansion, or anti-expansion, seemed to threaten again as the ques- 
tion of the hour, but expansion spirit again prevailed, as evidenced in 
the vote that Woman's Home Missions will be enlarged. 

On motion of Mrs. Roach, Miss Van Marter was elected Editor of 
Children's Home Missions. 

Miss Van Marter offered a suggestion for the formation of a new 
Bureau for Publication, which, on motion of Mrs, Roach, was referred 
to the Board of Trustees. 

Mrs. Carhart presented the thought of forming a Lecture Bureau, 
which should have charge of the itineraries of our General Organizers 
and like workers, where Auxiliaries can apply when such assistance is 

Mrs. Roach confirmed the statement of Mrs. Potter, that Mrs. Will- 
iams, as Corresponding Secretary, was already empowered by the Board 
of Trustees to serve in such capacity, and moved that the whole matter 
be left with Mrs. Williams. This motion prevailed, and the body ad- 
journed to the Marcy Home for the promised reception, after which to 
reassemble at 7.30 o'clock. 
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TUESDAY EVENING. 

■ FTER a service of song, the meeting was called to order by the 
h\ President. Mrs. Fislc. 
A V The beautiful song, "All my life I give to Jesus," was sung 
by Mrs. Woodruff and Miss Lois Smith. 

Miss Bertha Fowler read a part of the Afty-eighlh chapter of Isaiah, 
and led in prayer, after which one stanza of "Jesus, Lover of my soul," 
was sung. The Minutes of the previous session were read by Mrs, Wood- 
cock, and adopted. 

Mrs. Williams stated the object of the meeting as the consideration 
of the Twentieth- century thought, and expressed the hope that the ladies 
were ready to pledge the remaining $100,000 necessaryto complete the 
amount the Society proposed to raise as a Twentieth -century Offering. 
She also explained in detail the customs of the Society in the matter of 



The Misses Mabel and Esther Bruner raised all hearts in aspiration 
by a beautiful rendering of "My faith looks up to Thee." 

Mrs. J. W. Campbell, of New York, was introduced as the first 
speaker on the Twentieth- century thought. 

After speaking of the wonderful inventions and the phenomenal 
mental developments of the closing century, the question was raised, 
whether the moral forces, developments, and conquests have kept pace 
with those of the physical and mental world. The cry of decadence has 
fallen upon our ears; but Christ died for the sins of the world, conquered 
death, and is alive for evermore, and the kingdoms of this world are to 
become the kingdoms of our Lord. But the victory which even in the 
beginning cost the Savior the agony in the garden will not be an easy 
victory. The forces of right and wrong are in mortal combat, and the 
forces of righteousness, alert and strong, must plan great things lor God. 
Following the personal consecration to the Master's service, there must 
be the removal of the hmitations to Christian progress caused by the lack 
of means. We should give, because this is our only century opportunity; 
because we are Americans, and as Americans, if we are anything, we are 
patriotic; and because we are "His to all the ages," and having freely 
received, should freely give. 

Those who have listened in the quiet of their own souls to this call 
are already moving forward with shining faces and anointed hearts, 
pouring out at the Savior's feet gifts of gold, frankincense, and myrrh, 

Mrs, Anna H. Woodcock, of Aurora, Nebraska, in fervent, glowing 
words drew a most beautiful analogy between the waterways that have 
made our Western deserts blossom as the rose, and the refreshing streams 
flowing out of the reservoir of love, that lies deep and full in the heart 
of this Society. Coming down as it does from above, it laughs at impos- 
sibilities, and coursing up the mountain -side, it touches the lip of the 
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mountatc girl, and it is springtime with her. Flowing down the moun- 
tain-sjde, it satisfies the thirst of the colored gir! for knowledge, and 
passing on through dusty city streets, it brightens and freshens the face 
of childhood, and pours itself in a cleansing flood on the unfortunates 
of the city slum, and makes them clean. 

In pursuance of the plan of pledging arranged by the General Cor- 
responding Secretary, the Conference Corresponding Secretaries pre- 
sented pledge-cards amounting in total to $166,812.51. 

Mrs. Jones called attention to the fact that the call for the Twentieth- 
century Offering was for souls as well as for money. She hoped we 
should not leave all this to our missionaries; but that each woman in the 
Society, humbling herself before God. should earnestly seek the salvation 
of at least one soul. And this sentiment was unanimously indorsed by 
the Convention. 

Mrs. Robinson nominated the Committee on Hawaii, with Mrs. 
Bishop Hamilton as Chairman, and it was confirmed. (See Committee.) 

Mrs. Everett gave notice of a meeting of the Committee on By-laws, 
and moved that the rule requiring three days' notice of a change in 
By-laws be suspended. Granted. 

The Rev. Dr. Dudley, of this city, was introduced, and "When the 
roll is called up yonder" was sung, the Convention adjourned with bene- 
diction by Dr. Rasmus. 



WEDNESDAY MORNING.

The doxology was sung, and the session closed with the benediction, 
pronounced by the Rev. H. I, Rasmus, D. D. 



WEDNESDAY EVENING. 

THE closing session of the Convention was called to order by the 
President, Mrs. Fisk, at 7.30 o'clock. After a service of song, led 
by Mrs. A. A. Graves, of Los Angeles, Cal., the Lord's Prayer 
was repeated in unison. 
The Minutes of the previous session were read by Mrs. Green, and 
adopted. 

Mrs. James Dale, Secretary, submitted a gratifying report of the 
Bureau for Supplies, which, on motion, was accepted (See Report.) 

The Special Committee to make verbal changes in the new Consti- 
tution presented a report, through Mrs Murphy, which was considerered 
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in part, but, owing to the lateness of the hour, waa referred to the Board 
of Trustees for final consideration. 

The report of the Committee on Finance was read by Mrs, Everett, 
and adopted. (See Report.) 

Mrs. Clihton B, Fisk, Mrs. May L. Woodruff, and Mrs. John Secor 
were constituted a Special Committee to present the appropriations to 
the Missionary Committee. 

Before reading the report of the Bureau for Home Missionary Read- 
ing Circle, Mrs. Aiken stated that the resignation ol its Secretary, Mrs. 
J. L. Trisler, had been accepted, and moved that Mrs. Roach be re- 
quested to prepare resolution expressive of our appreciation of Mrs. Tris- ■ 
ler's services. Carried. 

The report noted decided advance in the interest of the Bureau, and 
the banner was again awarded to Mrs. T. P. Frost. Report accepted. 
(See Report) 

Mrs. Roach offered the following resolution, which was adopted: 

Wbereas, Mrs. J. L. Trisler has for eight years given valuable serv- 
ice to the Society as Secretary for the Bureau for Home Missionary 
Reading Circle; therefore 

Resolved, That we assure her of our appreciation of her faithful and 
ef!icient service, and pray God's richest blessings may abide with her. 

Mrs. Aiken presented the nomination from the Board of Trustees 
of Mrs. E. H. Utley, of Pittsburg, as Secretary of the Bureau for Read- 
ing Circle, and it was confirmed. 

The report of the Committee on Publication, Mrs. F. S. Hoyt, Chair- 
man, was read by Mrs. Aiken, and such matters as had not been con- 
sidered in connection with reports already acted upon were considered, 
viz.: Number of Annual Reports to he printed; matter for publication 
therein; and price of ChiUtren's Home Missions. Report accepted. (Sec 
Report) 

Mrs. Aiken submitted a recommendation from the Board of Trustees 
that the election of the Committee for Publication be transferred from 
the Board of Trustees to the Board of Managers, in order that its Chair- 
man may be a member of this body. On motion, adopted. The Board 
of Trustees nominated Mrs. F. S. Hoyt as Chairman of the Committee 
on Publication, and the nomination was confirmed. 

On motion of Mrs. Sells, Miss Frances A. Fish was elected Editor of 
the Annual Report. 

Mrs. Thompson, Chairman of the Committee on Insurance, asked 
that the report be published, without reading. Granted. 

Mrs. Simpson, Secretary of the Bureau for New Mexico and Arizona 
(Indian), requested that her report be published, without reading. 
Granted.

Mrs. Potter reported the action of the Committee appointed to con- 
sider the matter of circulating petitions, and distributing literature re- 
garding Anti-polygamy Constitutional Amendment, recommending that 
orders be sent for such matter to Miss Van Marter, 
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The Minutes were read by Mrs. Albright, and adopted. 
Mrs. Fjsk, in her closing words, expressed profound gratitude to 
God for the blessings of the past year — the most prosperous in the his- 
tory of the Society. She missed loved ones accustomed to be with us, 
notably the true and faithful Mrs. Mansfield, who, when passing lo the 
"home over there," said, "There is no dark valley." 

"May blessings rest upon all," continued Mrs. Fisk; "and if permitted 
to come together next year in the metrapoiis of the country, may the 
influence be for goodl"

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REPORT OF CORRESPONDING SECRETARY. 

Mrs. Delia Lathrof Wii.i.iams. 

THE year since our last Annual Meeting has been one of unusual 
activity in Hotjie Missionary work in a large proportion of our 
Conferences. Many of the Annual Conference sessions have been 
visited by the Corresponding Secretary or some person authoriied to 
speak for her, and everywhere these representatives of your Society have 
been cordially received by both pastors and people. Nine additional 
Conferences have organized for Home Missionary work. 

Definite arrangements for the presentation of the work of the So- 
ciety have been made through the Correspondng Secretary in thirty- 
eight of the fall Conferences. For filling these engagements in the 
North, vie are under obligations to Miss Bancroft, Mrs. E. L. Albright, 
Mrs. James Dale, Mrs. Delia Gegg^e, Mrs, May Leonard Woodruff, 
Miss Benha Fowler, and Mrs, I, D, Jones. In the South, we have secured 
the services of Mrs. James Dale, Mrs. Chapman, Mrs. Elder, and Misi 
Elliott, in the white Conferences, and Miss Herron, Miss Mitchell, Miss 
Russell, Miss Elliott, and Miss Jefferson in the colored Conferences. 
In the West, Mrs. Simms, Miss Snider, Miss Moore, and Miss Apper- 
son were asked to meet their respective Conferences, in order to present 
the work of the Society, and strengthen Conference organizations already 
existing, or make new ones. I am glad to record my gratitude to this 
large number of women for their cheerftil response to this demand for 
service. Excellent reports have come back from these Conference-meet- 
ings, and let us pray that the seed may not fall upon stony or thorny 
ground. 

Hours were secured on the programs of many of the camp-meetings 
and summer resorts for the presentation of our work, from which we 
hope for increased interest. Anniversary meetings extending through 
two or three days were held at Mountain Lake Park and Ocean Grove, 
at which the various fields o( Home Mission work were presented. At 
Ocean Grove, Bishop Walden's presence and encouraging words were 
most helpful. 

A school of methods for deaconess workers was held at Chautauqua, 
August gth and loth, presided over by Bishop Walden, at which Mrs. 
Fisk, Mrs. Robinson, Miss Bancroft. Miss Durham, Dr. J. L. Hurlbut, 
and others rendered service. The most marked feature was a series of 
four lectures upon the theme, "The Larger Christ as the Present Per- 
sonal Experience of all Believers," by Rev. Dr. J. J. Myers. 
66 
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In January of last year, when released from college work, I went 
first to Chicago and Minneapolis, and then made a trip through the 
South. I visited Knoxville, Athens, and Chattanooga, in Tennessee, 
then attended the New Orleans, the Gulf Mission, and the Little Rock 
Conferences, and visited Houston, wjiere we have some fifty acres of 
undeveloped property waiting for a Children's Home to be opened 
upon it. This visit convinced me beyond a doubt that it is our imper- 
ative duty to secure effective organization in al! the colored Conferences, 
and to insist upon the faithful and responsible discharge of the duties 
of the various offices in these Conferences. I found the colored people 
earnest and full of enthusiasm, but often they were under the impres- 
sion that they were too poor to help themsdves, and that Northern peo- 
ple had an abundance of means to help them. The temptation to rely 
altogether upon the bounty of others is the fatal snare of all dependent 
people. The Negro will never learn self-respect until he practices self- 
reliance, and with self-reliance will come economy and accumulation of 
property. If the race is ever to grow out of its childhood it will be by 
being taught how, bravely and honorably, to meet responsibility. 

I believe the inculcation of this lesson of self-help is an important 
part of our duty in the education of our colored brethren and sisters, 
and that we shall not be justified in its neglect. One of the most emi- 
nent Greek educators declared his ideal of education to be to make 
his pupils independent of him, and no less than this should be our aim. 
This end should determine our methods in all our work, and will make 
them inspirational and creative rather than purely eleemosynary. Instead 
of our being compelled to force the endless revolutions of a fixed ma- 
chine, we shall see our work moving, by a power within itself, from 
Station to station, leaving fruitfulness and blessings in its track. It 
should be the condition of our entering any Conference, white or col- 
ored, that the Conference should agree to give to us its loyal, moral sup- 
port, and, as far as possible, its Unoncial aid. We have put into the 
colored work of the South nearly a half million of dollars, and it seems 
but fitting that those who have been our beneficiaries should now begin 
generously to pay their debt by helping to support the schools that 
have bendiitd them, and thus enable the Society to enter other fields 
which need our assistance. A special leaflet has been provided to stimu- 
late the colored Conferences to help us to help them in our schools and 
homes, and a supply has been sent to each Annual Conference when 
convened. 

ORGANIZATION. 

While we have good cause for gratitude to God for his blessing upon 
the work of the score ot years now completed, we must bear in mind 
that we have only just begun the work of organization. Of the eighteen 
colored Conferences of the Church, but six contributed any money to 
our treasury. These eighteen Conferences report 240,000 members, and 
last year contributed to the General Missionary Society |i6,ooo. If one 
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out of ten o( these 240,000 members were to pay one cent per week to 
the treasury of the Woman's Home Missionary Society we should re- 
ceive from the colored Conferences alone, instead of the $3ig of last 
year, the respectable sum of $12,000, nearly half our approprEations to 
the colored work. This would enable us to increase our work among 
the colored people by one-haif, or build one new indtistrial home tor 
every two that we now have. 

The fifteen white Conferences of the South, with a membership of 
214,000, paid last year to the General Missionary Society $36,000. There 
are 538 members of Auxiharies and Circles in these Conferences, which 
paid into our treasury $89g. If one out of ten of the entire mem- 
bership of these white Southern Conferences hsd paid an average of one 
cent per week into our treasury, we should have received nearly $11,000 
towards meeting the appropriation of $12,000 for white work in the 
South, or we could nearly double our work for the poor white girls of 
our Methodism in the Southern States. 

There are thirty English-speaking white Northern Conferences west 
of the Mississippi River, with a membership of 407,000. These Con- 
ferences paid into the General Missionary Society last year $185,000, 
and into the Woman's Home Missionary Society not quite $18,000. 
Should one in ten of the Church membership pay an average of two 
cents per week the Society would receive $40,000 from these Confer- 
ences — enough to meet the appropriations for our Utah, Spanish, Indian, 
and Oriental work and the Mothers' Jewels Home — everything west of 
the Mississippi, except Alaska and the deaconess work. 

In the thirty-seven English-speaking Conferences north of the Ohio 
River and the Virginias, and east of the Mississippi River, there are 
1,700,000 Church members, and 44.700 members of Auxiliaries and Cir- 
cles of the Woman's Home Missionary Society. These Conferences 
paid into the General Missionary Society last year $834,000, and into 
the Woman's Home Missionary Society $105,000. If one out of ten of 
the 1,700,000 Church members were to pay an average of two cents per 
week to the Woman's Home Missionary Society, it would receive $170,- 
000; thus giving us means for largely increasing our city work, and a 
generous sum to help the poorer Conferences. 

In the sixteen German. Swedish and Norwegian, and Spanish Con- 
ferences we have no organizations. These Conferences, having 81,000 
members, paid in last year to the General Missionary Society treasury 
over $51,000 — a very large average per member. Should one-tenth of 
these 81,000 members pay one cent per week to the Woman's Home 
Missionary Society, the aggregate would be $4,000, which would give 
support to quite a large band of deaconesses among these Meth- 
odists of a foreign tongue. The entire amount from all our Conferences, 
estimating as I have done, would be $237,000, as against the $147,000 
reported a year ago, or an advance of $90,000. This seems likeia very 
moderate thing to strive for; but the figures serve to indicate what we 
have before us in the matter of giving information, creating enthusiasm. 
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impressing the Church with the value of our work, and getting the 
women of the Church enlisted to help us. Do you ask 

HOW CAN THIS BE DONE? 

It can be done only by hand-to-hand and heart-to-heart contact 
Those of us now interested must become so baptized with enthusiasm 
that we can not hold our peace. Zeal for the Lord's house must so 
really consume us that it shall no longer be we who speak, but Christ, 
who lives and speaks through us. We must believe with all our mind 
and heart in bolh the necessity and the value of our work. We must 
be informed in regard to it, and then must put our light on a candle- 
stick and keep it burning continually. 

that 3 baptism of light and power might fall upon us, and cause 
our faces so to shine that men might take note of us that we are 
really representing the Lord Jesus in this Home Mission work! 

Employed organizers can not alone do this work; it requires a brood- 
ing, patient, tireless love to accomplish it. The stay of our Organizers 
must necessarily be short. They can not be more than sowers of the 
seed. There must be watering and patient cultivation. The weak 
plants must be nursed; there must be pruning and enriching before the 
flowering and the fruitage. If we assume that "we are not sufficient to 
undertake these things," we are not in the footsteps of the "tireless 
One." 

1 am deeply impressed that we need to make much more of the dis- 
trict organization than we have done. The Conference officers are too 
far removed from the charges to secure thorough organization and 
effective management. A colonel would find it difRcult to manage a regi- 
ment without good company organization and efficient captains. In 
Conferences where there are capable and active district officers there is 
success. Our great demand just now, as I see it, is for strong district 
organizations. 

District officers are near the charges and can keep in touch with 
them. They can become acquainted with the Presiding Elder, and seeure 
his co-operation, and can get access to pastors and Churches. They 
can learn the opportune time and the best manner for presenting the 
work, and if an organization is effected they can take care of it. A per- 
sonal acquaintance with the pastors will secure a hearing that a stranger 
could not obtain. I have wished each district in all our Conferences had 
a consecrated woman, on a consecrated bicycle, who would go out to 
villages and country charges, and talk Home Missions, distribute papers 
and leaffets and mite-boxes, attend meetings, collect dues, hold mite-box 
festivals and missionary picnics, doing with her might what her hands 
find to do, and doing all with a divinely-illumined spirit to the glory of 
God. Can we not find women, one woman in a district, who, though 
she can not be a missionary or a deaconess, can consecrate part of her 
time to such district work? One day each week on a bicycle would do 
wonders. 
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REPORTS. 
One serious difficulty with our workers is irresponsibility. Auxiliary 
officers frequently change, and are sometimes elected to their places with- 
out their knowledge or consent. While the duties of an Auxiliary 
officer are not very heavy, they are important, for the sum of the Auxil- 
iaries constitutes the Society. There is universal complaint that reports 
are not carefully and promptly made. If the Auxiliary officers do not 
make their reports, the district officers can not make theirs, and the Con- 
ference officers can not make theirs. Secretaries' reports are not credit- 
able — they do not do the Society justice — because of the important 
omissions in them. You will be surprised to know that only two Con- 
ference Secretaries sent in, at the close of last year, completely filled 
blanks, with every Auxiliary, Circle, and Band properly reported. A 
large proportion of the Conference Secretaries now before me have 
expressed their regret when sending in their reports that they were in- 
complete; but they say they have done the best they could. I am sure 
that our reports are understated on account of omissions. Shall we not 
unitedly, patiently strive to correct this? 

ENCOURAGEMENTS. 

But there is much to encourage us. Our missionaries, teachers, 
and deaconesses are zealous and consecrated women. Their duties are 
trying, and require self-denial, but they are cheerful and efficient. Our 
fields have been so well chosen that cone have ever been abandoned 
because of mistakes. Our work is growing. An evidence of our 
growth is that enlarged accommodations urgently needed have been 
recently supplied at many of our missions, and at most of the others 
they must be provided as soon as possible. Recently, Thayer Home, 
of Atlanta, Georgia, has had an addition, greatly increasing its capacity. 
Emerson, at Ocala, Florida, has had its third story finished, adding six 
large, airy sleeping-rooms. At Simpson, Orangeburg, South Carolina, 
a large-sized, one-story building has been constructed and furnished for 
the sewing, millinery, and cooking classes. At Browning, Camden, 
South Carolina, the dining-room and kitchen, by an addition, have been 
doubled in capacity, and a fine building is nearly completed, the first 
floor to serve as a chapel, with seating capacity for five hundred people, 
and (he second floor as a dormitory, with rooms for twenty-five or more 
students. 

Adeline Smith, at Little Rock, which was built for twenty-four 
pupils, has been enlarged to accommodate seventy-five. Harwood, at 
Albuquerque, New Mexico, and the Cunningham Deaconess Home and 
Orphanage at Urbana, Illinois, have both been enlarged and improved; 
and Bennett Home, at Clarkson, Mississippi, has just exchanged very 
meager accommodations for a beautiful and spacious structure which 
will accommodate fifty or more pupils. 

Peck Home, in New Orleans, was burned in January of 1897, and 
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subsequently the lot upon which the Home was buHt was sold at a large 
advance upon the price paid for it 

The Board has been offered, by the Freedmen's Aid Society, the 
permanent lease of a lot just in the rear of and across the street from 
the New Orleans University. It was decided to accept this offer of 
the Freedmen's Aid Society, and will probably begin the rebuilding 
of Peck Home very soon. The colored people are desirous that it. 
should be reopened, and promise their support 

The Sibley Hospital, in Washington, D. C, for deaconesses and 
nurses connected with the training-school, has been enlarged from ac- 
commodations for twenty-five patients to beds for seventy-five. There 
has been added a children's ward and a colored ward, named for Bishop 
Gilbert Haven. An interesting dedicatory service was held May loth. 
There were five graduates in its first class this summer. 

On November 16, 1899, the ground was broken tor Rust Hall, Mrs, 
Fisk, Mrs. Robinson, the Board of Bishops, Dr. Rust, and others being 
present, and taking part in the ceremonies. The site tor Rust Hall 
and for additional ground for the enlargement of the hospital has cost 
nearly $30,000, which is now paid, and there is a balance of more than 
$1,000 in the treasury with which to begin the foundation of the new 
building. 

A beautiful Institutional building of gray granite, valued at $15,000, 
has been completed at Mt Tabor, Baltimore, for Bohemian work in 
that city. 

The last $5,000 of indebtedness on Marcy Home has been paid, and 
we now have this beautiful property, worth $30,000, free of debt, a mon- 
ument to the faith and effort o( our beloved Mrs. Marcy. We all unite 
in sincere congratulations to her and the good women of Rock River 
Conference who have so ably and constantly supported her. 

The deed of Caroline Rest Cottage was made, on March 8th, by 
Mrs. Jane Bancroft Robinson to the Troy Conference, to be held for the 
Woman's Home Missionary Society, thus adding another blessed retreat 
for tired workers. > 

The Eliiabeth W. Griffin Deaconess Home was dedicated January 
nth, and the Fisk Training-school was formally opened in its new and 
enlarged quarters on the 2d of January. 

A Home has been provided in Los Angeles, free from rent, by 
Mrs. DePauw, for Spanish work in Southern California, and the women 
of the Southern California Conference have not only paid for their 
Deaconess Home this year, but have furnished this new Home Cor 
Spanish girls, and have opened work in iL 

We have now in Honolulu, Mrs. Sutro, a missionary to the Japanese, 
and recently Miss Holbrook, while waiting for conditions to be so set- 
tled as to make it safe for her to go to China, has gone to work for 
the Japanese in Hawaii. 

Misa S. E. White, from the Pittsburg Deaconess Home, and Mi» 
Isabel Horton, of the Washington Training-school, have gone to Porto 
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Rico as the helpers of Dr. Drees in establishing "a free Chnrch in a 
free State." Miss White's knowledge of Spanish, and her experience as 
a nurse in the Cuban War, make her an especially valuable missionary 
for this field. 

Many Homes are now anxiously waiting their turn for enlarged 
facilities. At Savannah and Ocala the schools have outgrown the homes 
in which they have been taught, and separate school-buildings are now 
3 necessity. The warehouse given us at Asheville for school purposes 
has been condemned by the city authorities as unsafe, and though it has 
been repaired so as to be temporarily serviceable, a new building will very 
soon be required at this point. Additional bedrooms should be finished 
in the third story of King Home, and the front stairway to the third 
floor put in. 

The demands upon the Elizabeth Ritter Home exceed the capacity 
of the house. The work at Albuqtierque has outgrown the capacity of 
the buildings. 

Mother's Jewels Home needs an addition tor dining-room and 
kitchen. Boylan Rome is begging for buildings and appliances for a 
Nurse-training Department, and should have them. A building for an 
Industrial Home is needed at EI Paso, Texas. San Francisco is in need 
of a Mission building. The Alaskan fields are whitening to the harvest 
The Secretary of the Alaskan Bureau will tell you of the marvelous 
openings for missionary and deaconess work in this far-off territory. 

We are anxious to open work at Houston, Texas, and in Key West, 
and must have buildings before we can do so. We are renting proper^ 
for our Deaconess Home in Kansas City. A building is needed for our 
Medical Mission in Boston, and our Training-school at Washington 
must speeoily have increased accommodations. 

For a large family of healthy children to outgrow their clothing 
is a serious inconvenience to an overtaxed mother, yet at the family 
altar, morning and evening, the parents, though embarrassed for means 
to meet the pressing needs, thank God, from their inmost hearts, for the 
vigorous health of their growing children. 

God has done great things for us, in that he has created these 
needs, and he intends to supply them if we are taith£ul stewards of our 
Lord's goods. There is absolute assurance of success in a conscious 
partnership with God. Our Senior Partner can never go into bankruptcy. 

DEACONESS WORK. 

The Secretary of the Bureau for Deaconess Work will make you 
a detailed report of that arm of Home Missionary service. She will 
speak to you of the growth of the Homes already established, and of the 
establishment of new centers of deaconess work. The garb of the 
deaconess gives access to people that others can not reach, and her 
consecrated spirit makes her successful, not only in comforting the sor- 
rowing and seeking the wandering, but also in saving the sinning. This 
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form of Christian service is much sought for by the pastors, and young 
women of good health, intellectual attainments, and consecrated spirit 
can give with great profit to themselves here and hereafter, a few years, 
if no more, to the service of Christ in caring for his poor and sick and 
wandering children. 

The deaconess work has grown so rapidly that many questions 
arise in making way for it, and adjusting its work to that of other 
agencies in the Church, but prayer and patience, and "the spirit of love 
and of a sound mind" will solve all difficulties and make an open way. 

The serious question of the supply of deaconesses for our work 
can be answered only by the early building of Rust Hall. Thus far 
the Training-school has been crowded into quarters none too large 
for the Washington Deaconess Home alone, but which have served 
both purposes. 

We aspire to as thorough and broad a course of training for the 
workers in the Woman's Home Missionary Society as is given to 
Christian workers in any school of training East or West In order to 
do this, we must have oar facilities — buildings, libraries, teachers, and 
lecturers. Christian workers in these days of reading and thought 
need to be not only as harmless as doves, but also as wise as serpents. 
To be sure, it is written, "If any man lack wisdom, let him ask of God;" 
but God often answers such asking by sending the suppliant to some 
good school for careful and methodical training. 

Wc must see to it that the building of Rust Hall is provided for 
by our Twentieth- century Thank-offering. As many dollars as we have 
members will do it; certainly so, if we add our 25,000 new members. ~ 

Good training has been given to a limited number of workers at 
Aldrich Memorial Deaconess Home, at Grand Rapids, Michigan, and at 
San Francisco. From the three schools, there have been, this year, 
twenty-four graduates from the full deaconess course. 

TWENTIETH-CENTURY THANK-OFFERING. 

Two years ago, when the raising by the Church of $20,000,000 as 
a Twentieth-century Thank-offering was determined upon, the Board 
of Trustees of the Woman's Home Missionary Society decided to at- 
tempt to raise $200,000 of this sum for the strengthening and enlarge- 
ment of the Society's work. This amount was to be secured in special 
gifts outside the usual receipts of the Society, and was to include dona- 
tions of money for the General Fund, and special funds for new work 
or the enlargement of the old, endowment and annuity funds, as well as 
life membership, honorary managers' and patrons' fees. Donations of 
property were to be accepted at their marketable value. 

Early in the year an apportionment of the Twentieth- century Offer- 
ing was made to the various Conferences, as also of the pledge of the 
additional subscribers to the Woman's and Children's Home Missions. 
The apportionment of the Thank-offering was based upon the two 
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items of Auxilianr membership and the amount paid into the treasnry 
during the preceding year. This gave to be raised by the best organ- 
ized Conferences $10,000 each, the amounts running down to $50 is the 
weakest Conferences. If the sums of money apportioned to the Con- 
ferences are reahzed we shall reach the $200,000. 

The offering at this date, October ist, amounts to $77,953.i3. 
Enough property values still to be counted, and bequests, have come to 
the Society to swell the amount to $100,000. This leaves us yet $100,000 
to raise during the coming year. 

Much work in this direction has been done this year in some of the 
Conferences. Baltimore Conference leads the list with $5,052, New 
England coming next with $3,t8t, and Southern California next after 
with $2,206.85. 

We have still one year to accomplish this self-imposed duty, and 
we earnestly pray that it may be more than completed. 

If the representatives of the Conferences have come prepared to 
pledge as many dollars as they have Auxiliary members, these pledges 
will give us $50,000, and insure the building of Rust Hall. Still there 
will remain $50,000 to be raised for otlier purposes. 

The Wesleyan movement in England contemplates getting the sig- 
nature of every member and adherent of the Church, and presenting 
these rolls ot names, together with a sum of money that shall average 
one guinea (something over $5) per member, as a thank-oiTering, on 
the first day of the new century. Our Thank-offering calls for an aver- 
age of $4 per Auxiliary member. The amount seems large, but if our 
hearts are set on making this thank-offering to the Lord, we shall, no 
doubt, find the way opening for us to do it. If we are filled with a 
desire to do it, but do not clearly see the possibility, let us agree 
now to make it a subject of earnest and continuous prayer until the 
way opens for us, or the opportunity has gone by when our responsi- 
bility will have ceased. 

We also assumed the duty of increasing our membership by one- 
half, or 25,000, and of adding 20,000 subscribers to Woman's Home Mis- 
sions, and 15.000 to Children's Home Missions. While we have made 
progress in these regards, we have not yet completed these tasks. 

There is a series of twentieth-century leaflets, six in number, which 
will be helpful in raising this thank-olfering. 

GENERAL CONFERENCE. 

The report of the Committee on Conference Legislation will indi- 
cate to you the action taken by the General Conference affecting the 

Your Board was represented during the entire time of the General 
Conference by the President, Mrs. Clinton B. Fisk; the Corresponding 
Secretary, Mrs. Delia L. Williams; the Secretary of the Bureau ot 
Deaconess Work, Mrs. Jane Bancroft Robinson; the Field Secretary, 
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Miss Henrietta A. Bancroft; the Secretary of the Bureau of Supplies, 
Mrs. James Dale; and the Secretary of the Bureau of East Central 
States, Mrs. E. L. Albright. These women were unremitting in their 
service tor the Society. 

Many Home Missionary meetings were held in and about Chicago, 
which the representatives of the Society had the honor of being invited 
to address, Mrs. E. L. Albright, with a stereoptican and a class of 
colored singers from our Homes in Orangeburg and AsheviUe, was 
in labors most abundant, giving in all, with some assistance from Miss 
Ferrabee, Mrs. Dale, Mrs. Nasmyth, and Mrs. Geggie, fifty-three enter- 
tainments, thereby awakening much interest in the work of the Society. 

The chairman of the General Conference Entertainment Com- 
mittee, Rev. Henry Spelltneyer, D. D., was exceedingly courteous to 
the representatives of the Woman's Home Missionary Society. The 
women of Chicago had made most excellent provisions for our comfort 
and convenience, a large anteroom having been beautifully fitted up 
for a display of our literature, and a place of rest and social intercourse 
for all the friends of the Society. Several deaconesses were in constant 
attendance, rendering such service as they could in the reception of 
friends and the distribution of literature. 

On May 15th a reception was given to the members and friends of 
the Woman's Home Missionary Society at the beautiful home of Mrs. 
G. F. Swift, at which Bishop McCabe made a short address, which was 
followed by several impromptu addresses, accompanied by singing and 
prayer. A social hour with light refreshments completed a delightful 
afternoon in one of the most hospitable of Chicago homes. 

On the afternoon of May 17th, by the courtesy of the management 
of the Auditorium Hotel, a reception was given by the Home Mis- 
sionary ladies who were guests in the hotel to the friends of the So- 
ciety. This was an occasion of special interest, as it was honored by the 
presence of Methodists, clerical and lay, from alt sections of the country. 

The anniversary of the Woman's Home Missionary Society was 
held in Studefaaker Hall, and was of unusual interest. Mrs. Fisk pre- 
sided. The attendance was large, and the address of Rev. Frank 
Bristol, D. D., was a vigorous and polished presentation of the need 
and value of Home Missionary work. 

The singing of the colored students was a feature greatly enjoyed 
by the large audience. 

A Deaconess Anniversary was held in Studebaker Hall on the 
evening of May 2zd, at which Bishop Bowman presided. Addresses 
were made by Mrs. Jane Bancroft Robinson, Miss Henrietta A. Ban- 
croft, and Miss Iva May Durham, of the Home Missionary Society, 
and by Miss Isabel Horton, Miss Passmore, and Mrs. Lucy Rider 
Meyer, of Chicago. 
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IN MEMORIAM. 

God has kindly spared to us the great army of our faithful and 
loyal women, but a few have heard the call to come up higher, and have 
left U.C gazing into the heavens whither they have ascended. 

Very soon after the adjournment of our annual meeting a year ago, 
Mrs. G. W. Majisfield was called. Those who knew her best loved her 
most, and none knew how necessary she was to them till they learned 
how great a vacancy her death had made. She lives in the affections of 
all who knew her. 

Mrs. L. M. Carver, ol San Francisco, after a few months' illness, left 
for her heavenly home June 7th. She was one of the earliest workers 
in the Woman's Home Missionary Society, and filled the otKce suc- 
cessively of District and Conference President. When stricken with the 
illness that resulted in her death, she was the Superintendent of the San 
Francisco Deaconess Home. 

Mrs. H. J. Crist, President of the Southern California Conference, 
died in Los Angeles, August lOth, after arv illness of many months. 
She was a great sufferer, but died a triumphant death. 

As T write, the daily paper is laid on my table announcing the de- 
parture of our dear fellow-worker in the Board of Trustees, Mrs, Lewis 
Curta, who passed to her reward October 9th. She was a woman of 
quick discernment, of rare judgment, and of great sweetness of spirit. 
We shall miss her in our counsels, but the Master of the vineyard can 
make no mistakes in the disposition of his workmen. He knows best, 
and we dare not question. 

THE OUTLOOK. 

Some of the largest gifts we have ever received have come to us 
this year. Our tried and true friend, Mrs. James Mather, has turned 
over to the Society $10,000 worth of bonds for the beginning of an 
endowment of the work at Camden, South Carolina, to which she has 
given her heart. 

A property valued at $5,000, in Key West, Florida, has been deeded 
to us by Mrs. Judge Horr, of Sidney, Ohio, where it is her wish that we 
open a work for Cubans in memory of her mother. 

The largest bequest we have ever received has come into the treasury 
this year, that of Mrs. Polly B. Crary, of Binghamton, New York, 
the amount being $22, 50a 

Mrs. Dr. Rust left a bequest of $6,000 for Rust Hall, but it is not 
immediately available. We all recall how pained we were while in 
Baltimore to learn that our dear Mrs. Mary R. Crawford, of Williams- 
port. Pennsylvania, had been stricken with paralysis on her way to the 
meeting. When she went she left a bequest of $i,500, which has been 
received this year. The entire amount of bequests received tor the year 
ending July 31st is $29,241, and of annuity gifts, $2,985. 
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There is nothing depressing in the outlook for the future. As long 
as we do honest, faithful work, with the one motive of glorifying God, 
success is certain; but we must be much in prayer. 

You remember, when John Wesley was especially hurried with work, 
he doubled the time for his private devotions. There is philosophy in 
this; a nervous hurry is alike dangerous to work and workers. A friend 
of Mr. Moody writes, in the PacUk Christian Advocate, that the one 
quenchless passion of Mr. Moody's lite was to know God, and have 
fellowship with him in love and service for his fellow-men. To him the 
will of God was supreme, and his approval the one thing he sought. 
At a memorable meeting in Northfield, this friend writes, Mr. Moody 
read, "And Abraham fell on his face, and God talked with him," and 
then, with deep emotion, he cried: "O that God would talk with us! 
Let us fall on our faces and listen to him. See what he said to Abraham, 
'I will make thee exceeding fruitful.' I want him to say that to me. 
How I long to be truitfuH" 

Is this, my sisters, the consuming desire of our hearts? Would we 
rather die than cease to be useful to others? There is no fear for any 
of our interests if we are in conscious partnership with God. Should we 
become ambitious to outdo somebody else, or to secure commendafion 
from our fellows, had we any motive other than to do God's will, we 
could not know that success was certain. God might, in love, be com- 
pelled to humble us by defeat But when our one sole desire is to please 
him and serve him, "He *1I never, no never, no never forsake." 

Victory is as certain as God's promise is sure; not only will our 
work be blessed, but our own lives will be a song of victory. 

May I take this occasion to thank you, and the women you repre- 
sent, for your hearty co-operation during the last year? You scarcely 
realized what heavy responsibilities you put into untried hands and with 
what uncertainty they were assumed. Much has been left undone, and 
much ought to have been done better, but such as the service has been, 
it has been gladly and lovingly rendered, and the account is now written. 
I pray that no loyal heart may have been wounded, and that no harm 
may have been done, and I fervently hope and believe that the year has 
not been altogether a fruitless one. 

May God's blessing attend this meeting,, and send us out to secure 
an income next year of $200,000, and to complete our pledge of $200,000 
Twentieth-century Thank-offering, 25,000 new members, 20,000 new sub- 
scribers to the Woman's Home Missions, and 15,000 to Children's Home 
Missicnsl

Home Life in the Home Land. 

By Mrs. T. J. Everett. 



ANNUAL ADDRESS BEFORE THE GENERAL BOARD OF MAN- 
AGERS OF THE WOHAN^ HOME MISSIONARY 
SOCIETY, OCTOBER 21, 1900. 



THE Woman's Home Missionary Society is endeavoring to re- 
generate the home land by regenerating its home life. In this 
respect it is in happy harmony with the Divine plan for regenerat- 
ing the world. I have been impressed, in studying the life and ministry 
of Jesus, with his frequent and helpful contact with the homes of the 
people. Did you never think it wonderful that he who came to save 
a world should find time to enter humble abodes and come into sym- 
pathetic touch with individuals? 

His silent years of loving "subjection" and normal human develop- 
ment in the home at Nazareth forever hallow the sweet relations of 
home. Follow Him, m your thought, on his earthly mission. He 
visits the home at Cana, and by his first miracle sanctifies the 

"Happy day 
When a new household finds its place 
Among the myriad homes of earth." 

Many a modern home might be established under happier auspices 
if Jesus were "bidden" to the marriage feast He visits the home of 
Peter, and the mother, sick of a "great fever," rises at his healing touch, 
and testifies to her gratitude by her instant service. He visits the home 
of Jairus, and his word calls back to life the little daughter of their 
love and care. One day he dines with Zaccheus, and salvation comes 
to all his house. The home at Bethany was often blessed by his sacred 
presence. The healed demoniac of Gadara gratefully resolved to follow 
Jesus with loving personal service; but Jesus said, "Go home to thy 
friends." 

The teachings also of Jesus have constant reference to the duties 
and relations of the home. The Sermon on the Mount begins with a 
blessing on the virtues that have their fullest exercise in the home: 
meekness, mercy, peace-making. He thunders his wralh against the 
sins that most mar the home; anger, impurity; and against that curse of 
the home, easy divorce; illustrates the love of the Heavenly Father 
by the parental instinct of giving good gifts to children; rebukes need- 
less anxiety in regard to food and clothing, those commonest of home 
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cares; and ends with the parable of the wise man who built his house 
upon the safe and enduring rock. The discourse might be called the 
Gospe! of the Home. He reproved the Pharisees tor weakening the 
obligations of filial piety by their teachings. With his dying breath 
he provided a home for his mother by giving her to the care of the 
beloved disciple. 

In its ministry to the home, the Woman's Home Missionary Society 
is following in the footsteps of the Master, All over the land it is 
sending its missionaries and deaconesses. What are some of the aspects 
of home life which it finds in this country? America has been called 
the land of happy homes. Distinguished foreigners who have visited our 
shores, and have been received in homes of wealth and refinement, have 
spoken in glowing terms of the beauty of American home life. And 
we have congratulated ourselves that nowhere in the world is woman 
so honored, childhood so free, and the home so safe and sweet as in 
America. But this complacency is the result of a partial view. We do 
not take our distinguished visitors to the slums, but to the estates; not 
to the alleys, but to the avenues. 

It is a trite saying that "one-half of the world does not know how 
the other half lives." But where "one-half" has abundance, and "the 
other" has want; where one has knowledge, and the other has Igno- 
rance; where one has comfort, and the other misery; where one has 
light and h^pe, and the other darkness and despair; where one has 
■hands heaped high with blessings, and the other empty hands stretched 
out for help, it is a crirM that "one-half the world does not know how 
the other half lives." 

Let us consider, then, some of the typical homes of the home-land. 
"We will turn our eyes first to the 

Southern Cabin, 
the single apartment, the earth floor, the windowless walls, the utter 
lack of comfortable furnishings. There are thousands of such homes all 
through the South. 

Have, then, the colored people made no progress since they gained 
their freedom? They have made marvelous progress. It was but a 
generation ago that they were set free, and, as one of the race eloquently 
said, "A generation is but a breath in the life of a nation." About thirty- 
five years ago these people went forth from bondage, not like the 
Israelites, with spoils, but poor, ignorant, bowed down by the degrada- 
tion of three hundred years of slavery. What have they accomplished 
in these years? 

They went out of bondage homeless. Now they own, according to 
recent statistics, one hundred and thirty-seven thousand farms and homes, 
worth seven hundred and twenty-five million dollars. Besides this, they 
own personal property worth one hundred and sixty-five million dollars. 
They went out without schools. They have now accumulated school 
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property to the value of twelve million dollars, and have raised ten 

million dollars for their own education. They went out without 
churches. They now own church property to the \'alue of thirty-seven 
million dollars. They went out ignorant. To-day there are more blacks 
who can read than there were freedmen at the close of the war. They have 
reduced the illiteracy of the race forty-five per cent. Two hundred news- 
papers are issued regularly by colored men. They have written three 
hundred books. They have their doctors, lawyers, merchants. Our own 
Freedmen's Aid Society has sent out seventeen thousand five hundred 
Negro teachers and six thousand educated Negro preachers. And yet, 
in spite of these magnificent facts, the race still needs help, and the 
one-room cabin is still the typical Negro home. 

The reason is not far to seek. The Negroes have increased faster 
than we have been able to care tor them. Booker T. Washington, in an 
address delivered at Chautauqua a few years ago, said : "When six 
hundred of our people set sail from the port of Savannah, Georgia, 
bound for Liberia, Africa, the news flashed at once all through this 
country that the colored people have begun to return to Africa, and 
we will be very soon rid of the Negro problem. But the people who 
reasoned thus forgot that that very same morning, before breakfast, 
about six hundred children were born in the South; so at that rate, and 
in that way, this problem will not disappear very soon." 

The three millions of Negroes from whom the shackles were broken 
by force of war are now ten millions, two-thirds of whom never wore 
a fetter, but all of whom still bear, in an enfeebled will, an impaired moral 
sense and a degraded physical condition, the burden ol their fearful 
heritage. The very sin to which ihey seem most liable, for which their 
white accusers rise against them in righteous wrath, and punish them 
with barbaric cruellies, is a sin directly traceable to two causes tor 
which the Negro himself is in no way responsible; First, to the nature 
ol a slavery which made market of lust, and bred children for the 
slave-pens like cattle for the shambles, and which taught, both by pre- 
cept and example, that marriage was not sacred among blacks; and. 
second, to the one-roomed cabin. In regard to the first, the Freed- 
men's Aid Society makes the proud boast that no one ot the students 
of its schools has ever been lynched, and that no lynching has ever oc- 
curred in a county in which one of its schools had been established ten 
years. As to the second cause, Mr. Washington says: "It is not hard 
to understand something of what the moral and religious condition 
must be where the large proportion of them eat, sleep, cook, get 
sick, and die in the same room. When I go to these plantations, and 
see as many as six, eight, or even ten, people of all ages, sexes, and 
conditions living under all circumstances in one of these one-room log- 
cabins, I answer to those who call my people one of the most immoral 
people, that any people who can exist under such circumstances, and in 
any measure keep their morals, is among the most moral people on 
the face of God's globe."

Much anxiety is felt by the friends of the colored man on account 
ol the apparent backward movement in his march toward civilization. 
The legislation against him in several of the Southern States, depriving 
him of educational privileges and of the ballot; the riots in Northern 
cities, the acutal increase of crime in the colored race, — all these things 
only point to the fact that the way to improve the condition of the 
Negro is to improve the Negro. Frederick Douglass said, years ago, 
that the only way the colored race could gain equality with the white 
folks is to be equal to white folks. Mr. Washington is teaching the 
same truth. When the colored man is the equal of the white man, 
there will be no trouble with the Negro problem. The practical question 
is. How can we best help the black man in his upward climb? "A 
Christianity which can not help men who are struggling from the 
bottom to the top of society needs another Christ to die for it." 

Let us look at another typical American home: 

ThB Indian Wigwam. 

What kind of home-life does it represent? 

It stands for the roving, savage life of our Indian tribes. An 
Indian woman's life — what is it? A neglected childhood, an untaught 
youth, a loveless marriage, a life of drudgery, an abandoned age, a 
hopeless death, a rayless eternity. Think you that Christianity could 
carry light or comfort to such a life as that? But have not these con- 
ditions passed away? Not yet. It is true that the Indians are in a 
transition state. Some of them are civilized, many more have adopted, 
in part, the ways of the white man, but many are still savages. To our 
shame it must be said that, to a large degree, association with the white 
race has morally injured rather than benefited the Indian. Is it not 
a strange and inconsistent spectacle, that of a Christian nation, with 
one hand holding out to far-away heathen nations the Bible and 
the blessings of Christianity, while with the other hand she pushes far 
and farther from her the heathen whom Providence has placed at her 
door? The moral deterioration of the Indians has come about in two 
ways: First, by the faithlessness of the Government in its dealings with 
them; second, by the bad character of the frontier whites with whom 
the Indians have been most closely associated. In regard to the former, 
a Committee of the first citizens of the country a few years ago made 
this statement: "We stand charged before the civilized world by the 
testimony of our own witnesses with having been 'uniformly unjust' to 
the Indians; and it is stated by General Sherman and his associate 
commissioners that this injustice has been the cause of all the wars 
they have waged against us." Dr. Dorchester says; "The statement 
has passed into permanent literature that the history of the Govern- 
ment's connection with the Indians is a 'shameful record of broken 
treaties and unfulfilled promises.' " 

The Woman's National Indian Association sets forth briefly a few 
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"In 1828 we save the Cherokees 'solemn guarantee 
of their lands forever.' Ten years later, at the request of Georgia, 
eighteen thousand of them were driven from their homes and tilled 
acres before the army, with great loss- of property and also of one- 
fourth of their number, many hundreds of miles into an unknown 
wilderness. In 1876 seven hundred Poncas were robbed and driven 
fifty-five days' march away from their own home, losing more than one 
hundred and fifty of their number in less than a year from changes and 
conditions which only the stronger could survive. Four times within 
a century the Stockbridges and Delawares have suffered the horrors 
of removal." "The eighth removal of the Sioux culminated in the 
'Custer Massacre,' " And yet, in all these cases, the lands had been 
given them by solemn treaty, to be their "permanent home," "'to remain 
theirs forever." The story of the Seminoles, of Florida, removed by 
treaty to an undesirable portion of the State, defrauded of the money 
due under the treaty, oppressed by dishonest speculators, robbed of their 
means of subsistence, hunted by Cuban bloodhounds, and finally com- 
pelled by force to surrender and remove to a distant home in the midst 
of their enemies, is a "lasting witness of one of our great National 
crimes against Indians." 

In regard to the other point, the demoralization of the Indians by 
the bad white men of the frontier, there is much testimony. The Citizens' 
Commission, appointed under General Grant, said: "Paradoxical as it may 
seem, the white man has been the chief obstacle in the way of Indian 
civilization. ... In his most savage vices, the worst Indian is but 
the imitator of bad white men on their borders." The presence of 
the military among them has often been a source of evil influence. 

Ill liew of the fact that, after three hundred years of contact with 
th» white race, the Indians are worse, morally and physically, than be- 
fore; in view of the fact of the Government's faithless dealings with 
them in the past, what is the present duty of the Nation? what the duty 
of the Christian Church to these long-neglecled, much-enduring people? 
Is it not to hasten to atone for the past by giving them homes, schools, 
churches, and protection? "The situation calls for wise statesmanship, 
zealous philanthropy, the labor of Christian missionaries — and time." 

The capability of the Indian for civilization is already proved. He 
has readily responded to every honest, consistent effort on his behalf. 
Bishop Whipple testifies that no worlt has overpaid like that for the 
Indians. The five civilized tribes have a good government, their own 
churches, schools, ministers, teachers, lawyers, physicians, editors. In 
their towns they have all the appointments of civilized life. About 
four-fifths of the Indians of the United States wear the garb of civili- 
zation, and more than half are self-supporting. 

Is it a wise economy (o keep Indians in savagery, and maintain a 
standing army for the express purpose of keeping them in order, when 
at one-tenth the cost they can be transformed into peaceable, law- 
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General T. J. Morgan, a former Intlian commissioner, saya: "When 
the Indian has land, Jaw, labor, learning — the four fingers — and love — 
the thumb — he has the complete self-helping hand, and is prepared to 
take his place as a citizen, as a inan, using his own powers, defending 
hia own hearthstone, educating his own children, and earning for him- 
self a place among his fellow-men." 

The Moruom Hasbu 
—shall I say?^ — is another typical American home. It differs from all 
the others of which we speak in that, while those are the natural con- 
dition of people struggling up to the light of civilization and religion, 
this is the unnatural creation of a depraved institution, which seeks to 
substitute lust for holy love as the ruling spirit of the home. The 
former need love and sympathy and practical helpfulness. The latter 
must be dealt with by stem law, and, if necessary, by force. 

The entire country was aroused last year by the insolent attempt 
on the part of the Mormons to place among our law- makers a defiant 
law-breaker. It is not necessary to recount the history of that struggle; 
but the scheme would, no doubt, have succeeded had not aroused Chris- 
tian sentiment made itself felt in such a storm of protest as Congress 
could not disregard. There is danger now that, such a signal victory 
having been won, the moral and Christian forces of the country will 
rest on their laurels. But the enemy will not rest. It is well known to 
those who have taken the trouble to investigate, but not as well Tcnown 
as it should be to the people at large, that the Mormon Church is 
"organized as a complete State." It dominates its adherents body, 
mind, and soul. Dr, Strong says, "They surrender all right of private 
judgment, and put their conscience in the keeping of the priesthood." 
The Church elected Mr. Roberts to Congress. Its pohtical manifesto 
of 1896 declares that no official of the Church can accept a nomination 
to office without the consent of bis ecclesiastical superiors. In one 
period of six months they sent more than three thousand of their people 
into Arizona for the express purpose of building up political power. 

Dr. Strong again saysr "The Mormon Church to-day virtually con- 
trols Utah, Idaho, Wyoming, and Arizona, and holds the balance of power 
in other great empires o( the West." The Mormon Church is carry- 
ing on the most active propagandism throughout this country and 
Europe. Nearly two thousand missionaries are actively at work in 
this country alone, and there is probably not a city of any consider- 
able size where their insidious proselytism is not going on. The census 
of 1890 showed that in such States as Kansas, Nebraska, Michigan, Iowa, 
Colorado, and California, the Mormon communicants were numbered 
by thousands. No doubt the present census will show large increase. 

But what is the moral tendency of the great system which is thus 
spreading itself over the land? One who has had ample opportunity for 
persona] observation says: "There is something inherent in the polyg- 
amous part of the Mormon system which tends inevitably to break 
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down that s«nse of moral obligation, that discrimination between right 
and wrong, that truthfulness and honor and purity of life which true 
Christianity is so powerful in building up. The contrast, in these re- 
s{>ects, between Mormonism and Christianity, is like that between light 
and darkness." 

What the end will be is a problem which Christians and patriot! 
must unite to solve. It is a question which already assumes a serious 
aspect in the minds of some of the profoundest thinkers of our country. 
Can we afford to have the home-life of America represented by the 
polygamous households of Mormonism? 

The Alaskan Hut 

Is another typical American home. Alaska is peopled by various tribes, 
differing greatly from each other in personal characteristics, habits, 
and manner of life. The Eskimos, who constitute one-half the popu- 
lation, are good-natured and skillful. They dress in the skins of beasts, 
or in the breasts of birds. They live in a circular, mound-shaped hut 
built of blocks of ice. The Hydah, sometimes called the bulldogs of the 
North Pacific, are brave, fierce, polygamous, slaveholding, gambling, 
superstitious; the Sitkas are indolent, drunken, and inveterate smokers. 
Even their women and little children indulge freely in this vice. They 
live in great one-roomed "rancheries," The ranchery is sometimes one 
hundred feet square, and accommodates several families. Fifty or sixty 
Indians of all ages, sexes, and conditions may be found herding miscel- 
laneously together under one roof. The ranchery is entered through 
a hole several feet from the ground. A rude staircase or notched log 
leads up to it from the outside. Originally there were no windows, 
and the only entrance for light or air was through the smoke-hole in 
the roof. The room is dark, smoky, and foul. 

Whether we consider one of the tribes named, or any other where 
Christianity has not reached, the people are, for the most part, degraded, 
superstitious heathen. Dr. Sheldon Jackson said a few years ago: "Every 
cruelty which is practiced in any heathen land finds its counterpart 
in Alaska. Infanticide, infant marriage, polygamy, witchcraft, neglect 
or murder of the poor or old or sick, and many other cruel and abom- 
inable practices, are common," 

The first contact with American civilization did not improve the 
native races. To the sins of their heathen condition were added those 
Mights of civilization, drunkenness and prostitution. 

A Baptist missionary at Afognak says: "Nowhere have I seen such 
downright drunkenness as here. Men and women stagger about in 
their i n to?: i cation." The population of one of the largest islands was 
half swept away by starvation in one winter because they had traded 
their produce for rum, and spent their harvest-time in a prolonged 
debauch, 

Alaska was ceded to the United States in 1867. The schools, which 
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liad previously been supported by the Greek Church of Russia, were 
then closed, and it was seventeen years before the United States Govern- 
ment opened its first school. The Government and people of the United 
States have received many millions of dollars from the mines and fish- 
eries of this great country, and yet we appropriate only thirty thousand 
dollars a year for the education of its children. The Commissioner 
of Education has pleaded in vain that it ought to be doubled. 

The greed of American adventurers has robbed the people of their 
natural food supply. The wholesale starvation of certain of the tribes 
was averted by the wise foresight of Dr. Sheldon Jackson, who secured 
a. Government appropriation for the domestii^tion of reindeer. 

Our beloved Church has been slow in entering this wide-open door. 
It was the discovery of gold in the Klondike and the great rush of our 
own neighbors and friends to that distant region that awakened the 
Methodist Church to the importance of the work. And yet these people 
are accessible to the gospel. Testimony might be multiplied showing 
their eagerness to find a better way of hfe. 

The story of the Metakahtla Indians, who, in a few years, became 
thoroughly civilized and Christianized under the wise leadership of one 
consecrated man, shows of what they are capable. Governor Knapp, in 
a report to. the Secretary of the Interior, says: "Their progress out of 
darkness and degradation towards the light of a higher civilization 
compares most favorably with the darker ages of the early history of 
Germany and England. Tliey are surely coming, and patience, perse- 
verance, the co-operation of good people, and the aiding hand of Gov- 
ernment will tell upon them in the near future more effectually than 
before." 

The people of Alaska are comparatively few in number. A vigor- 
ous, co-operative effort on the part of Churches and Government would 
in a few years, under the blessing of God, transform this heathen nation 
into a Christian people. Shall not the Alaskan hut be redeemed? 

Another home that we can not aflford to lose sight of in this survey of 
typical homes is 

The City TEceMENi. 
Some of the I]omes described arc distant and difficult of access. 
This is near at hand. Whenever you will, you can sec and judge for 
yourself. There are but two points in connection with the city tenement 
which may be emphasized at this time: First, the crowding of the ten- 
ants. This is especially true where foreign populations congregate. 
There is a ward in Boston so densely populated that, if the whole city 
were as full, it would number eight millions. A commission appointed 
to investigate the condition of Chinatown. San Francisco, a few years 
ago. reported that they found fourteen Chinamen crowded into a space 
that one American would not consider sufficient for his health and 
comfort. East-side of New York City is said to be the most densely- 
populated district in the world. Its inhabitants number two hundred

and nicety thousand to the square mile. One author estimates that 
the pauper dwellings of New Vork City would line on both sides a 
street thirty-five miles long. Can you imagine yourself traveling an 
hour on a swiftly-moving train, and all the way your view of God's 
beautiful country intercepted by long rows of pauper homes? That is 
the poverty of but one cilyt Lyman Abbott says, "There are more 
men, women, and children to the square foot of land in certain wards of 
our great cities than bodies in any cemetery of our country." Can it be 
true that we are more thoughtful of our dtad than of our living? 

The other point to be considered in this connection is the presence 
of the saloon and the absence of the church in the congested quarters. 
In New York City there are districts where there are from one hundred 
to two hundred times as many saloons as churches. Below Fourteenth 
Street, seventeen Churches moved out while two hundred thousand 
people moved in. Would that have been the case if Christian people 
were closely following the example of Him who said, "I came not to 
call the righteous, but sinners, to repentance?" In 1890 there was a 
population in the city of New York as large as that of Detroit which 
had no Protestant Church. There were three Catholic churches and 
several chapels. In 1893, in the Thirteenth Ward of the city of Boston. 
with a population of twenty- ;wo thousand, there was no Protestant 
Church. In the Eleventh Ward, with a smaller population, there were 
thirty Protestant churcnes. On the same principle we would multiply 
lighthouses in our safe, quiet harbors, and leave our rocky coasts and 
treacherous shoals in darkness. But the shipwreck of vessels in our 
seas could not compare with the shipwreck of souls in our slums! 

In this city of Chicago you had, a few years ago, a ward of twenty- 
two thousand population, for which you provided five hundred and 
sixty-four saloons and other dens of vice, and three churches and tvro 
schoolhouses. Think of it! More than one hundred doors to death 
to one that leads to a better Ufe! We boast of the strength of our own 
denomination in this city by the lake. One hundred and fifty Churches 
in Chicago Methodism, and yet there are six hundred thousand people 
in Chicago for whom there are no church accommodations of any 
kind! The commission reads. "Preach ray gospel to every creature." 
Is it possible that the Church is limiting its mission to a part of those 
for whom Christ died? 

There is one type of home to which I have not referred — the one 
which we fondly think is the typical home of America, the home of 
beauty, refinement, happiness, I have not described it — I need not. 
In a few moments, when these exercises shall have closed, you will 
enter these homes, and see them for yourselves. Would that, as your 
feet press the yielding carpets, and your eyes rest upon the pictured 
walls; as you look through the tapestried windows, or sit at your lux- 
urious table, or re*t upon your comfortable couches,— would that some 
lingering memory of the wretched abodes we have looked upon to- 
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night might so thrill the heart and conscience that hereafter we shall 
share with God's other children these good gifts from his handl 

It is not, however merely to relieve physical suffering that we have 
gazed upon all this misery. Though that were worth our while! But 
it is chiefly because these miserahle homes breed moral disease and 
crime and ruin that they must be redeemed. 

The chaplain of the Connecticut State prison told me a few years 
ago that three-fourths of the prisoners in that institution were young 
men, four under seventeen years of age. The majority of those serving 
life-sentences were convicted for the murder of their wives on account 
of the crimes of the tiwM. That statement throws a lurid light on the 
home life of those young criminals. 

A well-known author says; "Eighty per cent, at least, of crimes 
against property or person are perpetrated by individuals who have 
either lost connection with home life, or never had any, or whose 
homes had ceased to be sufficiently separate, decent, and desirable to 
afford what are regarded as ordinary wholesome influences of home 
and family." 

It is, to a large extent, the home described as neither "separate, 
decent, or desirable," or the lack of home life altogether, that fills our 
alleys with neglected children, our streets with drunkards and prosti- 
tutes, our courts with criminals, our poor-houses with paupers. 

Can we aflord to let these conditions continue P The economic 
argument is powerful with most people. The cost of philanthropy is 
the first objection. Did you ever consider the cost of neglecting to care 
for homeless, or worse than homeless, children? 

One English lad grew up a criminal. The police court records 
show that he was before the court thirty-five times. His son was on 
trial one hundred and thirty times, one daughter twenty-nine, the other 
sixty-seven times. It cost the English Government ten thousand dollars 
to prosecute that family and keep them in prison. Would it not have 
been cheaper, to mention no higher motive, to provide a pure, safe 
home for the child of two generations ago? 

It is not necessary to cross the seas for an example. You are 
doubtless familiar with the story of Margaret, "mother of . criminals." 
Once she was an innocent, but neglected, child in a village on the 
Hudson. If a single loving mother had enlarged the home circle to 
admit the little waif; if a Church, by its Christian charity, had executed 
the will of the Father, "that not one of these Utile ones should perish;" 
or if a far-sighted Government had provided care for the homeless 
child, hundreds of thousands of dollars would have been saved, besides 
incalculable damage to the public morals. 

The practical question is. How are preventive measures to be ap- 
plied? We believe that the Woman's Home Missionary Society has 
found the way to meet the emergency. It reasons that the cure for 
the evils arising from improper home-Hfe is found in pure home-life. 
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Among the one-room cabins of the South, therefore, it builds its 
"model homes." These are in no sense institutions. They are enlarged 
homes, presided over by loving, capable Christian women who "mother" 
and direct the girls. Here the girls from the cabins live from one to 
three years, and learn how to make and keep a home. They are taught 
how to do, in the best manner possible, every part of housework — wash- 
ing, ironing, cooking, cleaning, sewing, mending, cutting and fitting of 
garments, the care of children and of the sick. At the same time, either 
in the home or in' the adjacent school of the Preedmen's Aid Society, 
they have regular lessons in books. Supplementing all of this is the 
sweet Christian influence of both home and school, which is so con- 
stant and pervasive that a girl rarely leaves one of our homes who has 
not felt the Divine touch upon her heart and life. One said, "Heaven 
seemed nearer me at the home than anywhere else." 

About ten thousand girls have gone out from our Homes since the 
beginning of the work. They are to be found in the school-rooms, in 
the parsonages, in the missions, in offices, in places of responsibility 
and trust and influence all through the South. The results of such 
work can not be estimated. 

Our missionaries visit Indian wigwams, and carry the raess^e 
Paul declared to the Athenians, "Whom ye ignoranlly worship I declare 
unto you." To the Indian, the Bible is a letter from the Great Spirit 
whom they and their fathers have so "ignorantly" worshiped. The 
poor squaws, in whose dull eyes the love-light never shone, and in 
whose breasts the warmth of a sweet home-aflectioti was never kindled, 
hear with eagerness the sweet gospel message, and willingly learn the 
practical lessons of home-keeping, with which the missionary accompa- 
nies her religious teachings. 

"You have never stood in the darkness," said an Indian chief to 
a missionary. Ah! if we could lor a moment put ourselves in a heathen's 
place! If we could remove from our surroundings everything of beauty 
or convenience which we owe to our Christian civilization! If we could 
snatch from our minds all the sweet memories of the happy past, all 
the blessed consciousness of the love of family and friends, which make 
the joy of the present; all the sacred hopes and anticipations of the 
future, in so far as these are created or enhanced by Christianity! Can 
we imagine what a changed aspect life would wear, and how we would 
long for the light? 

An Indian mother walked thirteen miles after burying her baby 
to hear from the missionary's lips the story of the resurrection. Chris- 
tian mothers, you who have laid away dear ones in the sure hope of 
meeting them again, for what would you be willing to exchange places 
with that Indian mother? 

Our Jesse Lee Home in Alaska is doing for the native ^rls what 
our Model Homes are doing for the girls of the South, 
■ Among the city poor, our Missions and Deaconess Homes are cen- 
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ters of blessed influence. From these our missionaries and deaconesses 
go on their errands of love and sympathy and practical helpfulness. 

Long ago, when one demanded of Jesus the proofs of his Messiah- 
ship, he answered; "Go your way, and tell John the things which ye 
do hear and see: The blind receive their sight, the lame walk, the lepers 
are cleansed, and the deaf hear, and the dead are raised up, and the poor 
have good tidings preached to them." The Woman's Home Missionary 
Society can show its practical following in the footsteps of Jesus by 
similar proofs. Through its ministries the poor are relieved, the sick 
cared for, drunkards reclaimed, sinners are saved, children are trained, 
young people are directed in safe paths, fa.inilies are brought into the 
Churches, new Churches are established in neglected districts. 

What, then, is our individual duty toward this work? Can we afford 
tu)l to have a part in so Christlike a ministry? 

"I beseech you, therefore, brethren" — sisters — "by the mercies of 
God," by the sweet home influences that have made you what you are, 
by the opportunities that open before you, by the love of Jesus that crowns 
your lives here, and opens the door of heaven hereafter. I beseech you by 
these mercies of God, "that ye present your bodies a living sacrifice" — not 
your souls, they are already his if you are his children; but your bodies — 
your feet to go his errands, your hands to do his work, your brains to 
plan his business, your lips to speak his messages, your hearts to love 
and suffer in his cause. Je.-ius found no better way to save the world than 
through a humhan body. His sacred feet were soiled and worn by long 
journeys, his hands touched to heal, his lips gave forth the gospel, his 
frame fainted under the physical cross he bore. The body once wounded 
for our salvation, is glorified in heaven now. But the "Church is his 
body." Do you know what that implies? Are your feet as obedient to 
his will as those that bore him over the dusty ways of Galilee? Are your 
hands as ready to minister to the sick and sorrowing? Are your shoulders 
ready to bear the world's burden? 

When God's children in America are willing to yield him obedient, 
practical service, the time will not be far distant when this glorious land, 
"arctic crowned and tropic shod," shall be redeemed.

Havea Home. 

The arrangements in this Home have continued the same as for 
several years past. The missionary force has also been the same, ex- 
cept that Miss Delma Lamb, from Pennsylvania, took the position left 
vacant by Miss Philo's death. She has proved a faithful, painstaking 
teacher, and has returned for the coming year. There was no change 
in the colored helpers, except that, for part of the time, there had to 
be an additional one. The Home has been filled to its utmost capacity 
during the school terms, and a number of our girls, who are homeless 
and friendless, have remained with Mrs. Lewis during the summer. 
There was much sickness during the winter among the inmates, but 
no death or casualty of any kind. It has been one of the pleasantest 
years in the history of this mission. Two of last year's girls go to 
Atlanta this year, and while pursuing their studies will have their home 
in Thayer. One of our former girls has found a good home with one 
of our home mission workers in the North, and fine reports are given 

The school has been very large, and fully equal to last year. Many 
were denied admittance for lack of room. A night school, numbering 
forty pupils, was kept up during the school term. The great need oi a 
school house to shelter the large day-school still remains. I greatly 
hoped that the Twentieth- century OiTering would bring in money enough 
for this purpose, but so far it has not. I wish to emphasize this im- 
portant object for these gifts. There can be no building in any of our 
mission fields more important than this, and, fortunately, there is plenty 
of room on the lot to build one. 

The income oi this Home, from board of missionaries and pupils, 
was $1,033, and from the day-school, $459, while the expenses of both, 
outside of salaries, was Sr.ga?. I doubt much if a family of this size is 
anywhere taken good care of at less cost. A friend of this work has, 
during the year, had tubs and closet put in the bathroom, the fence 
and outbuildings repaired and painted, the leaders and roof repaired, and 
outside woodwork of the house painted at a cost of several hundred 
dollars, as an offering to the Twentieth -century Fund. At the expense 
of the Society, the house was plastered on the outside, making it per- 
fectly water-tight, and greatly improving its appearance. 

Frogtown mission, which I have before reported as a branch work, 
has grown steadily in interest. The time has come when it will be well 
to put a teacher there for day pupils, if right arrangement can be made. 
Up to this time all work has been gratuitous, but a regular school has 
not been undertaken, 

Mary Haven Home 

This Home has been doing the same work as heretofore. The girls 
numbered from three to seven a part of the time. The day-school of 
about fifty pupils was carried on by Miss Herron, with the aid of an 
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with this Home is the little church known 

as the Speedwell Mission Chapel, where regular Church services and 
Sunday-school are held. In all this work. Miss Herron is an important 
iactor, and sometimes Superintendent o( the Sunday-school. I can only 
repeat what I have said before about this mission, that, while limited 
in its work, it is an important one, and doing much good work in a 
neighborhood otherwise destitute of all educational and religious ad- 
vantages. 

Thayer Home. 
There were 25 girls in this Home last year under domestic train- 
ing, i?S in sewing classes. SO in cooking classes, and 16 learning dress- 
making. The expenses for the year, beside salaries, were $i,820.?5, 
and the income, from boarding pupils, teachers, and a small amount 
from dressmaking, was $i,i73-83- The enlargement of this Home met 
a pressing need, and has resulted in a broadening of the work. It 
does not materially increase the income, but does greatly enlarge the 
capacity for doing good. More and better work can be done than 
before. I can not too highly commend the work ot this Home in its 
different departments. It is thorough, practical, far-reaching, and will 
abide. One o£ the graduates of this Home, who has been for some 
time assistant matron, has just gone to fill a like position in Booker 
Washington's Boarding-school, which is, in reality, a model Home. 
He offered her quite an advance in salary, and more than our Society 
pays for that work, and we advised her to accept, considering it an 
honest compliment to the training she had received, and so, indirectly, 
to Thayer Home. 

Emellne S. Hamlen Home. 

This Home, which was put temporarily under my care at the last 
Annual Meeting, has been well reported by the matron all the year. It 
opened with three girls in the family, which soon increased to eleven, 
and for a time there were twelve. Mrs, Gunn proved an excellent 
manager, and at the end of the year had a little surplus. With this she 
laid in a supply of fruit for the coming year, doing the work of canning 
herself. I have no doubt this work will grow, if the Seminary, with 
which it is connected, is prosperous. More pupils have made applica- 
tion for the comiiig year than can be accommodated, and some must 
be disappointed. The building does not belong to the Society, but is 
furnished us, free of charge, for an Industrial Home. I conclude it 
belongs with the Seminary property. 

The statistics given of these four Homes convey only a faint idea 
of the amount of work that is all the time being done by our n^ission- 
aries. They hold young people's meetings, temperance meetings, do 
evangelistic work, teach Sunday-school classes, visit the poor and sick, 
and are always on the alert for any opportunity to do good and advance 
the work to which they have given, or are giving, their lives.

The Florida Conference (colored), though small and 
poor, has paid into our treasury the sum of $1,700, which is certainly a. 
good showing. Our missionaries have visited many churches, organized 
Auxiliaries, and have done all they could in interesting the people and 
educating them in this kind of work. Their labors have been rewarded 
and our Society strengthened thereby. 

Boylan Industrial Home, Jacksonville, Florida. 

During the past year forty-four girls enjoyed and improved the 
advantages afforded them in this Home, There were nine classes in 
plain sewing, three in dressmaking, one in millinery, four in fancy work, 
two in mending, four in kitchen garden, two in cooking, one in bread 
and cake making, one in domestic economy, three divisions in laundry 
work,— in all thirty classes, in addition to the regular cooking for so 
large a family, which is done by eight girls each month, under the 
care of a teacher. The day scholars were privileged to attend many 
of these classes. In the primary classes 1,089 samples and cards were 
made, in the advanced classes, 221 garments were made, 60 hats and 
bonnets trimmed, 125 pieces of fancy work made, and 1,384 garments 
repaired and mended. 

The year in the da^f-school has been one of marked success, num- 
bering 2ti scholars, beside 20 in special classes. We also had 125 b03rs 
and girls who came long distances, twice a week, to attend the sewing 
bands and receive religious instruction, thus making a total enrollment 
of 400. Forty-four of the girls took lessons in music, and three in type- 
writing. A class of 52 took a regular course of Bible study, and we 
also had a night-school for Chinese boys. Three hundred and fifty 
visits were made to the Homes of the pupils, 100 to sick and needy, and, 
best of all, 75 were happily converted. 

We had ten graduates this year, three from the industrial course 
and seven from the school — The "Emerson Class," who graduated with 
honor, and have gone out to join the .'\Iumni which now number 44. 
These girls are making a fine record, and are a credit to their Alma 
Mater; a number are teaching, and one is assistant editor of a New 
York paper, and has entire charge of the Woman's column. 

Our girls are taught to deny themselves in order to give to the 
needy. The "Inasmuch" and "Do Without" Bands, and the "Lend-a- 
Hand" Circle, gave $S to India Famine Fund, $4 to the Woman's 
Home Missionary Society, $5 for the Salmon Memorial Room, $[ 
Easter offering for Mission, $1 for Thanksgiving offering for Colored 
Orphanage — in all, 5i6, 

This may seem to be a full report, but it by no means covers the 
work that our missionaries have done. There is a large amount that 
can not be reported. The self-help contributed towards the expenses 
amounted to $2,254.65. This represents both work and sacrifice. 

Emerson Memorial Home and Echool, Ocala, Florida. 

This Home is located at Ocala, which is situated in what has been 
called the Black BeU of Florida. It is the outgrowth of Boylan Home. 
Being a newer and much smaller work, we can not expect from it what 
has been done in the larger Homes, though the work done here com- 
pares favorably with that done in any of our Homes. We cared for 
seventeen girls last year, who received thorough training in the various 
industries taught. 
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The third story was finished, giving us six additional rooms, which 
will not only accommodate more girls, but add greatly to the comfort 
of the family. We had more pupils than could be accommodated in the 
school-room, so that the sitting-room and dining-roonv were needed for 



In addition lo the work of the Home and school, c 
rendered valuable services to the Church; made many visits among the 
people, and cared for many who were sick and needy. . 

Three of our girls graduated with honor. They cut and made their 
own graduating dresses, which were neat and pretty. They chose as 
subjects for their essays, "The Negro Woman of Yesterday," "The 
Negro Woman of To-day," and "The Negro Woman of To-morrow," 
and handled them with marked ability. The girls go out from us pre- 
pared to do good work for their people, and to be an honor to their 
teachers and the Home. The closing exercises were of unusual iitterest, 
and were attended by large numbers of people. The exhibits of sewing, 
fancy work, and cooking were excellent, and would have done credit 
to any class of girls. Quite a number of our girls were converted, and 
a good religious atmosphere pervaded the Home. 

The greatest need at the present time for Emerson Home is a new 
building, in order to better accommodate (he school and the Industrial 
Department. Donations for this purpose are earnestly solicited, and, 
as this work is included In the list of Twentieth-century Offerings, we 
hope that generous donations will be made to it 

Emerson Home has given for self-help during the year $751, which, 
considering the poverty and unusual amount of sickness among the 
people, is a fine showing. 

The new year opens very auspiciously — the teachers are entering 
upon their work with renewed energy and enthusiasm. We are very 
fortunate in being able to retain most of our former missionaries. We 
miss from our list the name of Miss L. B. Welch, who so well and 
faithfully served in Emerson during the past six years, but who is now 
detained at the bedside of her aged mother. She loves the work, and 
we regret that she is unable to continue with us. We have only the 
best of words to say for all of our missionaries. They are faithful and 
self-sacrificing, constantly overtaxing themselves to meet the multiplied 
demands of the work. The Trade Class, which was so successfully 
carried on, was the new feature of last year's work at Boylan. It will 
be continued, and will no doubt be self-sustaining this year, as it paid 
a large part of its expenses last year. 

Interest centers this year in the Nurse-training Department, which 
is being opened in connection with Boylan Home, and will be -tipen to 
girls from any part of the State, or from other States, The importance 
of this work will be readily recognized by those who will give the 
subject thought. The need for it becomes more and more apparent 
each year. 

As a means of support, it presents superior advantages, and there 
is a constant demand for this kind of service. As a means of doing 
good, it is an ever open door. In what other way can we so closely 
follow the footsteps of the Master as in ministering, not only to the 
souls, but also to the bodies of men? It is gratifying to know that 
interest is becoming awakened on the subject, Mrs. M. A. Brewster 
has given $1,200 as her Twentieth-century Offering, and, in memory 
of her husband, the new building will be named "The Brewster Nurse- 
training School." This will be only a small part of the money required 
for this work. We earnestly hope that many^ will become so interested 
in the work, that they will give their Twentieth- century Offering to it. 
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We need money, not only for the building, but money wherewith to 
purchase a lot. Let each Conference have a part in this work. Let 
us make it a great memorial work in the South. Two hundred dollars 
will name the large rooms and halls. One hundred dollars will name 
a small room. Twenty-five dollars a door, and ten dollars a window. 

Let us provide the money at once, so this good work, so greatly 
needed, may not be longer delayed. We are opening it now in a very 
small way, but predict a rapid growth, and expect to need larger accom- 
modations before the year closes. Let us have pledges to-day, not 
only for the Nurse -training Department, but for our beneficiaries in 
both Homes, who are depending upon us for the means to enable 
them to remain during another year. Let us have, not only the 
large sums, but the small ones. Let us each have a share in this 
work, and an interest in it; and, with the money, let us have yoiu' 
prayers that the blessing of "Our Father" may continue to rest upon 
the work and the workers.

The Industrial Hon 
Homes and Schools at -■' 
the supervision of this Bureau. 

Browning Home and School, Camden, S. C. 

The number of pupils in both Home and school has far exceeded 
that of any previous year, there being 225 in the day-school, 25 in the 
night-school, and 55 in the Home. 

The number of those who remained during the entire year was 
much larger than any preceding year, and as a consequence more 
thorough work in every department has been made possible. 

Thirty-six were converted, and the religious experience of many 
others enlarged and deepened. One girl wrote; "I want to return nexf 
year, because I was so strengthened last year. I was converted before 
I came to Browning, but I never knew how to use it until I came there." 

At the time of the closing exercises, excursion trains were run 
from various parts of the State, bringing many strangers, all of whom 
were most favorably impressed. 

When the time came for the erection of the cottage, for which 
funds had been provided by Mrs. James Mather, it was found that it 
would be inadequate for the present need, and Mrs. Mather generously 
added $2,000 to the former gift, and this, with the addition of the sur- 
plus tuition funds, has made possible the erection of a very beautiful 
chapel, with a seating capacity of 450. A dormitory of thirteen rooms 
has been fitted up above the chapel. The old chapel has been made 
into a re citation -room, and these additions provide accommodations for 
100 girls in the Home, and 450 in the school. The sitting-room has 
been very beautifully furnished by the Auxiliary at Providence, R. I. 

The plantation schools are still doing a beneficient work among 
a people who, by their location, are deprived of other educational ad- 
vantages. 

The present year opens with a still larger attendance, and there is 
no doubt but that Home and school will be full. 
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Allen Home and Asheville Academy, Ashevllle, N. C. 

Thirty-one girls enjoyed the privileges of Allen Home last year, 
and one hundred and twenty-six boys and girls were enrolled in the 
academy. Excellent progress was made in all the departments of both 
Home and school, and a number of conversions resulted from the 
special religious efforls. The members of our Home family are the 
faithful supporters of the work in the Colored Methodist Church, which 
holds its services in our chapel, and in this connection are instrumental 
in the accomplishment of much good among their own people. Our 
graduates are distinguished for their good scholarship, and easily find 
employment as teachers, and in other places of trust and responsibility. 

Repairs have been made upon the school-building, and additions 
made, in the way of a stable and chicken-house. Two rooms have been 
very beautifully furnished by the Indiana Conference, and gifts received 
from numerous other friends. 

Simpson Home, Orangeburg, S. C. 

The industrial work at this Home is of more than ordinary im- 

fiortance, because of its connection with Claflin University, with its 
arge attendance of students. Two hundred and seventy-five girls were 
enrolled in the industrial classes, and twenty'Six were resident in the 
Home. The interior of the new Industrial Hall was completed, and 
it has been crowded with a band of happy, industrious workers, dis- 
posed to profit by the instruction given them. 

At the time of the coming of the annual revival at Claflin, all the 
girls in our Home were Christians, save two. The conversion of these 
was immediately sought, and, when that was accomplished, they went 
out a united company ot workers, whose services were of great value 
in the meetings that followed. 

Arrangements have been made by the University for the employ- 
ment of two assistant teachers in the industries for the coming year, 
and advanced courses in sewing and millinery are to be provided for. 
A quartet of girls belonging to our Home, and who had been well- 
trained in the Musical Department of the University, spent the month 
of May in the city of Chicago, and won many friends for our Society 
by their sweet singing and good deportment.

The Elizabeth Ritter Home. 

(Reported by Mrs. Delia Lathhop Williams) 

The Elizabeth Ritter Home had a profitable and pleasant year. The 
average number of pupils in the Home was tifty-one and one-third. The 
largest number at one time was sixty-one. The pupils kept up a 
Literary Society, an Epworth League, and a Woman's Home Mission- 
ary Society. By denying themselves the use of butter, they saved 
twenty-five dollars for a Twentieth-century Thank-offering. 

The school paid for board $955.97, which, with the beneficiary 
money, paid the expenses of the house, put in electric lights, and made 
all the repairs, and left a balance with which to begin school last Sep- 

Mrs. Chapman has spent the summer in the East, doing such work 
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as has been arranged for her by Maine, Vermont, New Hampshire, and 
New England Southern Conferences, holding sixty-three meetings, and 
organizing thirteen Auxiliaries. She returned to her work the first of 
September, and the Home has opened well. 

Some extracts from letters, selected from a pile before me, will 
show the kind of pupils your Society is trying to help, and why bene- 
ficiary money is needed. The first two are from North Carolina, where 
we are urged to establish work for white girls: 

"My Dear Mrs. Chapman, — My cousin Flora a.nd I want to go 
to school together. We are both sixteen years of age. My parents are 
very poor, and have not been able to send me to school, but I think it 
I can get in very cheap, that I can get money, some way, to come on. 
I am willing to do anything to pay for my schooling. Please let me 
know if I can get in, and the lowest price." 

"Dear Friend, — Perhaps it seems strange for me to address yon 
this way, but I feel that you are a friend to me, because you are 
a friend to all poor girls, and especially to those who are try- 
ing to gain an education. I have been trying for the last three 
years to come to Athens, but we have been so poor it has 
seemed impossible; hut I am determined to do all I can this year, and, 
if it is in my power, I am coming. I have been begging papa to write 
and get me in, but he thinks we can not get the money which we will 
be compelled to have; and this is the reason I am writing, instead of 
papa. Florence has told me about Ritter Home, and I think if I can 
get in I can pay for my board by helping with the household duties; 
and I think we can surely get money to pay for my tuition, I am sure 
we will be able to pay more after the first year, for I expect to be able 
to do somelhing for myself by then. I am sixteen years of age, my 
health is good, and I think I am able to do the work that will be re- 
quired. Dear Mrs. Chapman,' please let me know whether or not I 
can get in, and the smallest amdunt it will take." 

This letter is from Alabama: 

"I can not see one ray of light. How I am to get through school 
I can not tell; but I know that my Father in heaven will provide for 
me when I have done all that I can for myself. Dear Mrs. Chapman, 
I feel very much embarrassed to tell you how little we can pay you on 
board. We will pay all that we can, and it is all that we have. We can 

5 ay one dollar each per month; it is every penny that we can pay, (or 
will have to borrow it. If you feel that you can't let us come, let 
me know, so I can plan tor something else; but I do hope and trust 
that you can help'us," 

No one but a teacher can know how to value the following letter: 

"My N arrived, completely transformed. Her friends all say 

that they never saw such a vast improvement in so short a time, and 
join with me in thanking you (or the personal influence that you have 
so lovingly given the dear girl. It was the first of genuine life in her 
experience. She is so loyal to you; in fact, she appreciated every 
teacher with whom she came in contact. She feels assured that no 
one could leave Ritter without being thoroughly converted, after hav- 
ing your beautiful, tactful, Christilke influence for one school term. 

N has entertained rs many evenings, relating her school eitperi- 

ences. She has much better health too. From what she tells me con- 
cerning the school, I feel it is quite similar to Oxford, Ohio." 

May God's blessing rest upon our patient, faithful missionaries! 
Even now, before "they rest from their labors," "their works do follow 
them." 
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New Jersey Home, Monistown, Tena. 

One more year of important and satisfactory work has been accom- 
plished in our Home. We have had a large, earnest household, with 
apparently but one end in view. We are deeply grateful to the old and 
new friends for substantial help and sympathy, and to all who helped 
make our Christmas and graduating- day occasions a happy remem- 
brance. We would particularly mention the Queen Esther Circles of 
Brooklyn, N. Y., and of Camden, N, J., who aided in the support of 
two of our graduates, and contributed suitable clothing for Com- 

Five of the twenty-two girls graduated this year. Three are hold- 
ing responsible positions. All have been worthy, and, in every possible 
way, proven their gratitude to the Superintendent, and through her to 
our Society. 

It pays to work on human hearts, removing discord, and, under 
God, helping a life into harmony with himself, giving to the world 

We are sure we can not measure just what has been accomphshed 
through the faithful labors of our workers in the South, and, judging 
Irom the letters from the New Jersey Home girls, we are sure they 
never will lose the Christlike influences of the Home, which gave them 
shelter, instruction, and, in most cases, the saving grace of our Lord 
and Savior Jesus Christ. 

The prospects for the coming year are full of promise. We still 
seek your assistance, sympathy, and prayers. 

We are thankful to report to the many friends of Miss Mosher, 
Superintendent of the New jersey Home, that the summer has renewed 
her strength, and she returns lo open this year's work with greater 
courage than ever. 

Rachel Jefferson, our valued assistant, has spent a part of the 
summer in missionary labors in the Vermont Conference. We have 
no doubt that she has done a valuable work. 

Thus, the workers at the front, and those in our home Churches, 
are "laborers together with Him." 

Kent Home, Qreensboro, N. C. 

In presenting the report for Kent Home, we are thankful that, 
though greatly endangered during the winter by the prevalence of 
small-pox all about the Home, no sickness came into our family of 
fifteen girls. Superintendent, and assistant. Surely, nothing but the 
constant vigilance of our Superintendent saved us from an awful calamity. 

We wish that we could present CO our hearers a history of each 
girl who came under the influence of Kent Home last year. Girls who 
came to us from the cotton-fields, ignorant, untidy, and lacking in 
moral responsibility — some developed mental, physical, and spiritual 
growth. What a transforming power lies in such a Home! 

A Presiding Elder, in making his round of visits, found himself 
in a home contrasting so strongly with those he was accustomed to 
visit, that he could not help but remark upon the unusual neatness 
and order which prevailed. He soon found the secret lay in the fact 
that a daughter of the household was a graduate of Kent Home, and 
had transformed a hovel into a Christian home. 

The Superintendent, Miss T ho rnbo rough, wishes to express her 
gratitude once more to the January sisters, and to other friends, for 
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generous and practical help. Our needs are as pressing this year as 
last We want to ask you to help us this year to improve our Home 
by placing in it a niore satisfactoi? heating system. 

In closing my report for this Bureau, let me plead for simple, gen- 
erous Christinas remembrances, and suitable clothing. We know you 
will add to these your gifts in money, all of which will help to make 
the history of the coming year one of success.

BUREAU FOR MISSISSIPPI. 

During the months intervening since the last Annual Meeting, held 
at Pittsburg, the work recommended and then approved — that of erect- 
iat( a new building at Clarkson, Miss. — has been accomplished. The 
building is completed, and now occupied. A family, consisting of the 
Superintendent and two assistants, and thirty-eight girls, are comfort- 
ably located in this spacious and beautiful building, which in and of 
itself is an educator to the people of that part of the Southland, and 
to them is palatial. 

It was the privilege of the Secretary to spend three weeks at Ciark- 
80n, and to oversee and help, with her own hands, the work of puttii^ 
the house in readiness for the transfer from the old to the new building. 

The house contains fifty-six rooms, forty-four of which are bed- 
rooms, furnished with white enameled iron bedsteads, with good springs 
and mattresses, washstand and dresser combined. The windows all 
have dark green window-shades. 

The Superintendent's room has been furnished by the ladies of 
Belle view Auxiliary, North Ohio Conference, with a complete bed- 
room set, and is named the "Belleview." 

auite a number of rooms have been taken, furnished, and named, 
ere are many others not yet spoken (or. We have estimated that 
a bedroom can be furnished for fifty dollars, twenty-five dollars of which 
we desire to be cash, paid into the treasury. This to help pay for the 
heavy furnishing; twenty-five dollars retained by the Auxiliary, with 
which to buy bedding and other articles needed. 

The furniture in the parlor at the present time consists of a cabinet 
organ, worth one hundred and twenty-five dollars, which was sold to us 
for twenty-five dollars by the Chase Organ Company, of Norwalk, 0. 
There are also six willow rockers, and some rag rugs on the floor. The 
office, library, and music rooms are as yet unfurnished. We are pleased 
to say that, in the dining-room, four tables, at which can be seated 
twelve, are set, with new white dishes, recently purchased. Also, there 
are four dozen dining-room chairs. The sewing and study room will be 
furnished with spHnt-bottomed chairs, and two long tables. Thus far, 
the furnishings for the house have been paid for out of a reserve fund, 
held in the treasury to the credit of Bennett Home, which fund was 
reserved tor this special purpose by retjuest of the Secretary. 

Bennett Academy 

Has entered upon the school year with fine prospects. During the 
first week the enrollment of students was larger than ever before, being 
one hundred and fifteen. Professor William A. Davis and wife com- 
mence their third year of work in the Academy. They desire to bring 

the school to a high standA'd of scholarship. 
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A goodly number of graduates of Bennett are now holding fair 
positions as teachers and some are at the head of schools in other parts 
of the State. The young men generally are fine-looking. Many are 
above the average of intelligence, and all are ambitious to make the 
best of their opportunities, and so, to become useful members of the 
communities where they live. The larger number of these students 
are professed Christians. 

Dickson Hall 
This year is under the management of Rev. D. C Beltz and daugh- 
ter. They are Northern people, and intend to introduce Northern 
methods of housekeeping and cooking, which, we trust, will be an 
improvement on the old way. Mr. Beltz has built an old-fashioned 
brick out-oven, which is a great curiosity to the natives. The board- 
ing-hall will accommodate thirty boys. The old Bennett Home has 
been converted into a dormitory for the boys, who are very much elated 
with their new quarters. The house has been arranged to accommodate 
at [east forty boys, with a large sitting-room and a study-room. By 
using the old Bennett Home, we are able to take care of the increas- 
ing number of boys. The prospect is good for at least two hundred 
and fifty students before the holidays. 

E. L. Rust nome. Holly Springs, Miss. 

I am glad to report that the property is in tirst-class condition. 
The Home, stable, and all buildings on the grounds were newly painted, 
last spring, a light yellow, with green trimmings, giving to all a bright 
clean appearance. 

The ladies who were in charge of Rust Home for the two years 
past were efficient managers in every respect, and, before leaving for 
their home last June, they had everything connected with the Home 
put in perfect order, so that all was ready for the new administration 
this fall. 

We were fortunate in securing the services of Miss Lou Johnson 
as Superintendent, and Miss Nettie Kline as assistant, to succeed Miss 
Bristol and Miss Dempster. 

I regret to report that, for some cause. Rust Home has not had its 
full complement of girls for some time past. Miss Johnson has gone 
to work to hunt up the needy girls, and expects in a short time to have 
the house full. With the Christian example and teaching of such a 
Superintendent, we may expect good results. 

It was my privilege to spend a part of the first of this "month at 
Rust Home. I was there at the time of the opening of the Home and 
University. Mrs. Henry C. Hedges, Secretary.

The Adeline n. Smith Home. 

Little Rock, Arkansa.^. 

Never in the history of this Home has there been such wonderful 
evidences of God's good pleasure in its work as during the past year. 
During the first month we became so crowded that enlargement of the 
Home was a necessity, and a large, three-story addition was completed, 
the old building remodeled and repaired, and all equipped with modem 
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improvements. We arc now connected with city sewer and water system, 
and lighted with electric lights. The duties of the Superintendent have 
been arduous, and the superintending of the new building involved many 
cares. The Negroes of the State are realizing the blessing this Home 
is to them more fully, and are helping in a small way to furnish the 

We are happy to relate that out of the eighty-three girls enrolled 
not one failed to make her class at the final examination. The spiritual 
side of our work has also been looked after with carefulness, and all 
our girls know Jesus as a present and personal Savior, save one. Our 
work was a little embarrassed in the spring by the prevalence of small- 
pox; but we were vaccinated, and none of us had that dread illness. 
Our sewing department also did most excellent work, and there was 
marked interest manifested in this special department of our Home. The 
cooking department was a potent factor for good, and many girls learned 
how to cook well and economically. The spirit of Adeline M. Smith 
Home is that of sympathy, gratefulness, and love. Never will human 
tongue be able to tell to the world the good this Home has been per- 
mitted to accomplish for God and humanity. Many, many families, ham- 
lets, and villages have been made to see the blessedness of choosing the 
"better part" of life through the influence of our dear girls. One com- 
mendable feature of our Home is that, after we once get a girl, she 
usually abides with us from year to year. Thai gives her a good foun- 
dation on which to build when she leaves us.

At the writing of this report we have ninety-three enrolled, and again 
we are compelled to sleep three in a bed in all the rooms of the old 
building, and from six to eight in our large, new double rooms. Surely, 
surely our friends will see that we need their continued aid, good will, 
prayers, and money. The Superintendent does not know how she will 
accommodate all who will seek admission; and must she send them away 
just because of lack of funds for more ground and more buildings? 
These are questions worthy of the consideration of all loyal Christian 
people. The Negro women need our help and sympathies now more than 
ever. If the Negro race can love good Christian women — yea, more, 
good wives and mothers — the "Negro Problem" will be solved, and jus- 
tice, equity, and peace will prevail. Have we not all one Father? Has not 
the same God created us? If so, let us all, with one accord, help these 
poor girls to the best in life for them. 

The Italian Mission. 

This mission is holding its own under the faithful management of 
Miss Payne and Miss Zimmer. This work has caused much anxious 
thought, but it is a much-needed one and very helpful to the commtmity 
of Italians where the mission is located. The rented building which waj 
used for the girls had to be given up, and rooms in the church were 
given free of rent. A suitable building is very much needed to properly 
carry on the work among this people.

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BUREAU FOR TEXAS. 

A celebrated Frenchman once said that "He who has participated 
in the conflicts of humanity for freedom through the medium of history 
can never more be happy." So, too, we can not be undisturbed nor 
indifferent when we contemplate the great race conflict going on in 
our beloved land. 

The recent riots in Louisiana, Georgia, New York, and Ohio 
loudly proclaim that antagonism to the Negro is no longer a Southern 
problem, but the problem of the North as well as the South, There 
seems to be, in this great hatred for the Negro, a deeper reason than 
a race conflict. There is revealed the awful sin and consequent depriva- 
tion of those who, in their ignorance, have no conception of the great 
basal truth of the brotherhood of man, nor the revealed truth "that of 
one blood hath God made all nations." A great principle has never yet 
been settled by humanity, except by infinite pain and cost. The struggle 
is now on. Nothing but the principles of Christ applied will usher 
in the era of ideal government, fraternity, and justice. 'Tis said that 
"knowledge is power;" so, too, is ignorance power. With iconoclastic 
hand, in a moment of frenzy, it tears down the work of centuries; it 
burns the churches and schools; it loots homes; it tramples under 
foot law and order, and brings desolation and death. When we think 
of how widespread is this ignorance, illiteracy, and irreligion, and the 
little, copiparatively, that is being done for its cure, it becomes appalling. 
Yet every school established is a veritable light-house, and we dare 
not cease our efforts till the radiance o( one reaches another, or until 
the whole land is ablaze with these towers of light. 

I bring to you to-day the annual report of one of these "light- 
houses" — King Home, located at Marshall, Texas. 

We have just closed the most fruitful year in our history. There 
has been an increase in numbers of both boarding and^day pupils. The 
progress of the scholars has been encouraging, and the deportment 
marked, no case of discipline having been reported. Some improve- 
ments have been made. Three rooms in the third story have been 
furnished, the house painted, a hen-house built, and general minor 
repairs made. We believe it to be the wisest policy to keep every- 
thing in good condition, 
^ Six were graduated from the Department of Scientific Dressmak- 
ing. 

Appropriate exercises were held at the Commencement at Wiley Uni- 
versity, with which we have the most cordial relations. A Queen Esther 
Circle of over thirty members was organized, and the girls are being 
trained to practical missionary work. 

The religious development has been very gratifying. Out of the 
fifty girls boarding in the Home, forty-eight are communicants in our 
Church.

I have not been on the ground, but from what 
I have seen through others' eyes, 1 believe it to be a fine location. 
There ought certainly to be another Home in the great State of Texas. 

This report would not h^ complete without saying that too much 
praise can not be given to the faithful and devoted teachers, whose 
wise management and fidelity have made possible our success. 

The year's seed-sowing has ended. The future alone will reveal the 
bounteousness of the harvest

BUREAU FOR UTAH. 



Nevek were the reports of our own workers, as well as those of 
the ministers in the Conference, so full of hope and encouragement. 
Our day schools have been full, and our industrial schools well at- 
tended. Our missionaries, deaconesses, and teachers have been well 
received in the Homes. Our Sabbath -schools have been more uniform 
in numbers and interest. Our work, after the unusual excitement of 
last year, was perceptibly interfered with in only one place. The most 
flattering evidence of the value to our Church of those who represent 
our Society in this field is given in the fact that every pastor would 
be glad of such service for his Church and community. 

It was my privilege to spend the month of August visiting the 
work, and I was glad to be in attendance upon the session of the Mis- 
sion Conference in Salt Lake City. Bishop Fowler, who presided over 
the Conference, made a thorough investigation of the work. The Secre- 
tary of the Bureau was given all the time she desired to represent, in 
detail, upon the floor of the Conference, the departments of work under- 
taken by our Society. Bishop and Mrs, Fowler, Dr. J. M. King, 
Secretary of the Church Extension Society, Mrs. King, and Dr. Carroll, 
Missionary Secretary, visited Davis Deaconess Home, and expressed 
themselves much g^'atified with the work we are doing, not only id 
Salt Lake City, but throughout the entire field. 

All of our teachers, missionaries, and deaconesses, save three, who 
were absent on their vacation, were present at the Conference, coming 
at their own expense. And this, to the most of these, will be the only 
vacation they will enjoy. 

Our Anniversary was a happy occasion. The Bishop gave a stir- 
ring address, and Dr. IlifT spoke appreciatively of what our So- 
ciety had done for Utah; while it was my privilege to follow with 
a resvml of the work of the General Society. The report of the Corre- 
sponding Secretary, Mrs. Wilks, and of the Treasurer, Mrs. Jayne, gave 
evidence that interest is increasing in existing Auxiliaries, and that 
new ones had been organized during the yeai'. 

It can not be denied that the agitation resultant from the Roberts' 
contest made opposition against Christian workers more active, thus 
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increasing hindrances to endeavor. The attempt to force Mr. Roberts 
upon Congress set the American people to thinking and acting, and 
Mr. Roberts was returned to his kotnes. The next step to be promptly- 
taken is to bring to bear upon the Fifty-sixth Congress, when it recon- 
venes, such influence that an Anti-polygamy Constitutional Amendment 
shall be submitted by that body to the State Legislatures. Herein lies 
the duty of every Christian organization to see that the people are 
informed concerning the practices and purposes of the Mormon Church. 
Already having the balance of political power in several States, by 
their plan of scattering and colonizing their people, they will soon be 
able to control enough Legislatures to defeat this measure, inasmuch 
as not only a two-thirds vote in both Houses of Congress is required 
before any Constitutional Amendment can become effective, but the 
action must be ratified by the Legislatures of three-fourths of the States. 
But the welfare of this new State, and the territory surrounding it, 
does not depend alone upon political influence and measures. So long 
as the tenets of this Mormon (aith, printed in recent reports of this 
Bureau, are taught, and the "religion is lived" as persistently as it is, 
God can not be honored; neither can the principles of the Lord Jesus 
Christ transform the lives of the people. So the solution of the "Mormon 
problem" is twofold — political, for the sake of patriotism; and Christian, 
for the sake of all the word means, for the womanhood, the child- 
hood, and the true American home-life of this RepubUc. Perhaps 
there never was a time when our work in Utah was more important 
and more imperative, or when it demanded stronger faith and endeavor, 
together with the highest wisdom of our Society. 

Salt Lake City. 

The work of the Davis Deaconess Home, located in this city, has 
been varied in its opportunities, and gratifying in its results. Our 
four deaconesses have been instant, in season and out of season, in 
good works. Pastors of the Churches served speak in highest terms 
of the service rendered. Suffering and disheartened ones have entered 
the Home with tears, and left it with lightened hearts, some to meet 
friends, others to enter a place of safety. The Superintendent reports 
that letters of inquiry came from England, regarding a poor English 
girl brought to Utah under false representations. After diligent search, 
the giri was found, destilule and ill. She was brought to the Home, 
where she remained a tew weeks. By the aid of friends and the assist- 
ance of the British consul at San Francisco, passage was secured for 
her to her home. Letters of gratitude have been received by Mrs. 
Spence from the friends of this helpless giri. 

The industrial schools inaugurated last autumn have proven a wise 
measure, opening as they have many homes and hearts to the faithful 
workers. Miss Davis has had the greater number in attendance. Her 
work has been made very efficient by gifts of money from a personal 
friend in the East. It would be a great encouragement and blessing to 
the work if each of these schools had a "patron saint." 

The Chinese school grows in interest. There is reason to beheve 
that several of the class have found the Savior, and are leading good. 
Christian lives. 

The October donation has become a fixed event in the Home, con- 
sisting of fuel and table supplies, as well as generous gifts to the poor- 
closet. The Ladies' Guild supplies the linen-closet. During the year, 
fifty articles have found their way there from the hands of these Chris- 
Some needed improvements were made upon the building during 
my visit this summer, and plans are making by some of the local 
ladies for repapering and newly-carpeting the large hall. 
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Prove. 

Our Home in Provo has been greatly improved by gifts from its 
chief patron, the East Ohio Conference, so that Mrs. Kingsbtiry has 
been much more comfortable in carrying forward her work. It is a repeti- 
tion of the old, old story to try to put in language the visible efforti 
of those who give their lives to a mis si on -field. It is the invisible that 
can not be measured by human ken, but which, in eternity, will Stand 
out most prominently. Mrs. Kingsbury gives to the discharge of her 
duty her best efforts. The children love her, and through her they 
are brought into better thinking and living. 

Hyrum. 

Mrs. Jennie M. Hansen, who has served the Society in Utah a dozen 
years, has just been assigned to Hyrum. In this community there is 
no resident minister, but one will hold service there occasionally. Mrs. 
Hansen will have charge of the Sabbath-school and an industrial school, 
and will bend every energy to her work. 

Ephralm. 

Miss Bulow has given exceptional satisfaction at Ephraim. She 
had an influence among the people seldom accorded our missionaries. 
A number of the Scandinavian people in the town were members of her 
father's Church across the seas. Her industrial school was remarkable 
for the beauty and quality of the work done. Ephraim is an important 
point, and the people are being reached by the gospel. 

Logan. 

Miss Dora Jayne has, for three years, labored effectively in Logan, 
the educational center o( Utah. Here (he President of the Agricultural 
College, and two other officials, were deposed because of their polyg- 
amous living, the result of investigation incited by the prominence 
given this practice during the past year. A Gentile President, however, 
was not selected tor the place. 

Miss Jayne was the inspiration of the entire work among the young 
people and the children whom she could reach. Her industrial school 
has been the "open sesame" to the homes and to the hearts of the chil- 
dren. Miss Jayne will spend the coming year at our training-school 
in Washington, and, we trust, will return to her chosen field of Utah, 
where she will be gladly welcomed. 

Moroni. 

Miss H. L. Barnett opened her work in Moroni, September, 1899. 
This is our most isolated station. For years we maintained a school here. 
Because of its isolation, we found great difficulty in securing a teacher. 
Our property was needing an occupant, and the people the benefit o( 
the blessed help our Society could give. 

The general agitation of questions so dear to the life of the dominant 
Church turned keen attention upon our little mission. Faithfully the 
bell was swung, and pleasantly and kindly the visits were continued, 
until slowly some ground was regained. The children returned to the 
industrial school, not in great numbers nor with great regularity, but 
the heavy clouds were passing away. 

Three mothers joined the "Home Study" of the Sunday-school 
lesson. Miss Barnett went to the home of each one, and, seated by 
their side, studied with them the lesson. It was both encouraging and 
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pathetic to hear them exclaim: "Why, that's all rightl" "That's good!" 
Anybody ought to believe that!" 

During the coming year, Miss Barnett will continue her work as 
missionary, and Miss Clara Peglow will conduct a day school. We are 
confident that by this combined effort, greater good will be accom- 
plished. We shall immediately add to the comfort and convenience of 
the Home by the addition of another room. These ladies have recently 
opened a reading-room. Books suitable for young people and children 
will be gladly received 

Mt. Pleasant. 

Work at Mt Pleasant, in Thompson Home, opened the year with 
great promise. Miss Alice Blanchard, a devoted and capable young 
woman from Maine, entered upon the work with great enthusiasm in 
August, 1899. She established a kindergarten, which was well patron- 
ized. From lack of room, she was compelled to decline to receive many 
who applied. The Sabbath-school and the homes were gladdened by 
'her presence, her sweet voice in song, and her loving ministrations. 
Soon it became evident that she must give up her work — for 3 t'H'e 
time only, she hoped^ — and go to Salt Lake City for treatment for a 
dreaded malady. Our Society treated her as a daughter, put her in 
charge of the Chinese school in Davis Deaconess Home, and the 
Chinese boys, appreciating her services, paid one-half her allowance. 
How fuHy she must have believed these beautiful lines of Whittier: 

' "1 know not where His islands lift 

Their fronded palms in air; 
I only know I can not drift 
Beyond His love and carel" 

And she did not. It was my privilege to care for her to Chicago, 
on her journey to her New England home. Friends have written 
that she can stay here but a little while longer. She loved the work in 
Mt Pleasant, and appreciated the kindness with which she was received. 

Miss Bulow, formerly of Ephraim, wishing to attend the academy 
at Mt Pleasant for a year or two, will live in our Home, and give us, 
in the usual work of a missionary, one-half her time. 

Spring City. 

I am sure the wisdom of our Society in adding another worker to 
the force in Spring City will very soon be demonstrated, when the 
right one is secured for the place— teacher or missionary, either must 
have had successful experience. A day school has been maintained 
for a number of years. Since there is no other Christian effort, except 
what is sustained by our teacher, with an occasional visit from one of 
our own pastors, it seems imperative that the teacher should be assisted 
by a missionary, for the strengthening of the work, and that the often 
lonely hours of the teacher may be brightened by the companionship 
of a friend. Miss WelUngham has given us a good school — forty-five 
enrolled, thirty from Mormon families. She is equally efficient as a 
missionary — has visited in the homes, and carried the Sabbath-school 
successfully during the year. 

Elsln<H'e. 

The school year just passed is the best known to our work in 
Elsinore. Mrs. Passmore has enrolled sixty pupils — fifty-four from 
Mormon families. Their promptness and regularity, as well as advance- 
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ment, have been very marked. The assiatant teacher has given good 
satisfaction, and will hold her place the coming year. The Sabbath- 
school has been maintained, and the industrial school when there was 
no day school. 

RIchHeU. 

For Richfield, we have been unable to secure a missionary. One 
is greatly needed. It is a disappointment to the people, and a great 
detriment to the work, that these interims without workers occur. 

At Ephraim and Richfield, we are greatly in need of consecrated 
young women, who are competent to carry forward every hne o( mis- 
sionary endeavor. Who will respond? 

We are trusting that the Lord will raise up for each one of these 
Utah stations a "patron saint," either individual or Auxiliary.

BUREAU FOR NEW MEXICO AND ARIZONA 

(SPANISH). 

Looking back over the year, we find it has been a wonderful year 
for our mission. The need for a visit took the Secretary from her home, 
early in the new year, and led her safely across the country. February 
2, 1900, found her a guest in Harwood Home, Albuquerque, New Mexico. 
It was a joy to find the dear missionaries, surrounded by a loving, at- 
tractive, and teachable family. Of the fifty-four girls in the Home at 
that time, we could not find one that we would take the responsibility 
of sending away because she lacked ability to develop, without aid, into 
a useful. Christian womanhood. 

The marvelous change wrought in the appearance and manners of 
these girls in five months would surprise any one, and it greatly de- 
lighted the Secretary, who saw in it not only the unwearying devotion, 
the careful conscientious spirit of the missionaries in charge, but the 
gifts of many a self-denying woman from Conferences far and near. The 
spirit of the Home being intensely Christian, the result has been that 
every inmate has been seeking a conscientious, earnest life; trying to 
do good and learn of His love who gave His life to save them. 

This Home is a palace of beauty, a rich garden of opportunity to 
the girls who are permitted to become inmates. It was their great need 
that caused the missionaries to listen to their plea and let them come, 
until the dining-room was full; then a table was placed across one 
end of the kitchen, and half of the hall was used to accommodate 
them at meal times. 

Every sleeping-room was full, and in the attic were rows of little 
beds, where thirty girls were glad to sleep and be a part of this happy 
industrial household. Every one of these girls has friends, sisters, 
cousins, and others, for whom they seek a place in the Home. 

We told them we could not take a larger number; indeed, we ought 
not to keep so many with our accommodations, but we hoped to enlarge 
the building. The girls decided to form a society, and help raise money 
for the addition; so now the "Happy Workers," of Harwood Home, 
are gathering their mites to help the work they love. That means 
everything that is beautiful in life, as well as fitness for a better world. 

Miss Apperson and Miss Bartholomew were overworked and illat 
the close of school, and should have had a vacation of two months, 
but their faithfulness would not allow them to leave the Home without 
a head, so Miss Bartholomew went to the lower altitude of Southern 
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California for a month, and then hastened back to relieve Miss Apper- 
son, and let her go to visit her home in Oklahoma. 

We have several girls who remain in the Home all the year; some 
■re pay pupils. It means saving them from evil influences during vaca- 

A recent letter from one missionary says: "I wish 1 could make 
you understand how widespread is the attention our Home school is 
attracting. Americans and Mexicans alike are asking for places for 
tiieir girls. They do not hesitate to say, 'You have the best school 
we know of, and the Home is well kept.' " 

The new year has opened with a large and happy family. Over 
fifty are now enrolled, and we have refused twenty other girls, who 
cried bitterly because they could not come. 

The need of the Home is an addition to the building that will give 
us facilities whereby we can economize on living expenses. We have 
an increasing demand for places for pay-pupils. 

What of the girls who have gone out? One of our first-year pupils, 
who married a young Mexican preacher, is teaching in connection 
with her husband's Church. Mary Soto, who taught in El Paso last 
year, has been married, and she and her husband are among our best 
Christian workers in the Spanish Mission. Another young woman 
taught school during the summer, and now comes back for her last 
year, and will go out as a Christian teacher. 

Of those in the Home at this time, several are working hard to 
become teachers. We have two who can be depended upon to preside 
at the organ and lead the singing. They made good use of their time 
during vacation, practicing every spare moment. One of these will 
be ready to enter our training-school for missionaries next year. Ere 
long, we shall see many of our pupils as Christian workers, lifting the 
womanhood of New Mexico into places of respect and honor. 

At El Paso, Texas, Miss Marguerite Tripp has taught a large day 
school, with an enrollment of seventy. She has encouraged and stim- 
ulated, with marked results, the study of the Bible among the members 
of our Church. 

Mary Soto, who for two years was a pupil in Harwood Home, made 
a very fine assistant. Rev. Thomas Harwood, D, D., providing her 
salary of ten dollars a month. It was very gratifying to see how this 
girl held the respect of the pupils, and at the same time made it pos- 
sible for so large a number of varying grades to be taught. On July 
4th she was married to a worthy young man. The ceremony took 
place in the Methodist Mexican Church, and, with music and flower- 
girls, it was quite an imposing affair. 

The public schools are improving, and in the cities of New Mexico 
they furnish educational advantages. 

We feel that we should make our work in all places more specifi- 
cally industrial and mission. There will be changes this year that will 
need the sympathy and support of our women more than ever before. 

There has recently been organized at E! Paso, Texas, a Woman's 
Home Missionary Society Auxiliary, the President being Mrs. Arm- 
strong, formerly Miss Ida Brimmer, our first missionary to New Mex- 
ico. A number of our pupils will be taken. During the year five dollars 
were sent from a member of this Church to Scholarship Fund of Har- 
wood Home. 

Lob Vegas. 

Miss Nellie Snider has given another year of faithful service among 
the Mexicans. The Secretary, on her visit, found a cordial welcome 
from her, as from the Church and Auxiliary.

Plana were made for a change in our work, to begin this year. A 
small cottage lias been rented as a home for our workers. Miss Snider 
will continue her work among the Mexicans, Her kindergarten is 
open. She will have sewing classes, mothers' meetings, and continue 
her work in the Spanish Mission Sunday-school a.nd Epworth League. 
A missionary visitor will minister to and among the strangers who 
come from everywhere into that health-giving climate. 

We can take a couple of Mexican girls into this haven, ^nd give 
them instructions, if we can find support for them. Who will help? 

Here is a great, wide-open door, and we earnestly plead for the 
need of the hour; furnishings for the Home, money for support of the 
girls, delicacies for the sick, and comforts for our workers, who will 
carry the loving Christ- spirit to the sorrowful and needy. 

New Mexico is in a transition period, and what its future will be 
depends on the work of Christians at this time. It is well that others 
are helping in this task. The Presbyterians are doing a noble work 
in many places. We are glad to co-operate with them. 

We have this year taught in our schools, under the Woman's 
Home Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, one 
hundred and ninety youths. In our school at Las Vegas, fifty- seven ; 
in our school at El Paso, Texas, seventy; in our Home school, at Albit- 
querque, sixty- three. 

Let us double our diligence, increase the facilities, and strengthen 
the work that has been so signally blessed,

BUREAU FOR NEW MEXICO AND ARIZONA 

(INDIAN). 

Dulce, New Mexico. 

While dark shadows have hung over our Dulce Mission this past 
year, the work has been carried on successfully. 

Soon after Miss Clegg's return from her summer vacation, last 
October, the fatal disease, from which she had suffered for two years 
or more, developed rapidly, and she was unable to attend to her usual 
duties; but, by her direction, the larger girls of the school, with the 
aid of an Indian woman, were able to care for the family of over 
twenty. The cares and the school work tell heavily on Miss Moore, as 
she was obliged to act as nurse for Miss Clegg as well as teacher, for 
the school was carried forward by Miss Moore and the older students. 
Miss Mary Spencer, who assisted her in the school work, has now en- 
tered a school of higher grade, to lit herself for a teacher, 

A little romance closed the school year. Miss Lisaida Ruybald, the 
adopted daughter of Miss Clegg, who has been such a valuable helper 
to the Home and school for several years, has been won by a young 
Mexican minister. By Miss Clegg's desire, it was determined to have 
the wedding ceremony before Miss Clegg left for her home. The day 
before she was to leave, the ceremony took place, and, owing to the 
illness of Miss Clegg, it took place in her room. Then the parties 
adjourned to the chapel, where they were greeted by almost a hundred 
friends; every one in the vicinity contributing to make it a success. To 
save care and labor to those connected with the Mission, pieces of 
board, covered with paper napkins, were used upon which to serve 
refreshments, instead of dishes. 
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The next day, Miss Clegg, Miss Moore, the little Indian girl whom 
Miss Clegg had adopted, and the bridal pair left the Mission, traveling 
together as far as Puebla, where they separated; the bride and groom, 
with the little Indian girl, whom they were to care for during the sum- 
mer, going to their pastorate at Couejus, and Miss Clegg and Miss 
Moore coming East to Miss Clegg's home, at Argyle, N. Y., where 
she will pass the remaining days o! her lile, I visited her a few weeks 
ago, and found her cheery and bright. Her physician says, "She must 
be an intense sufferer, and yet she smiles." I never saw such a victory 
over physical suffering, and such triumphant faith. She writes me fre- 
quently, and always praises the Lord for his goodness. She is just 
waiting for her translation. 

Navajo Mission. 

This has been the most successful year in the history of the Navajo 
Mission, notwithstanding many difficulties arose at the beginning of the 
year. Miss Fanny Rykert, of Nassau, N. Y., the teacher, was stricken 
with illness before reaching her destination, and was delayed two weeks 
in Durango. Neither climate nor water agreed with her, and she has 
not been well during the entire year; yet the school has prospered 
under her care. 

The progress made by the Navajo children has been marvelous. 
Two girls, aged eleven and fourteen, who had been in the Government 
school some time, had learned very little; the larger one could not 
write at all, but has since written two letters that would be a credit to 
any white girl of her age who had spent no more time in any school. 
She learned as readily all kinds of work, and she and the eldest boy 
made all the bread for the family of over twenty. She enjoys sewing, 
and made a dress for herself, with the aid of her teacher. 

All of the pupils have done splendidly. I have blocks sufficient 
for a quilt pieced by them, done as nicely as any one could do them. 
We have sixteen Navajo children. They were very happy, and, after 
returning to their homes for vacation, cried to return to the school. 

Frank, the interpreter, has been a valuable helper, aiding in the 
work, assisting in the school, interpreting for the teacher, and aiding 
in the disciphne of the school-room. He could command a muw 
larger salary at the Agency as interpreter. Miss Tripp asks (or an 
increase in salary, and he will do much of the heavy work. 

There are four boys and two girls for whom they are very anxious 
to secure support, asking some societies to pledge their support, and 
give them names, as they do in the Woman's Foreign Missionary 
Society. Fifth Aveune, at Troy, N. Y., has taken a girl at fifty dollars 

Many more children could be gathered into the school if we had 
room to accommodate them. 

We may well rejoice that the work at this Mission is proving so 
successful. The missionaries feel sure that they are laying the founda-

BUREAU FOR INDIAN AND FRONTIER WORK. 

Befokc making my report of our Indian work, I will make a brief 
statement of Indian conditions from the beginning of our colonial life, 
hoping that we may arouse others to comprehend our obligations and 
responsibilities. 
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When the Pilgrim Fathers arrived, the Indians, solemnly impressed 
and favorably, with these new and powerfnl brothers, received them 
with kindness. The pilgrims, with Anglo-Saxon instinct, assumed that 
this new country belonged to them, as the people of the Lord. They 
very soon made unjust encroachments, for which the Indians took 
reprisals in their own way. Gradually a state of warfare came to exist. 
Kvidently these American Indians, like the old Hittites before the 
Israelites, must be driven out or exterminated. The good people who 
burned their neighbors for witches were relentless. As an instance 
of cruelties practiced, the Indians were once driven into a barn, which 
was set on fire, and the Indians burned alive. 

This spirit of extermination has only declined within the last thirty 
years. Doubtless, had the humane policy of William Penn, founded 
on the brotherhood of man, prevailed, as he hoped, our American 
civilization would have been strengthened, ennobled, and advanced by 
mingling with the peculiar qualities of the Indian race. 

But the tide had set against the helpless people. God, in his provi- 
dence, designed this rich continent for a great, Christian people. But 
it was not of God that his poor red children should be cruelly driven 
away, robbed of their beloved forests and homes, and then left tn 
heathen darkness. 

Our military men who have been at war with them, testify that 
there was never an Indian outbreak and massacre that was not the 
result of a white outrage. After Bishop Whipple had given his life to 
them, he went to Washington in their behalf. President Lincoln, 
deeply moved, said he would "change the infamous policy," and pro- 
tect the Indian. His untimely death prevented, but President Grant 
took it up, and instituted a reform, which has gradually righted much 
Indian wrong. Associations of philanthropic men and women of in- 
fluence brought power to bear on a recreant Congress. 

All has resulted in very good schools, in taking hold of vast tracts 
of land belonging to the Indians, apportioning the Indians, every one, 
a good farm, offering the surplus for sale, and sending industrial in- 
structors to them. All agree that missionaries were never needed more 
than now among them. Our Pawnee missionary was, last spring, 
summoned to a council at Washington, and, just now, to the confer- 
ence at Lake Mohonk. When asked how we should proceed with 
these idle Indians, he said, "Let those starve who will not work; the 
Government must not feed them;" which sentiment was universally 
approved. 

That is how the case stands now. On farms with schools, many 
of them, all needing missionaries, as teachers and protectors from 
the greedy whites, wicked and shrewd, who swarm about them. 

The first missionary work our Church undertook among any people 
was among the Wyandots, of Ohio. John Eliot, early in the seventeenth 
century, came to New England, a missionary, and it was this mission 
which suggested to the world the need of Protestant missions. But our 
Indians were constantly driven back, and of nine hundred treaties made 
with them, every one was broken. 

The first mission of the Society has been prosperous through the 
year. Rev. Mr. Murray is our missionary, and Mrs. Murray our Gov- 
ernment Field Matron. Together they visit over the reservation, and 
with very hopeful results. The little church is well filled each Sunday, 
and Mr. Murray preaches, with an intelligent Indian interpreter. The 
October, 190a, number of our paper has an account of these bright 
people, by Mrs. Jansen, the wife of the United States Indian Agent at 
Pawnee.

Has much the same record for the year. Mr. and Mrs. Simms work 
together in the camps, and have one service in our little chapel, and one 
in the Governmnct house on Sunday, and an Epworth League on 
Thursday. Your hearts would burn within you could you read some 
of the accounts of these converted Indians, and their joy in the truths 
of the gospel. 

Stlckney Memorial Home and School, Lynden, Wash. 

In the State of Washington are located our two remaining mis- 
sions — one in the Northwest, near Puget Sound, on an island of 
eighty acres, in the Nooksack River. Twenty-five acres belong to the 
Society, upon which stands Stickney Memorial Home and School. 
There has been an average attendance of sixteen boys and girls through 
the year. The teachers are superior. They are very successful with 
the Indian children, and much mutual affection exists between them. 
They have both academic and industrial instruction, and good manners 
are especially regarded. Too much can not be said in praise of the 
teachers, who have borne unusually heavy burdens without complaint. 
We could accommodate twenty-five, but receive pupils only as bene- 
ficiary money is supplied. Forty dollars a year will maintain a student 
After what I have shown of Indian wrong, and the condition of the 
Indians since Christian people came to America, and our relation to 
them and their former homes, is it not plain that we are under peculiar 
obligations to them? We have this school, why not every Conference 
support at least one beneficiary? When shall we pay our debt to these 
wronged people, and how shall we pay it? 

Yakima Mission. 

Southeast, near the tine of the Northern Pacific Road, is a mission 
among the Yakimas, and fragments of other tribes. A church and 
pastor are on the ground, and our missionary, Mrs. Miller, is our own 
Field Matron. She lives alone in her little cottage, seldom, however, 
without an Indian visitant. Father Wilbur, one of General Grant's wise 
agents, brought these Indians to a good degree of civilization, and 
a strong spiritual influence exists among them still. Revivals and con- 

The Indians living in Kansas, of which we were asked to take 
charge last year, are now in the hands of the presiding elder near them, 
who has done successful work among them the last year. In reply as 
to whether we could take theih next spring, it was said, "Only if the 
money couid be raised there." But shall we neglect our helpless 
aborigines? 

Mrs. S. P. Williams, of San Francisco, sends from the California 
Conference the earnest appeal that we resume our assistance at Ukiah, 
California, to the extent of $ioo per annum. She favors it because a 
new missionary is sent who will live on the field, and, with his two 
daughters, devote himself to the Indians, and so, indirectly, to the 
whites. He has three stations, Ukiah, Potter Valley, and Upper Lake, 
making a circuit of about sixty miles, a very interesting mission. North- 
em New York Conference has also applied for permission to intro- 
duce our work among the St. Regis Indians, within or near that Con- 

We frequently hear the inquiry. What are our frontiers? We think 
they are the Territories and the newer States, where there are large tracts 
unoccupied or occupied by Indians or a population not superior to the 
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Indians, and needing missionary work. The Indian Territory was set 
apart for Indians only; but there are there now 3oo,aoo whites and 
50,000 Indians. We repeat again, an Indian mission is a mission equally 
for our own race Mrs. H. C. McCabB, Steretary. 



BUREAU FOR ALASKA. 

ThK past year has been one of growth in our Jesse Lee Home. Our 
family now numbers forty-three in the Home, and eighty in the school. 
The Government has sent two efficient teachers for the school-room, 
Misses Mann and Haddock. 

Our faithful matron was alone for nine months, but, with the aid of 
her husband. Dr. Newhall. kept at work until Miss Ella Darling went to 
her relief in March; then she seemed to break down, and her husband 
writes me that she must rest a year at least, away from all care. She 
has resigned, and that means the coming home of Dr. Newhall, who has 
given two years of devoted service to our work. Where the man and 
woman are who will take their places I do not know; but surely God 
knows, for it is his work, and he will find the workers. 

An epidemic of measles prevailed for weeks in Unalaska. Dr. 
Newhall attended over seventy natives; the rest of the sick had no care, 
and within three weeks thirty deaths occurred in the village. There 
were twenty-seven cases at one time in the Home, and four later. None 
have died in the Home during the year, and for this we are devoutly 
grateful. We feel we owe much to the skill and devotion of our ex- 
cellent physician. 

Too much praise can not be given to Dr. Newhall. While we were 
hoping to establish a hospital, he has been in labors abundant, both for 
the Home in all its departments and the traveler who was ill, either 
in soul or body, and time after time he has performed the last sad 
rites over the remains of the strangers within our gates, caring for them 
for weeks without one penny of remuneration. He is such stuff as 
heroes are made of. 

Miss Darling says: "I like my work; there is much more to it 
that! I supposed, and I am agreeably disappointed in the appointments 
of the Home; but we find so much to do we need another worker, and 
my very soul cries out for more workers; for regions beyond there are 
several villages where a Christian teacher would be a Godsend to these 
practically heathen people. If the people at home could only appreciate 
the conditions, I am sure they would respond more promptly to the 
needs of this iand." 

The Hospital. 

I need not tell you how I have worked and pleaded for a hospital, 
how you allowed it all so generously, and that something near $3,000 
is in the treasury for this purpose, and perhaps another thousand 
pledged. We could not build without the cash, and so many other 
interests came that seemed to absorb the people, and the Conference 
Secretaries felt so much pressure was put upon them on other lines, that 
ihey could not push the Alaska Hospital. 

We finally decided to build upon the cottage plan, and add to the 
cottages as we could secure the money and the conditions demanded, 
I so wrote Dr, Newhall, and got from him a rough sketch of what 
could be done to start, with about $3,500, with the furnishings abso- 
lutely required with which to begin. I found lumber had gone up 
ten to twenty per cent; but so sure was I that it must be done, I wirote 
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Dr. Newhall to go on and build, and was rejoicing that we were going 
to get something tangible soon. Those who have read the February 
Home Missioiii know how we had to turn part of the Home into a 
hospital for Cape Nome passengers, and that is but a tithe o( what 
our missionaries have had to do for people from different lands who 
are hunting gold. 

When I mailed the letter to go on with the work, the tears would 
unbidden start, for great joy was in my heart. I felt it meant so much 
to all the people who would come there for treatment. I pictured out 
the help they would receive for soul as well as body, and how they 
would go back to their island home, or the mainland, and tell of the 
wonderful cures physically, and then, perhaps, of Jesus and his love, 
and how these would be the torch-bearers that would shine out amid 
heathen darkness and superstition. 

The matron had written me what a blessing it would be for the 
training o( the older girls and boys, and when I say to you that, as I 
realized the picture of helpfulness that was to come to hundreds in the 
future, my cup was full, and for a time that hospital seemed to me 
greater and more important than any other material interest of the 
Twentieth -century Movement. Could I be blamed? 

A week after my letter had gone, I received one that had passed it, 
saying: "The steamer Homer has come in with a marine hospital on 
board, and the workmen to put it together; the Government will permit 
any one to go to it; the physicians and nurses wilt be on the next 
steamer. This has evidently been pushed quietly by one of the Com-* 
mercial Companies. I know you will feel badly about it, and all my 
plans have been changed. We do not need two so close together, and 
the Society will not want to spend the money for this purpose." 

Do you wonder I felt as if 1 weighed several tons? I thought a 
thousand things in a short time. I was not only disappointed, but re- 
gretted we had been so slow, and that the hospital could not have been 
planted under the Church influence. Then I asked. What will the 
women of the Woman's Home Missionary Society say? Will they 
blame me? Will they appropriate the money for the extension of the 
work in Alaska? Will they think it wise to build a small hospital 
just for our own, as the Home is crowded, etc. ? 

Extension of the Work. 

When I brought the hospital matter before you, I knew it would be 
useless to talk about starting work in new places. We have a small house 
in Unga, the Martha Ellen Stevens Cottage, which has been occupied 
by the public school teachers, and kept in repair by the Government. 

I have felt, ever since I visited Unga, that we ought to have one 
or two workers in that field. There is no church save the Greek, and 
no missionary work being done. If I could send some one to that 
point it would greatly advance the cause, and delight the heart of our 
dear Sister Stevens, who gave the Home in memory of her daughter. 
It has grieved her that we have no missionary occupying that property. 

I hold two letters from Rev. J. J. Walters. Superintendent of our 
missions in Alaska — one written to Mrs, Fisk, and one to Bishop 
■McCabe — in which we are urged to co-operate with them by "sending a 
capable man and wife to open a school at Chilkat and Kluckwan, and 
conduct services." Mr. Wallers says: "In an incredibly short time we 
could have almost entire control of this tribe." Again he says; "I have 
been making especial inquiry touching an opening for your Society, and 
I am persuaded that no greater opportunity tor immediate and satisfactory 
results can be found anywhere within the orovince of your Society's 
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operations. The Indians of Southeast Alaska are already largely under 
gospel inf^nence, and not troubled with the Greek Church as you are 
in your efforts out on the Aleutian Islands; what we need now is money 
with which to start. There is a woman, a full-blood Psimpsian, who 
has lived for many years among the Chilkats, who would act as an inter- 
preter, and who would remind you of Amanda Smith; she is bright, 
keen, and devout. They sent a delegate to our Church here some 
time ago to ask us to come among them. They have good homes, and 
are mostly well-to-do, and anxious to get all the white man has to 
give them in the way of improvements. Chilkat is on the tine of 
steamers, plying every other day between Skagway, the head of 
navigation, and Seattle. Kluckwan is their summer residence, about 
twenty-five miles up the Chilkat River. There are about seven hundred 
natives in this tribe. They are easily led and molded, are mild mannered, 
kind, and honest. I am sure there is a fine opening for Methodism 
here, and, to a large extent, I think the natives would furnish means 
to carry on the work. Southeastern Alaska is rapidly increasing in 
population, and many fine towns will be built during the next few 
years. 1 will open the way tor your work if you fee! disposed to 
enter the field." 

Bishop McCabe writes: "The Superintendent of our mission in 
Alaska has made a proposition to you. . . . Send a good man, help 
him it you can; we need your help so much in Alaska. Please let me 
hear from you." 

The doors are wide open in this harvest field. Shall we enter? 
There never has been a time when we needed better workers in the ' 
Jesse Lee Home than now. The matron writes: 

"We like the work. We are soriy that a change must be made. The 
Home is just rising above past prejudices, and is winning the respect 
of the people. Great wisdom must be exercised. We have done our 
best to build up the work, and God is blessing ihe faithful labors of those 
who have been working for the Home, The future has rays of promise 
which are encouraging. Thirteen boys' beds are now in the hospital 
room. We need clothing for boys. Sweaters and pants make a good 
wearing outfit. But we have nothing for them, and have not felt free 
to spend money for that purpose. The Government school has grown 
so that they have had to borrow our desks until some are sent from 
the coast. Our family of boys is increasing, and that is an important 
advance in the work. A husband and wife are necessary. The out- 
door work should increase as the land is developed. The boys need 
a man to look after them, and to teach them many things. 

"I must quote from a letter just received; 

" 'I send you, in care of Captain Moore, Katie Goloven, a girl thir- 
teen years ot age, who has neither father nor mother. The poor child 
has never been to school, but speaks some English. Her stepmother, 
an Aleut, with whom she Uves, can not speak English, and drinks to 
excess. Save this child, and you will do a kindness to her which she will, 
I know, appreciate. When I told Katie I would send her to j^ou, her 
expression of gratitude was enough for me. I commend this child 
to you, and believe that you will make her a good woman. 
" 'Yours respectfully,

"There is much more I would like to say about the garden, the 
court, the household, and a host of items of interest in all such honest 
fields. The Lord is blessing us. A special spiritual influence is being 
seen in the children, and they are interested in the prayer- meetings and 
the Christian life. We are sowing seeds of truth, and praying tor perma- 
nent results."

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BUREAU FOR IMMIGRANTS. 
New York Immlsrant Qlrl's Home. 

The total number of aliens arriving at the port of New York for the 
year ending June 30, 1900, was 400,842. Of this number, 345. ?0S were 
steerage passengers, or immigrants, as we call them. The 55,136 are called 
aliens because they came first or second cabin. There was an increase of 
nearly 100,000 steerage passengers (or immigrants) this last year over that 
of the previous year; but the increase has been mostly from the Southern 
European and Oriental countries, our old sources of immigration; viz.: 
the Scandinavian countries, the German Empire, and the United Kingdom 
altogether contributed but 9,722 immigrants toward this increase, while 
Great Britain itself actually sent us a smaller number of immigrants than 
ever before.

East Boston Immigrant Girl's Home. 

7J and 74 Marginal Street. 

Owing to the British War in South Africa, many of the steamers 
have been used to carry soldiers, and the service to Boston has been very 
irregular, and the number of immigrants very small. But though there 
were few immigrants, there seemed a work ever ready to the hand of our 
missionary, Mrs. A. C. Clark; for, owing to the same war, there was 
no work for the longshoremen, and she was surrounded by great suffering. 
She was called on continually for aid and comfort, and her time has 
been well filled. 

As one extreme follows another, in May the arrivals were in crowds. 
A steamer arrived in Charlcstown with a full complement of immi- 
grants. At half-past eight in the evening, Mrs. Clark waS asked through 
the telephone, "Can you accommodaie fifty or more people?" Reply- 
ing affirmatively, she set about getting the necessary provisions. With 
her wonderful executive ability, all was ready for them in an hour, 
when sixty sat down to supper. They were not a merry party; for their 
journey had been full of difficulties. Having left their homes in time for 
a certain steamer, they were obliged to wait for another, as the number 
allowed by the charter had been already filled. This forced detention 
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had been expensive, and llie Httle hoards of money meant t( 
life here had been partly consumed in the interval. Five of the passengers 
were detained in the Home by the inspectors, and among tbem was a 
little child, whose feet were scalded with hot coffee. The doctor was 
summoned, and the child eared for. At this very time, Mrs. Clark was 
engaged to speak at a meeting, and a company of ladies came to visit the 
Home, proving true the old adage, "'It never rains but it pours." 

The sale in June was very successful, though Mrs, Mansfield, who 
has always helped so much by her presence, was greatly missed. Mr. 
Mansfield, with two of his daughters and their husbands, came to aid 
in what had been such a precious work with her. The children exhibited 
all their work for the year, and did their part in the entertainment very 
creditably. Their mothers were present in full force, and seemed proud 
of their accomplishments. When Mrs. Clark told them that she could 
give them no picnic this year, they seemed very sorry. One little girl 
said, "Then you must do the next best thing." On being asked what 
that was, she said, "Why, keep the sewing-school right along." This 
was not possible to do, but an early commencement was promised. 

The dining-room has been extended to lake in the entry at the end 
of it. The house is well painted, and papered with good, substantial 
paper. Gates have been put at all the entrances, to keep away the loafers 
who usually thronged them, and a new floor laid tor the clothes-yard. 
Boxes, filled with earth, and planted with beautiful flowers, are ranged 
around the sides of this yard, making a roof garden of veritable rest 
and refreshment. 

The Dominion Line, whose wharf is in Charles town, brings as 
many, if not more people than the Cunard Line; and Mrs. Clark goes 
there to work also. 

The cost of running the Home has been $1,581.29, of which $1,326.55 
was paid from the General Treasury.

Jewels Home for eight or nine years, and by her unexcelled executive 
abilities, gracious presence, and undying influence for good, has been in- 
valuable to the work, has been compelled by ill-health to seek change of 
climate and rest. Each associated with her in the Home felt personally be- 
reaved by the loss consequent upon this necessity. Unitedly we pray 
for her speedy restoration to health, and for choicest blessings upon 
her future. 

We are very happy in having secured Miss S, A. Taylor, of Omaha, as 
Second Assistant Superintendent. Possessed of sterling qualifications 
of excellence for her position, we congratulate ourselves upon her com- 
ing to us. 

The general health has been excellent; less illness than usual. 
The sad exception was the weary weeks of illness from consumption 
that ended the life of our dear Alaskan boy, Ivan Fenkoff, aged fourteen 
years, eleven months, and nineteen days. His last moments were em- 
ployed in singing and asking others to sing the hymn. "I have anchored 
my soul in the Haven of Rest." Ivan came to the Home in September, 
1S96. Surely he was the pride and pel of the household. The Society 
centered great hopes in the usefulness of this child of promise. The num- 
ber of children in the Home, August i, 1889, 80; number of children in 
the Home, August i, 1900, 85; number of children placed in homes or 
returned to friends, 47; number of children returned from trial homes, 
15; number of children converted and joined the Church, 18; number of 
children died, i; former children of the Home, now adopted, that were 
visited, 40; former children of the Home reluming for visit, 26. 

Several of the larger children went out and worked to support 
themselves during summer vacation. 

All, except the wee ones, go to Sabbath morning service at church 
in town. All who are in the Home attend Sunday-school, mid-week 
prayer-meetings, and daily Bible-instruction. All except primaries at- 
tend League-meetings Sunday evenings. 

Temperance-meetings are held monthly. The "Tenth Club" holds 
quarterl y-nieetings. 



The following are some of the special services: Thanksgiving, by Miss 
Moulton's school; Christmas, by Miss Moulton's school; Easter; special 
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memorial service; Children's-day, by Misa Moulton'B school; celebraiion, 
Fourth of July and evening; birthday observances; class receptions for 
downtown scholars. 

Several picnics, noteworthy among which was when fifteen girls of 
the "Temple-builders' Guild," of Charleston, Neb., with their leader, 
Mrs. Sorrell, and her husband, came to the Home, bringing two quilts, 
pieced and quilted, and seven dollars, raised by themselves for the 
Home this year. 

Most commendable advancement has been made under the able, 
painstaking instruction of Miss Hattie Moulton, principal of the Home 
school. The more advanced scholars attend the city schools. 

Upon entering the Home, all old enough are carefully instructed 
in departments of work in the home, farm, gardens, and grounds. But 
special lines of industrial training for boys, such as broom-making, shoe 
and harness repairing, etc., have been hindered from lack of gifts there- 
for. Vermont and other Conferences have contributed to this fund. We 
hope to hear from others. 

Much-needed help has come through the Mission Supply Depart- 
ment of the Woman's Home Missionary Society in the way of clothing 
and many comforts for the household. 

Among the three hundred and fifty-five visitors from abroad were 
Mrs. Colonel Springer, Mrs. Frances Cooper, Miss Minnie E. Mead, 
Mrs. C. F. Wilder, and delegates of the meeting at York, of the Topeka 
Branch, Woman's Home Missionary Society, as a body. 

Mr. Spurlock took a trip this year to Eastern cities with his son. 
Judge Spurlock. All rejoiced in the united pleasure and benefit to health 
of this first vacation after ten years of unremitting watch -care by their 
beloved Superintendent. 

As partner with her husband. Mrs. Spurlock shares equally the 
responsibilities of this work. For weeks at a time she is unable to 
absent herself. Notwithslanding this, she has traveled 8,879 miles, written 
1,004 letters, visited about 40 of our children placed in homes for adop- 
tion, presented the work at three Annual Conferences, four District 
Conventions; gave 18 Woman's Home Missionary Society addresses; 
held 4 pari or- meetings, and spoke to many Epworth Leagues and Sun- 
day-schools in the interest of the Home. 

In the death of the husband of Mrs. Sarah C. Cheney (member of 
Advisory Board), the Home lost one of its most capable and loyal friends. 
From the first he took active interest in it. By his death, this and 
other hues of work for God and humanity suffer loss. 

The great and pressing need of the Home is the west wing of the 
main building, which we hope to build in 190T by Twentieth- century 
Offerings. Donors of one hundred dollars may have the name inscribed 
on a marble tablet in Memorial Hall, or on a private room in the wing, 
until all the rooms are taken. Persons or societies donating five dollars 
may receive a sterling silver spoon, with cut of main building in the 
gold-plated bowl, as a souvenir. For information refer to Chairman 
of Committee.

Do you ever ask yourself the question, if there is any greater mis- 
sionary field than that presented by our large cities? George H. Hep- 
worth, in his little book, "Hiram Golf, Shoemaker by the Grace of God," 

speaks of a. "right up and down Christian woman — she "s got reUgion 
enough to do housework and look after her children." We congratulate 
all who helped to carry on the city missionary work at Glenn Home last 
year, that they are "right up and down Christian," in that they did not 
neglect their own in the sin-sick city of Cincinnati. 

The well- furnished, three-story, stone-front house, known for nine 
years as Glenn Home, is still the headquarters of our work. Here our 
missionaries reside, and here seventy-fiye busy young women, for dif- 
ferent lengths of time last year, found a Christian home. Wholesome, 
well-prepared food, comfortable room, light, and heat are still furnished 
at the rate of three dollars a week. 

Mrs. Howe was Superintendent of the Home Department for ten 
months. Miss Bassett for one week, and Mrs. Given for the remaining 
weeks. One young woman became so enthusiastic about the Home 
that she declared that she would rather sleep upon the floor of Glenn 
Home than stay in any other house in the city. Two of the members 
of the family, being disappointed in work, would probably have become 
discouraged had they not found a thoughtful friend in the Superintend- 
ent, who interviewed one acquaintance after another until positions 
were secured for both. 

We had seven wftrkers at the Home last year, including the Super- 
intendent. 

Our Three Kindergarlens.—The Glenn Home Kindergarten is held, 
as heretofore, in the double parlors to the left of the tiled hall. Here 
sixty-two children assemble each morning, whose characters, under the 
sunshine of love have begun that unfolding which, if not checked by 
the sting of sin, will speedily develop into what Milton calls that "ripe 
fruit earth holds up to God." 

The Mission Kiiidergarlen had an enrollment of seventy-five, and 
was held in the Glenn Home Mission at the junction of Front and 
Fifth Streets. We are still indebted to a friend for the use of this com- 
modious building free of rent. 

A mother died last October, leaving a husband who was incapaci- 
tated, three little girls — aged five, seven, and ten, respectively — and a 
boy of three years. The devoted kindergartner secured good homes for 
the girls, but was not so fortunate with the precious boy, and has 
kept him in her own home for a year. Will not some mother take him, and 
train him for God? Could she do any greater work? Homes for four 
Other children have been secured during the year. 

The Riverside Kindergarten has had an enrollment of thirty-eight, 
making the sum total in our kindergartens one hundred and seventy- 
five. The Riverside mothers, by gifts at Christmas, solicitation of coal, 
etc., and by a lawn (ete held in June, which realized $53-49, have done 
much to help defray the expenses of their kindergarten. 

Sunday-schcol has been held regularly each Sunday morning at 
the Glenn Home Mission. We are grateful to Mr. W. M. Langdon and 
Mr. James for their efficient services. The capacity of the building 
has been tested at Christmas and Chi Id ten's- day, etc. We ask our 
friends to continue their gifts of clothing, that the children can come 
to us to be trained for God. 

Kilchengarten Classes have been held weekly at the Mission, with 
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an average attendance of thirty-eight, and at Riverside with an 
average attendance of twenty-five. It the twentieth-century woman is 
to be symmetrical; if she is to bring heaven to earth in the ideal 
home, must she not master hygienic cooking? The girls have become 
greatly interested in the preparation of cookies, biscuits, etc. They have 
been urged to put their knowledge into practice in their own homes, 
thus encouraging a spirit of helpfulness. The children have been taught 
to ask a "blessing," to set the table properly, to serve the meal, and 
to observe the proper table manners. "Courtesy is love in society." 

The Boys' Brigade met each Friday evening at the Mission. Mr. 
Percy Yowler, recently returned from Manila, was drillmaster. The mis- 
sionary in charge feelingly stated that the first object was "to subdue 
the conduct and tame the boya." After the drill came half an hour of 
religious instruction, then addresses on numerous topics calculated to 
educate and cultivate. We are indebted to a host of friends for addresses, 
music, readings, stereopticon, etc. Could we picture to you the expres- 
sion on the faces of these boys, and thci^ ragged clothing, you would 
rejoice with me that we were enabled to serve cookies, crullers, apples, 
etc., at each meeting. The girls of the kitchengarten classes helped to 
furnish the cakes. The enrollment was sixty-five. 

Sewing-classei were held regularly each Saturday at the Mission. 
About sixty young people attended. Mrs. Coleman, of Price Hill, 
assisted the missionaries. Seven quilts and three hundred new garments 

• Young Ladies' Club, — A score or more of young women met at the 
Home on Friday evenings to receive lessons in plain sewing, hem- 
stitching, and- embroidery. Their work was arlistii;, and deserves com- 
mendation. Religious instruction was given at each meeting. 

Mothers' Meetings were held regularly in connection with the kinder- 
gartens. Each meeting was opened by religious exercises, followed by 
talks from the missionaries and friends on "Home I^ife," "Care and 
Training of Children," ''Temperance," etc. We are trying to make 
Christian women of these mothers, and to equip them for their great 
responsibilities. The home is the greatest university. "Reforms must 
start in mother's milk before they can run in man's blood." The cup 
of coffee and wafer served at the close of the meeting adds to the sodal 
hour, and is all some of these dear women know of the amenities of life. 

Missionary Auxiliaries. — The joy of helping the cause oi missions 
is offered to all women and children who come within our reach. Glenn 
Home Auxiliary has an enrollment of forty-one, of whom nineteen were 
new members secured tor "Roll of Honor." This organization made 
and remodeled three hundred and sixteen garments, made thirty comforts, 
gave eight to the Home, twelve to the destitute, and sold ten, beside a 
beautiful slumber robe. They solicited a box of supplies valued at 
thirty dollars tor the Supply Bureau, They gave one dollar and eighty 
cents to the Thank-ofieriug, and ten dollars to the Twentieth- century 
Fund. The Glenn Home Mission Auxiliary met weekly. The regular 
dues of two cents came from scanty earnings. Ten dollars were given to 
the General Fund of the Woman's Home Missionary Society, and two 
dollars and a half were raised in mite-boxes. The repapering of the 
"Mission" was their special work. 

The Glenn Home Cheerful Workers numbered twenty-two, and, as 
their name suggests, they worked for the Home. Twenty-tour dollars 
were raised towards the deaconess's salary. One quilt and forty-eight 
new garments were made, forty-eight garments donated, three books 
and one hundred and eighly-cight cards given to the Sunday-school. 
Four hundred and fifty-four religious papers were distributed. 

Band, — Forty- eight young girls were enrolled in the Woman's 
Home Missionary Band, paying twenty-five cents a year dues.

■Htmse-to-k(mse Visitation was oarried on during the year. Four 
thousand seven hundred and sixteen visits were made, and fourteen thou- 
sand five hundred and sixty-three papers were distributed by our de- 
voted workers. Employment was found for thirteen persons. A number 
of persons professed conversion, and were urged to join some of our 
city Churches; a number of children were taken to our Sunday-schools. 
Hundreds of bouquets of flowers cheered the sick; some were laid ten- 
derly upon the bosom of the dead. Quarterly sales of clothing were 
held. Though many garments were given to the destitute, all who 
could pay a small sum were urged to do so, that pauperism might not be 
encouraged. 

The annual Thanksgiving pound party brought four hundred and 
thirty-two pounds of groceries to the store-room. . From this supply, 
Thanksgiving and Christmas dinners were given to the hungry; and 
from time to time the missionaries supplied the immediate needs until 
the Associated Charities could relieve the sufferers. 

The Treasurer reports: Receipts, $2,345,97; disbursements, $2,093.72; 
balance, July, 1900, $252.25, This statement does not include the hand- 
some gift of one thousand dollars from the late Mr. John R. Wright 
for Che endowment of Glenn Home. We hope that all of our friends 
will remember the Endowment Fund in making their gifts to the Twen- 
tieth-century Thank-offering.

ELIZABETH E. MARCY HOME. 



The work at Marcy Home was alluded to on this floor yesterdaj; as 
the Botiemian Mission. In its earlier years this was its appropriate 
title, and the Parent Missionary Society made an annual contribution 
for its support^ Our first missionary, Mrs, L, E. Allison, labored for 
several years years, single-handed, among the Bohemians in the Seventh 
and Eighth Wards, and accomplished wonderful results, especially among 
the boys, toward whom her heart was chiefly drawn. But the Bohe- 
mians, being a thrifty people, anxious to own property, moved away 
from that locality as fast as they had savings to invest, and their places 
were filled by other nationalities, chiefly Russian and Polish Jews, be- 
tween whom and the Bohemians there is intense antipathy. Bohemian 
work became less important, very few adults attending the services, and 
the appropriation was withdrawn by the Parent Board. The City Mis- 
sionary Society also ceased to maintain a preaching service in our 
chapel soon after we entered our new building, and left us to take care 
of ourselves. But the Presiding Elder of the district has annually sent 
us a student supply from Evanston, who has done good work without 

The Roman Catholics and Jews of the locality, though unwilling 
to hsten to religious teaching, are glad to have their children get the 
benefit of our kindergarten, our sewing-school, our manual training, 
singing, and other classes. Meanwhile ihey are in the very atmosphere 
of the Home, learning lessons of truth, obedience, honesty, kindness, 
order, and neatness. But there are substantial, though not rapid, gains 
in the more religious aspect of the work. We have a small church, a 
large Sunday-school, a growing Epworth League, and some devotional 
meetings during the week. 

Our Home Committee, as published in the Annual Report, presents 
a long list of seventeen names; but five of these ladies live too far

away to attend our meetings, and can assist onlj by arousing interest in 
the work at the Home, and securing for it suppUes of books, clothing, 
money, and, I wish I might add, provisions also, for our large family of 
eight resident workers. From two of our Committee we do not expect 
active service because of age and feebleness. Two others have resigned 
because of pressing home duties, so that only eight remain to be de- 
pended on for active service. 

Since our annual meeting, October 3d and 4tb, the Home Com- 
mittee has organized for the new year by the election of Mrs. O. H. 
Horton as Chairman and Mrs. Charles Beattie as Secretary, the former 
Chairman and Secretary declining to serve longer. Sub-committees have 
also been chosen to look after the kindergarten, the inventory, repairs, 
purchases, etc. 

Our Executive Board has a competent Committee on Employees, 
but leaves the selection of special teachers to our capable Superintendent 
Most of these teachers give their time and service without remuneration 
for the love of Christ and humanity. 

Of our eight resident workers, Miss Bertha Fowler, known to many 
of you, is the efficient, energetic, and successful leader, who knows bow 
to bring things to pass, and has, in the two and a half years of her 
incumbency, wonderfully advanced the work in all its many department^. 
Her close friend and companion, and our matron at the Home, is Miss 
Etta Stacks, who is a most capable manager of our domestic depart- 
ment, and who also gives assistance In Sunday-school, Epworth League, 
and other branches of the work. Then we have Miss Hall, not a trained 
deaconess, nor wearing the prescribed costume, but working on dea- 
coness's salary, doing missionary work, and teaching the dressmaking 
classes. Miss ' Wallace, our deaconess, is a graduate from the Wash- 
ington Training-school, and gives her time and cheering presence to 
visitation and help wherever needed. Our kindergarten teacher Is also a 
member of this harmonious, happy family of Christian workers, holding 
their own personal interests subservieiit to the advancement of the 

A visit to the Home never fails to impress us with the neatness, 
order, economy, and genuine hospitality of its inmates. Last year, at 
some inconvenience, they managed to make room for the janitor, a 
Christian young man and student, who, in addition to his regular duties, 
taught the gymnasium class, and had an excellent influence over the 
boys. They also managed to entertain the student minister over Satur- 
day and Sunday. But when this worthy youn^ man announced his inten- 
tion of taking to himself a helpmeet, who might also be a helpmeet to 
our workers, and offered to give us their joint services for rooms and 
board, without other salary, his proposition, rather startling at first, was 
taken into consideration by the Board, and finally accepted. It was 
then decided to retain for the young couple and for the janitor the 
upper flat in an old building, which was thoroughly renovated, repaired, 
and partly furnished for their use. Being skilled in the use of tools 
and in various sorts of handicraft, the young man laid new floors, 
painted the woodwork, and made various repairs, the Board meeting the 
expense of materials used, which, with some new furnishings, cost 
about seventy dollars. When we visited the flat on the day of our 
annual meeting, we were surprised and delighted at the transformation 
wrought in the once dingy place, which the skill of the preacher had 
converted into a cozy nest for himself and his bride. 

Our expenses the last year for salaries, repairs, and furnishings, sup- 
plies for the table, housekeeping, etc., have amounted to about twenty- 
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for the current year. And we hope for your assistance in meeting these 
demands, so that we also may be able to contribute to the support of 
other branches of Home Missionary work. Some of our Auxiliaries 
say they are tired of always working for Marcy Home; and though it 
seems unreasonable, if not wrong, to be tired of working for our very 
own, we feel that to give our Societies a broader outlook over our 
fields of labor, and allow them to choose whatever enUsts their interest 
and sympathy, will prove advantageous both to them and to the General 
Board. 

It has been a source of sincere regret to us that in these most pros- 
perous days of the mission its earliest founder, its most zealous, self-sac- 
rificing worker has been unable to participate in the fruits of her labors. 
But we know her sympathies and prayers still follow the work and the 
workers, and we know her labor has not been in vain in the Lord, and 
that her reward awaits her. 

As we recall the year's history, our greatest cause for rejoicing is 
the canceling of the debt on Marcy Home. For this happy consum- 
mation, so ardently desired, we are devoutly thankful to our Divine 
Master and to the General Board of Managers for their generous assist- 
ance.

WATTS DE PEYSTER INDUSTRIAL HOME AND 
SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 



During the year just past, sixty-five girls have been- cared for in 
this Home — three English, ten German, ten Italian, four Irish, thirty- 
seven American, and one Slav. Five were admitted throughout the 
year, while five have gone out from the family circle to serve others, and, 
we believe, become active factors for good in the world, owing to the 
good Christian and industrial training received while in the Home. 
One of the number (at her own request) has remained as one of our 
working force, fitting in just where we needed help the most. Another 
has, through the kindness of friends, been enabled to enter Drew Ladies' 
Seminary, at Carmel, New York, as a student. We can not measure 
the good one consecrated life may do; but our Father can and does. So 
he puts it into the thoughts and hearts of his children, this beautiful plan 
of helping and caring for poor, weak, sin-surrounded childhood, so 
they may have pure, wholesome, and uplifting environments; and lol in 
some future time, they are the helpers whereby still others may be 
drawn to desire better things. 

Miss Darling left in the early spring for work in Alaska, and Miss 
Katherine Ashby, from the training-school at Washington, took her place 
as primary and kindergarten teacher. She is giving excellent satisfaction 
in her work. 

The progress of the girls in departments of work is most gratifying, 
and the absence of contagious diseases among the girls is a cause for 
rejoicing, especially as scarlet fever and diphtheria have been epidemic 
in the neighborhood. 

As each year passes, we feel, by the increased interest shown in 
the Home and the continued generosity of friends that our Heavenly 
Father owns and blesses the efforts made in behalf of the Home; so 
we have faith to believe that work so well supported in the past will con- 
tinue to appeal to God's stewards, and as the applications for admission 
come in we will not have to turn any away for lack of the means of 
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support. "Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least of these, 
ye have done it unto Me." 

Watts de Peyster Home farm produced fruit, vegetable, poultry, eggs, 
and milk, to the amount of (net) $274.74; cash profit from the cold-storage 
building, $218; total, $492.74. 

Mr. William L. Hoge has left, by will, a bequest of fifteen thousand 
dollars to the Watts dc Peyster Home, the interest of which is to sup- 
port a certain number of girls in the Home. His wife, a faithful, loving 
worker in the Woman's Home Missionary Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, dying several yeara ago, left as a blessed legacy to her 
husband a consuming desire to do good also; so for the years since her 
death he has supported six girls in the Walts de Peyster Home at a 
cost of three hundred and sixty dollars a year, besides contributing to 
many other benevolent and philanthropic enterprises. Mr. Hoge died 
September 4, ipoo, at his home in Brooklyn, where he has lived for a 
year or more, his former home being in Montana. He was a large- 
hearted man, with a most beautiful loyalty to his wife's memory and 
work. May this bequest be the means of saving many a neglected girl 
to a living Christian service and home!

BUREAU FOR DEACONESS WORK. 

"EsCEPi the Lord build the house, they labor in vain that build 
it." This beautiful Bible truth was quoted to me a tew years ago, at one 
of those nit menls of discouragement that will come to all of us when 
engaged in an active warfare against sin and sorrow. With the quoting 
of these lines came such a sense of uplift, of strength, of confidence that 
God was leading us in our great deaconess work, that I have ever cher- 
ished a feeling of gratitude toward the friendly voice. Opportunely with 
the sorrow came the uplift of a great thought when it was sorely needed, 
and from that moment to the present, whenever the sky has been clouded 
and the way has seemed dark, I have tried to focus my thoughts on God's 
overruling guidance, trust him with the work committed to my hands, 
and to feel sure that the outcome would be as he would want it. I have 
repeated, again and again, "Except the Lord build the house, ihey labor 
in vain that build it." 

Friends, I call your attention to the list of our Deaconess Homes 
and stations, covering a field extending from Porto Rico and Brooklyn 
on the east, to San Francisco and Honolulu on the west, growing and 
expanding with every yearly session — expanding, we believe, in a true, 
conservative growth. We are not giving you inflated numbers. Each 
item in the statistical report has come to us, reported on our blanks, 
through the regularly authorized authorities of Local Boards. How I 
would that our sainted Mrs. Rust were with us in bodily presence! It 
may be that she is here, looking with spiritual eyes upon us as we give 
the results of the work in which she was so deeply interested. I desire 
again to state that I owe to her the concluding impulse that brought me 
into such profound sympathy and close contact with our Woman's Home 
Missionary Society, and ultimately to be placed by you in special charge 
of its deaconess work. 

You will remember that I spent the years from 1886 to 1888 in 
Europe, and while going for educational advantages, I made a close 
study of the Christian philanthropies of Europe as I saw them. I well 
remeihber my first view of Methodist deaconesses in the fall of 1886, in 
the little "Kapelle" in Zurich. I wrote Mrs. Rust of this visit. Later, I 
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wrote her of seeing the French deaconesses at work in Paris, and the 
English deaconesses at work in London, and it was she who wrote the 
urgent invitation, on my return in the fall of 1888, asking me to go to 
Boston to tell of this work at our Annual Meeting. 

Twelve years ago this fall, in October, 1888, we started our Com- 
mittee for Deaconess Work. There are many faithful women sitting be- 
fore me who were present on that occasion. You appointed me, at that 
time, Chairman of the Deaconess Committee, and later you changed the 
Committee into a Bureau, and commissioned me as its Secretary. We 
started with nothing. We had missionaries, but not the special form of 
missionary called a deaconess. We had no property. We had no forms 
of work. To procure these forms of work, all of the deaconesses, workers 
of American Methodism, for a number of. years, met together in Con- 
vention, and by their common wisdom formed the General Rules that 
apply to all of our deaconesses, and that have been adopted by the Church. 

For nearly three years — that is to say, from the fall of 1888 until 
the summer of 1891— with your sanction, I went throughout our land, 
from Boston to San Francisco, holding meetings in the large cities, 
making addresses in the principal States and Conferences, starting 
Deaconess Homes, and endeavoring, as best I could, to fultiU my com- 



891 until the present time my residence has been localized, 
but my time and attention has been given to this one object. While not 
a deaconess, I feel that God has called me to a special service, and in 
his providence has sent me forth to be your servant, to do your bidding 
in caring for our share of the deaconess work of Methodism. 

The magnitude of the work and the great labor required to provide 
for its general oversight (which must be harmonious with the efforts of 
the local Boards), is understood when we consider that we have nearly 
three hundred deaconesses and $359,846 in property, and the graduates of 
the training-schools to be stationed each year. There have gone out of 
the office of the Secretary of the Bureau, during the past year, between 
8,000 and 9,000 letters, and many thousand pages of literature; new leaf- 
lets have been written; three Deaconess Anniversaries have been held, 
one at Los Angeles, one at Ocean Grove, and one at Chautauqua. The 
programs of the two latter were personally arranged and cared for by 
the Secretary and the Field Secretary. . At the last two Anniversaries. 
Bishop Walden was our presiding officer, and his presence and advice 
were greatly appreciated. During the entire month of the General Con- 
ference, the Secretary, the Field Secretary, and the Deaconess-at-large 
gave their services to the interests of the work. 

The most perplexing and embarrassing questions that are met by 
both the Secretary and the Field Secretary arise in the effort to provide 
workers for the constantly-expanding field. Some years ago, Mrs. Rust 
remarked, in one of her admirable reports: "The inadequate supply of, 
and the constant demand for, trained workers to open institutions or to 
work in new mission -fields, give rise to questions that require the 
greatest care and discrimination in their settlement. Numerous ques- 
tions of policy and legislation are constantly arising, to be considered 
and decided in the adjustment of the work in each locality, so that it 
may be conducted in harmony with the general rules of the Society, and 
also with the missionary agencies already in operation." "The Deaconess 
Bureau of our Society has the distinctive character, as compared with 
other Bureaus, of being essentially fundamental and inclusive." 

Our women have rallied as one to the interests of this great cause. 
Now we have deaconesses at work in many States and Territories of 
this great Union. You have here the results of twelve years of especial 
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culture of this form o( work. Do not misjudge, and think we we 
counting on the material prosperity indicatea here. No; "Except the 
Lord build the house, they labor in vain that build it." This is an 
outward record, Ihe mere shell of the liie of devotion, the earnest love 
to Cod and man that makes of these figures palpitating, breathing, 
living realities. These are the statistics of but one year. Since we began 
to keep records of our deaconess work, which was in 1892, our deconesses 
have made 762,278 calls, 21,553 visits to hospitals and jails, have spent 
23,044 hours in kindergarten work, 18,851 in industrial work, 219,173 in 
nursing, and have distributed 411,889 Bibles and tracts. 

The deaconess work has now so increased that one-haJf of the work 
of our Society, if not more, is conducted by these workers. Neither has 
our work interfered with the work of the Society in other ways, for 
"there is that scattereth, yet Jncreaseth; there is that withholdeth, yet 
tendeth to poverty." To quote from the report given to the General 
Conference: 

"The influence of the deaconess on the growth of the Woman's Home 
Missionary Society is clearly demonstrated by comparing the receipts of 
those Conferences in which are Deaconess Homes allied with the 
Woman's Home Missionary Society with those Conferences in which 
independent Homes are maintained, or with those Conferences in which 
are no Deaconess Homes. 

"In those Conferences in which independent Homes are maintained 
the advance of the Woman's Home Missionary Society during the past 
four years has been but slight, representing an average of only eight 
per cent. In Conferences where there is no form of deaconess work the 
advance of the Society, as shown by cash receipts, has, in the same time, 
been sixty-two per cent, while in Conferences having Home Missionary 
Deaconess Homes the advance has been about one hundred and seventy 
per cent in financial receipts, a large gain in membership, and an in- 
creased missionary zeal." 

Development of the Work. 

When we began our work, twelve years ago, the one thought of 
each locality demiSiding deaconesses was to have a Deaconess Home, 
a central house where deaconesses could live, and from which they could 
go forth, largely on visits to the needy and neglected. Of later years, 
the deaconess development is assuming more concrete forms. We are 
meeting the needs of the Church, locally, by hospitals, Homes for the 
Ages, orphanages, sanitariums, and similar institutions. 

Another advantage of institutions that combine helpful aid for dif- 
ferent classes of needy ones is that the financial problem is partially 
solved by having institutions that produce resources within themselves. 
For instance, our hospital at Washington this last year has, with the aid 
afforded by the Woman's Home Missionary Society, largely met its own 
expenses, while caring for more needy patients than pay patients. Owing 
to the self-sacrificing labors of our deaconesses, we are, for the first 
time, enabled to compete with the eleemosynary ins'.itutions of the Roman 
Catholics on their own ground. 

Our Training- School 5. 

Our National Training-school, at Washington, is in excellent con- 
dition. Dr. Ames's report will give the details of the year's history. 
It is well to state here that the entire indebtedness on our land at 
Washington has been paid, so that during the last two years, tor the 
hospital site and the land for Rust Hall, we have paid $29,628.66. For 
$11,250 of this we are indebted to the bequest of our sainted sister, Mrs, 
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Horace F. Crary. We must make Rust Hall the object of our efEorts 
the coming year, and the thank-offering gifts of our people at the dose 
of this most wonderful century should be especially centered upon this 
much-needed building. As soon as we have sufficient money to lay the 
foundations we shall begin, and will pass from state to stage as our 
funds will permit. 

Better than lands or buildings are the teachers of the school, those 
who make it a success. We continue with us our faithful and beloved 
Dr. A, H. Ames, the Superintendent and Assistant Superintendent, the 
Misses Tomkinson, Miss Blanche Zehring, who came to us last year, 
having devoted her scholarly attainments (being a graduate of Ohio 
Wesleyan University and a Doctor of Philosophy of Yale). Miss Lucy 
Bowker Whittier, a graduate of the Boston University Scliool of Theol- 
ogy, has come to strengthen the Faculty, and to be of especial aid in 
preparing the students (or the public presentation of our work. Miss 
Whittier wilt fill the chair of Homiletics and Sacred Rhetoric. Miss 
Eva M. Moore, our kindergartner, foniinues her faithful service. We 
miss the familiar face of Miss Wilson, pleasant memories of whom will 
long remain among the students of the training-school. We should not 
omit recognition ol the faithful service given us by the preachers of 
Washington, who, without money and without price, have for years 
faithfully served us as lecturers and teachers. 

San Francisco has entered upon another promising year. Rev. Dr. 
Beard continues to have general oversight of the work. In place of 
our Superintendent, Mrs. L. M. Carver, who during the year has been 
called above to the reward of her faithful service, we have Mrs, Henry. 
Miss Minnie Frickey, a college graduate and college professor, who 
spent some time in training at the Moody Bible Institute, enters upon 
a year of service, given at deaconess rates. Mrs. Spriiig, who has been 
such a friend of the work, still continues as a teacher, and we may say 
that the prospects of the San Francisco School were never brighter 
than at present. 

The Fisk Training-school, at Kansas City, has opened most 
auspiciously. A larger house has been rented, and Miss Spaulding, the 
Superintendent, has to provide for a large class of students who have 
come in from the States of the Middle West. She has refused, from 
lack of room, as many .students as she has accepted. 

Grand Rapids has for the first time, this year, not only provided 
for its own needs, but furnished a worker for the general Society, and 
hereafter we may look to that institution to aid by furnishing helpers 
for the general work. Mrs. Aldrich, its founder, is reaping the reward 
of her devoted perseverance. She is gathering fruit from seed sown 
long ago, when the surroundings were most un^ropitious. 

The Brooklyn Home has attached to it a training-school, which pro- 
vides more particularly the local workers. A course of well-prepared 
lectures is announced for the opening of the tall term. 

Hospitals. 

The special report from Sibley Hospital will give details concern- 
ing it. The valuation of the hospital is now $35,511, and we have a 
promising class o( nurse deaconesses. 

Bethany Hospital is connected with us as an ally in our work. It 
has met with great disappointment, owing to the failure of expectation 
of large funds to provide for a new building; but those concerned in its 
administration have shown courage and holy faith by going forward 
with plans for enlarging the work, even in the midst of temporary ad- 
versity. The great University at Leyden, Holland, was founded in the 
midst of the long struggle that the Dutch people maintained to free 
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themselves from the yoke of Spain. It wai a courageous act to start a 
great institution of teaming when the people did not know that they 
would ever be ag^in one of the nations of the world. Our friends at 
Kansas City have shown similar faith in selecting the moment of tem* 
porary defeat to plan stili more largely for the ultimate growth of 
their future hospital work. We extend them our congratulations and 
best wishes. 

The hospital work at Des Moines ia closely associated widi onr 
deaconess work in that city. _ We congratulate the Methodists of Des 
Moines and our Home Missionary women on aiding to meet a great 
need of this great Methodist State. 

Indianapolis is progressing with its plans that will ultimately lead 
to the establishment of a large hospital in the center of Indiana Meth- 
odism. Several thousand dollars are in the bank, ajid the active, ag- 
gressive Board are planning to speedily develop the work. To b«il 
the sick and to provide help for the needy poor are prominent objects of 
Home Missionary Deaconess Work. 

Old People's Homes. 

There is another institution which we should strive to erect, an 
Old People's Home. Three times within the last month have applica- 
tions come to me, as your representative, asking where our institution 
was for old people. In each of these cases the individuals named had 
money to pay all expenses, and, in two cases, money to leave to the 
institution. The people especially desired an institution conducted by 
the Woman's Home Missonary Society. How I wish we might have 
an Old People's Home, to which our own members, as they become aged, 
could look as a retreat, where they would be surrounded with friends 
sympathizing in the success of the work with which they had been 
familiarl I commend this thought to the (riends of our work. 

Home for Incorrigible Qlrla. 

What better work can some benevolent friend of mankind do than 
to present to our Woman's Home Missionary Society a building and 
means to found and maintain a Home for Incorrigible Girls? One of 
our well-known Methodist ladies, who is deeply interested in this class 
of offenders, has within the last few years taken about twenty Protestant 
girls to Catholic institutions, when she would have preferred to take 
them to some institution managed and controlled by our Methodist 
deaconesses. Why should we not have for our Protestant girls such

New Work. 



During the past year our friends in Baltimore have scored a dis- 
tinct triumph by the erection of a beautiful institutional building. This 
deaconess settlement — for such it is in truth — has existed for a number of 
years. Now it is provided with all (he appliances for most advanced 
settlement work. We have not only accommodations for deaconesses in 
the building, bnt (or our Bohemian pastor; and our Bohemian deaconess 
lives here altogether, to give special .service to the people of her own 
race. Especial credit belongs to the President of the Baltimore Deaconess 
Home for the successful culmination of this large enterprise. 

The property at Bridgeport, Ohio, the gift of Mrs. James M. Huston, 
wife of the Rev. Dr. J. M. Huston, pastor of First Church, Pasadena, 
California, has been made over to the Woman's Home Missionary So- 
ciety with conditions that leave us free to use it in the future for rais- 
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sionaty work, if at any time that should seem to be preferable to the 
deaconess work. During the month of November this Home will open, 
under good auspices, as the local Board has made excellent arrange- 
ments for the substantial beginning and prosecution of the work. 

Our Workers. 
Agun the Secretary of the Bureau desires to give large recognition 
to the co-workers of the Bureau, who have especially aided during the 
year. Our faithful Assistant Secretary, Mrs, D. A. Minard; the Field 
Secretary of the Bureau, Miss Bancroft; our Deaconess-at-large, Miss 
Durham; those who have served as field workers, Miss May Villa Patten, 
Miss Luella Johnson, — all of these have aided materially m making the 
past year one of our best and most etTective. Miss Durham will con- 
tinue with us as the Field Evangelist of the Deaconess Bureau, feeling 
called to more si>ecial soul-winning work, and giving her whole time to 
this form of service. 

Qeneral Conference Legislation. 

The deaconess work has been more closely incorporated with the 
structure of the Church by being placed under the direct supervision 
of the Board of Bishops, which has been constituted a General Deaconess 
Board. The Conferences, Annual and Mission, have been divided into 
deaconess districts, with a Bishop as District Superintendent. The duties 
of each Superintendent require a close knowledge of the deaconess work 
in his district. The duties of the Conference Deaconess Board^ were 
also more clearly defined, and their powers increased. The duties of 
the deaconesses were in no wise changed, while the age for receiving 
license was made twenty-three years. One of our prominent laymen 
writes: "The action o( the General Conference certainly does not di- 
minish the rights of the Woman's Home Missonary Society, and I be- 
lieve largely increases its opportunities." We congratulate ourselves 
and the Methodist Church as a whole that our fathers in Christ, our 
Bishops, are to be so much more intimately associated with this work, 
and thus naturally much more conversant with it than in the past 
Great good must ensue. 

Needs of the Bureau. 



1. Special Committeks. 
(a) Porto Rico.— We have sent, within the last year, Miss Sarah E. 
White, a nurse deaconess from the Pittsburg Deaconess Home, and Miss 
Isabel F. Horton, a graduate of our last class at Washington, as visiting 
deaconesses to Porto Rico. This work, so far. has been directed by the 
Rev. Dr. Drees, the Superintendent of ttie Porto Rican Mission. We owe 
Dr. Drees a debt of gratitude for his able management of the introduction 
of our work in our new island possession, the fatherly interest he has 
had in our deaconesses, the care he has taken for their personal comfort, 
and the wise, far-seeing advice that he has given concerning the develop- 
ment of the work. He states that the time is ripe for us to purchase 
property in the suburb of San Juan. Land is at present low in value. 
When conditions are more settled, it must inevitably rise. For a few 
thousand dollars we could obtain a mission house that will cost us far 
more if we delay its purchasing. There needs to be literature collected 
about Porio Rico. It should be distributed wisely among our Auxil- 
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iaries, and their interest aroused in this great (oreign-missian home- 
mission work. The lime, therefore, is ripe to set aside Porto Rico to 
the care of a definite Committee, which shall make the needs of this 
island its one object, 

(6) //oiuoii.— The same is true of Hawaii. On July 25th, Miss Ella 
M. Holbrook, a graduate of our last class at San Francisco, sailed for 
Honolulu. We have already a good Woman's Home Missionary So- 
ciety Auxiliary in Honolulu, so that Miss Holbrook has friends about 
her. Her first letter showed an appreciation of the field and an active 
preparation for future duties. Here at Honolulu, also, should be a 
center for deaconess and missionary effort, and the field is worthy the 
entire care of a Committee. 

(c) Rest Homes. — The Rest Homes of the Woman's Home Missionary 
Society are increasing in number. So far arrangements have been made 
for the summer needs of the vacation time, but we must provide a per- 
manent Rest Home for our deaconesses and missionaries, looking to- 
ward the time when they shall need to rest from active labors. The 
day is not far distant when we shall need to provide for some of these. 
Let these words sink into the heart of some man or woman who has 
land or a building to devote to this beautiful use. We have, as you 
know, a beautiful Rest Home at Ocean Grove, by the seashore. We 
have the additional Rest Home among the mountains, at Mountain Lake 
Park, whose price value has been very nearly provided for by our earnest, 
faithful women who have made this their special care. During the year 
a furnished cottage at Round Lake, New York, was presented to the 
Woman's Home Missionary Society of the Troy Conference, as a 
Rest Cottage tor missonaries and deaconesses. This cottage is a me- 
morial to the donor's mother, Mrs. Caroline J. Bancroft, and as such 
has been named the ''Caroline Rest Cottage." These three institutions 
are owned by the Society. Through the generosity of our Pittsburg 
friends we had a rented building at Chautauqua, cared for in a beautiful 
way. which administered to the needs of the many deaconesses resting 
there during the summer. In another resort we have a Rest Home par- 
tially provided tor. It is evident that the department of Rqst Homes is 
sufficient for the entire care of a Standing Committee. 

2. Our Paper. 

Our work has increased to such an extent that our provisions for 
placing it before the people are entirely inadequate. Four pages of our 
monthly issue is much too small. How shall people be interested if they 
do not know of our cause? We ask that this Board of Managers will 
give eight pages of each number of Woman's Home Missions to the con- 
sideration of our deaconess work. 

3, DSPAHTMENT Committees. 
Another great need is the demand for some administrative organiza- 
tion, or department, to be put in operation between our Conference 
organizations and the Board of Trustees. We need this in the interests 
of our deaconess work, but we also need it in the interests of our general 
work. There should be additional supervision and minute study of the 
field on the part of officers, who shall stand between the Conference 
organizations and the Board of Trustees. We need this in addition to 
the excellent officers and fine organization we already possess. While 
we have the advantage of a centralized administration, we lose the local 
force and power that come from a Board that studies the local needs 
of definite fields. Take, for instance, our great Northwest. The country 
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is sti!l new, few Churches are out of debt, and we have but tew Auxil- 
iaries. Fifty years ago there was no Christian civilization, no Churches. 
Fifty years from row the Northwest will be made up of great, powerful 
Slates, and our Church will be strong accordingly. The present is the 
time for us to be helping the frontier ministers, intelligently and accord- 
ing to the suggestions of those who are on the ground. The present is 
the time for planting broad, deep foundations for our future growth. 
We lack, however, just the machinery that departmental organizations 
would give. This is especially true of the needs of our deaconess work. 
This work is rapidly varying to meet local conditions, and we want to 
keep al! these varying forms in one harmonious whole, that will enable 
us to use them as effectively and strongly as any engineer uses a great 
machine. 

4- The Epworth League. 

The young people of our Church are s 
been quick to sympathize with ihe blessed i 
as the Mercy and Help Department of numberless Leagues can testify. 
At the recent meeting of the Epworth League Board of Control in 
Chicago, resolutions were adopted that place the League in closer re- 
lation with all Christian philanthropy, especially with children's work 
and deaconess work. A new office should be created in each Con- 
ference to provide for the interests of our work among the Epworth 
Leagues of the Conference. In all our training-schools we must have 
a department for the special training of Epworth League workers. 

In summing up the work of the year, we should keep in mind that 
the great results reported are obtained by the faithful, persistent daily 
labor of consecrated women, not alone our deaconesses, but also our 
faithful, intelligent workers on Boards of Management and of our Con- 
ference Boards, In studying the work, we should also have a clear 
conception of the wholesome, sympathetic, and wholly natural union of 
the deaconess work with our Woman's Home Missionary Society. 
Deaconess institutions connected with the Society have natural advan- 
tages over institutions not so connected. The latter depend upon local 
deaconess societies that have not obtained the sanction oi the General 
Conference, while the former have the support of the Auxiliaries of a 
permanent connectional organization. Also, in its connectional capac- 
it the Society furnishes, through its Deaconess Bureau, a genera! super- 
vising agency and medium of communication among its deaconess in- 
stitutions for their common advantage. This conectional benefit is pos- 
sessed alone by the deaconess work of the Woman's Home Missionary 
Society. The necessity for deaconess workers increases as our knowledge 
of the work increases. The opportunities for mission work in our own 
Und are far beyond the comprehension of even our best-informed 
workers. 

Field Secretary 
The past year has been a busy one, crowded with many and various 
duties. Leaving Pittsburg at the close of the Annual Meeting of 1899, 
it was my pleasure to at once enter the Wyoming Conference, and 
spend there some weeks visiting churches and individuals. Generous 
gifts were there received in response to appeals that were made for 
Rust Hall and other interests of the Woman's Home Missionary Society. 
A large number of our Deaconess Homes and training-schools, par- 
tieulariy the training-schools at Washington and Kansas City, have had 
long visits, and have received earnest thought, time, and attention. The 
visits to the Homes, and the personal acquaintance formed with the 
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deaconesses, give a knowledge of individual Homes, of local Boards, 
and of Itie needs and demands of individual places that is requisite as 
a foundation to prepare for the yearly stationing oi the students that 
graduate from our training-schools. Necessarily, much of this per- 
sonal work falls to tlie duty of the Field Secrelan'. The stationing of 
the workers involves a large correspondence, which must continue to 
be a difficult task until we have a larger number of deaconesses to meet 
the increasing and varied demands of our Church. 

During the past year I have traveled more than twenty-three 
thousand miles, have given two hundred and fifty formal addresses, beside 
many parlor and Epworth League talks on the maniiold needs of the 
Woman's Home Missionary Society. It has been my privilege to 
organize many Auxiliaries, Circles, and Bands. Have distributed many 
thousand pages of literature, and secured subscribers for both our 
papers. 

One of the pleasures that comes in this wandering life is to find, 
everywhere, men and women with hearts sympathetic and open to the 
cause of deaconess service, and students have in this way been ob- 
tained for our different training-schools. It has been a hard and labo- 
rious year, but at its close I find my heart full of gratitude to God for 
his mercies during my long travel. A host of friends to our cause 
have been friends to me, and their words of appreciation and kindness 
have greatly cheered and comforted tne in my journeys.

The condition of the National Training-school during the past year 
has been one of healthy, if not extraordinary, growth. At the Com- 
mencement exercises, held in May last, twenty students were graduated: 
eleven with the full diploma, four with certificates in the Visiting Deacon- 
ess Course, and five as nurse deaconesses. At the Commencement ex- 
«rcises of the Hospital Training- school, held in August, five received the 
Hospital diploma, and are now not only eligible for license as deacon- 
esses, but are qualified to enter any Hospital in the land. Of the above, 
all except two are in the service of the Woman's Home Missionary So- 
ciety, and are at work, or under assignment, in the following fields: 
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Rensselaer. Buffalo, Newark. Jersey Gty, Wilmington, Baltimore, Wash- 
ington. Cleveland. Columbus, Indianapolis, Des Moines, Sioux City, 
and Porto Rico. In addition, four of the Junior Class have been called to 
active service in Watts de Peyster, Jersey City, Washington, and Los 
Angeles. 

In the success which the school may justly claim, I have been largely 
aided by my associates of the resident Faculty; by the Preceptress, Miss 
M. M. Tomkinson, and the Assistant Preceptress, Miss Ellen F. Tnm- 
kinson; by Dr. Blanche Zehring, who has had charge principally of the 
Chair of Ethics and Church History; by Miss E. M. Moore, who has 
conducted the important Department of Kindergarten and Kitchengar- 
dening; and by our efRcient Deaconess, Miss Ida E. Miner. The Faculty 
has been recently strengthened by the addition of Miss Lucy B. Whittier, 
a graduate of the Boston School of Theology, who has assumed the 
Chair of Homiletics and Sacred Rlietoric, and has entered on her duties 
with zeal and enthusiasm. 

The increase in the resident Faculty enables us to undertake our- 
selves mo9t of the work of instruction; while we can rely upon the 
ministers and laymen who have hitherto generously aided us for special 
lectures. 

The Annual Meeting of this Society and the opening, of the school 
year are so nearly synchronous that my reports fail to do justice to our 
statistics. The number of students exceeds that of last year at the same pe- 
riod, and will doubtless be considerably increased. There are in actual at- 
tendance fifty-nine resident teachers and scholars. Of the latter, twenty- 
four are nurse students. We gladly welcome the increase in this depart- 
ment. The demand for nurse deaconesses is more urgent than for any other 
workers. Not only so, but a Hospital is an epitome of the world. There 
is in it a mingling of classes and conditions of society not found else- 
where on earth. Ard the knowledge of human nature, acquaintance with 
needs, and the tact to influence others, which may be acquired by an 
intelligent nurse, fit her for success in any field of benevolence. 

The library has had some valuable accessions. Prominent amongst 
these was the gift, by Miss Lewis, of Wheeling, of the library and sur- 
gical apparatus belonging to her father, the late Dr. Lewis. This gift, 
valued at not less than five hundred dollars, was secured largely through 
the efforts of one of our alurana;, Miss A. B. Shirey. The funds appro- 
priated by your Society to the Training-school are amongst its best in- 
vestments; for they come back with accumulated interest through dona- 
tions secured by its pupils. 

Very recently the school has also received the donation of the theo- 
logical library, consisting of one hundred and seventy-five volumes, of 
the late Rev, C. C. Burr, of Washington, and contributed by his widow, 
Mrs. Burr. 

One event of national importance has signalized the history of the 
year. In November, 1S99. ground was broken tor Rust Hall and the ad- 
dition to Sibley Hall. The impressive exercises were graced by the 
presence and participation of many of our Bishops and representative 
ministers, of the President of the Woman's Home Missionary Society, 
the Secretary of the Deaconess Bureau, and others of its officers, and 
were attended by a large concourse of citizens of Washington. Work 
on the Hospital was at once begun, and in May of the present year the 
addition was completed and duly dedicated. The Hospital has now 
seventy-five beds, of which forty are free. It has been well filled, and 
is growing in public favor. Its prosperity, of which you will be informed 
by its report, is the best evidence of the zeal and wisdom of its managers, 
of whom Mrs. Street is Chairman, and of the executive ability of its 
efficient director, Miss C. A. Aikens. Rust Hail awaits larger funds, 
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that work may be beg^in upon it. I know not what more urgent appeals 
I can use to press upon you the necessity of completing this great enter- 
prise. I am fully persuaded that the growth ol the school depends upon 
its being furnished with new and" suitable accommodations. The erec- 
tion of Rust Hall would make our institution a center of national interest, 
and would largely multiply its capacity to furnish to the Society the 
workers needed in its various fields. 

Concerning the course of study, the convictions expressed in previous 
reports are as strong as ever. The education of a deaconess must be 
conformed to our idea of the proper scope and sphere of her mission. 
True education is that which fits oafe best for the duties which are to 
be performed. 

Preachers and deaconesses represent the two minstries of the Chris- 
tion Church: the ministry of the Word and the ministry of work; the 
expounding and enforcing the message which God has ordained for the 
quickening and perfecting of souls, and the making that Word real in 
tne removal of mitigation of sorrow, poverty, and pain. 

The ideal deaconess is the working deaconess. Like her Lord, she 
descends to the depths, that she may lift up the fallen and lost She 
dies to the world, that by her crucifixion she may draw all men to him. 
She enters the tomb, as it were, that she may give life to the dead in 
trespasses and sins. Her only weapon is love; but that is the secret of 
power, tor it is love that the world most needs. With her hands she 
clasps the good and the vile, the well and the ill, the poor and the rich, 
and binds them together. With her life-threads she sews together the 
torn mantle of humanity. Humble, obscure, loved, and prized of God 
alone, working in discouragement, weariness, amidst the shaidy paths 
of life, she honors the cross and the Christ. All honor to the heroic 
women who leave all, forsake father and mother, dare all dangers, submit 
to all privations, hazard life itself, to win souls for heeveni 

The training of a deaconess must be such, then, as will fit her for this 
work. Three things especially she needs to be conversant with; Religion, 
Ethics, Sociology. 

There is no case with which a deaconess deals that does not involve 
a question of morals. She is constantly called to solve questions which 
concern the harmony of families, the welfare of individuals, the rights 
and duties of parents, children, husbands, wives. Her calling demands a 
keen perception of right and wrong, expedient and obhgation, just and 
kind. She is not only herself to be an exemplar of the higher graces, 
but to actively lend her aid to the moral forces which lift the community, 
ind the Nation to a higher plane of temperance, righteousness, purity 
godliness, and reverence. 

The study of sociology is also one of vast importance. The progress 
of democracy, the growth of Christian ideas of relationship and responsi- 
bility, increase the ties that bind society together, and make the study 
of it imperative. The work of a deaconess affects, not merely the indi- 
vidual to whom she ministers, but the community. In helping one class 
with which she sympathizes, she should not harm another, with which 
she should equally sympathize. Her mission is one that demands con- 
summate wisdom, a wide knowledge of society, and the greatest tact 
and skill, that justice may combine with benevolence, and impartiality 
be shown to all. 

The text-bocks which are prescribed in the new course of study, 
and which bear upon these subjects, form a part, but only a part, of the 
instruction imparted in our training-school. Our course seeks to go 
beyond these, and to lead the pupils to a more profound knowledge 
of ethics and sociology, than the simple memorizing of the text-books 
can communicate. 
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Happily For us, the Bible, which is the best text-book of religion, 
is the best also of ethics and sociology^ for acquaintance with the deep- 
est problems o( duties and rights, of righteousness and mercy, of obli- 
gations and responsibilities, the Holy Word surpasses all the moral 
codes and dicta of all the ages. Faiths, and sages of the race; and in its 
histories, biographies, records of individual and corporate transactions, 
are the most forcible practical illustrations of its moral truths. It is the 
greatest text-book of sociology. It is more than a. register of the pro- 
cess by which individual salvation is procured. Its scope broadens 
and embraces the largest groups of men and the whole of society. It 
sets Forth the basis on which the community of mankind rests, vii., the 
common redemption of humanity; the rule by which society must ap- 
proach its perfection, viz., love; and the final purpose toward which it 
tends, viz., the gathering together in one all things in Christ. It re- 
veals the origin of nationalities, the education of a people, the unifying 
power of common religious hopes, the uplifting effect of high spiritual 
ideals, the beauty of a Divine-human example, the omnipotence of the 
regenerating Spirit, and the ever-continuing movement toward the victo- 
rious end, wtien the kingdoms of the world shall be the kingdom of 
our Lord God and of his Christ. 

We are giving increased attention, then, to the Bibie-study. Oat 
of the fifteen hours of class work which we require weekly of the stu- 
dents, five hours are devoted to the direct study of the Bible itself, and 
when there are added the subsidiary studies, such as the Life of Christ, 
the Life of Paul, the Harmony of the Gospels, and Bible History, it will 
appear that one-half, at least, of our time is given to Bible work. 

Our students get both exercise and experience in the outside work 
which is done by them. There is a deaconess settlement in Washington. 
in which they assist in kindergarten work, mothers' meetings, the boys 
club, and other li[»es of activity. They conduct a mission, near which, 
like a hungry shark, a saloonkeeper has been watching for yea^s, ready 
to take advantage of any suspension, to ply his nefarious trade, and 
whom we have kept out, and purpose so doing, by God's grace. There 
are kindergartens for white and colored children in connection with 
our school. The students offer themselves to pastors to aid in visiting, 
and are often called on for this duty. They aid Sunday-schools, the 
Chinese school, Leagues, and other Church enterprises, and they are 
not infrequently called to represent the Woman's Home Missionary 
Society in public meetings, and to organize Auxiliaries. 

For their own spiritual growth there has been a class-meeting, 
led by myself, weekly, a prayer- meeting every Saturday night in the 
rooms of the Preceptress; prayer-meetings of their own, conducted in 
their own rooms; the Church prayer-meetings, which they are required to 
attend: and the daily devotional exercises. 

Thus far the school year has been marked by great harmony and 
concord. The senior class is composed of the select from the class of 
last year. The new students impress us most favorably, both as to their 
mental and Epiritual endowment; and everything foreshadows a year of 
peace and prosperity. 

The needs of the school are many. It is your institution, and de- 
pendent on your support. We are always in need of books, of periodicals 
(especially of such as bear upon sociological questions), of supplies for 
table and house. The donation of a good typewriting machine would 
be gratefully acknowledged. And, above all, we need your approval, 
co-operation, and prayers.

It is impossible for mc to present to you in the few minutes allotted 
me the lull account of the splendid work done in Sibley Hospital dur- 
ing the past year that it so richly deserves, and that, as interested women 
(because owners of it), you should hear. Suffice it to say that imme- 
diately after the close of the Annual Meeting in Pittsburg, ground was 
broken for the addition to the building which you so wisely decided to 
provide, that, In the variety of cases we could treat in a larger building, 
our nurses would be trained for a wider sphere of usefulness. The 
work on the building was pushed rapidly to completion, so that on the 
loth of May there was opened for the sick one of the most complete 
and beautiful hospitals in our city, with five wards and tweniy-two pri- 
vate-rooms. The cost of the addition was $12,506, our local Auxiliaries 
meeting (heir pledge of $2,000 of the whole amount 

The local Board of Managers decided to entirely renovate the old 
part at their own expense, and remodel the operating room, adding a 
sterilizing and an anaesthetic room, with all modern iumishings and ap- 
pliances. These much-needed improvements, in addition to the new 
furnishings throughout the building, have cost the Board $2,867.96, more 
than half of which has been paid, the balance to be settled during the 
coming year. As this has been done in addition to their gift of $2,000 
on the building, and gifts for incidental expenses, we can but feel a 
reasonable amount of pride in the enthusiasm of this local Board, all 
of whom are most loyal Home Missionary women, who are untiring 
in this labor of love. 

Our beloved President of the Society, Mrs. Clinton B. Fisk, has 
endeared herself to all our women by the interest she has taken in this 
work, herself raising the money to name the colored ward for Bishop 
and Mrs. Gilbert Haven, and sending to us all the articles for its com- 
plete furnishing. 

Truly, as a Society you are to be congratulated on your institutions 
in Washington, and the Hospital where your nurse deaconesses are 
trained has an enviable reputation. The leading; physicians of our city 
are greatly interested in it. Not only are they the instructors for the stu- 
dents, but they speak in the highest tenns of its management, the atten- 
tion that is given to its poor patients, and the spirit of consecration 
that characterizes our students who are planning to go out under the 
care of our Society into the dark places of our country, and by their 
gentle ministry win souls for the Master; not lor "gold and silver" to 
reward their labors, but "for the love of Christ, and in his name" — they 
have taken as their motto, "Not to be ministered unto, but to minister." 

A large number of students have entered for training this year. 
Could you have been with me a few nights ago, as the honored President 
of the institution gathered them around him in an old-fashioned class- 
meeting, and heard the "heart-talks" of these girls with this noble man 
of God, who could so fittingly guide them, your hearts would have re- 
joiced that you were able to have a part in this great work. 

To Miss Charlotte Aiken, the Director, much credit is due for the 
success of the institution. She is not only a capable nurse in managing 
and training the students, but has enthusiasm and energy to success- 
fully carry forward what she undertakes. We want to carry this work 
for you with as little expense to the Society; as possible, but ask that 
I will remember it by gifts of money, furnishings, and supplies of all 
j_ — I .v.... — « — ..,. ..=1. •!..

r The year just closed has been one of progress in every department. 
The third floor of the building has been completed and furnished at a 
cost of about nineteen hundred dollars, and has made possible the ac- 
commodation of more students. The Training-school occupies the stra- 
tegic point for the Northwest, easily accessible by students from Michi- 
gan and the adjoining States, and we can but feel that this institution 
is of the Lord's planting. 

Five deaconesses and eleven sludentj; have been present the past 
year. The second Commencement occurred May 29th, and witnessed 
the graduation of an interesting class. The essays of the young ladies 
made evident the fidelity of their work and purpose. The address of the 
evening was delivered by Mrs. Jane Bancroft Robinson. Two of our 
graduates were consecrated at the last session of the Michigan Confer- 
ence.

The various departments of mission work — industrial schools, kinder- 
garten, kitchengarden, classes for Bible-study, rescue work, hospital, 
mothers' meetings, and other lines^ — are being successfully conducted by 
our deaconesses. Steady progress marks our work. Deaconess Hall, 
at Rodgers Memorial, is a center with radiating influence, and a great 
amount of good is being accomplished there. 

The ioundations for the institutional buildings for Bohemians were 
cemented with faith and hope one year ago. Completed, they stand to- 
day a beautiful monument to the untiring zeal of the Baltimore Dea- 
coness Board of the Woman's Home Missionary Society. Trials and 
discouragements were many. Prospects (or financial help were not 
encouraging, but the little word Faiih was the motive power, and the 
work went forward. To the loyal co-operation of the Managers in pro- 
viding ways and means (for the work can not prosper without this help) 

We report value of property, $28,603. A large proportion of the 
money raised for this property comes outside of what is raised by our 
Auxiliaries. Surely God's blessing has rested upon our workl 
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Bancroft Rest Home.

As we come to the close of this the fifth year of Rest Home, we pause 
lo give praise to the All-Father for his goodness in -giving tlie promised 
Comforter to be llie abiding Guest. 

This has been the best of all the years in many respect; not finan- 
cially, perhaps. Figures do not always mark success. Workers com- 
ing to us from many and varied fields of labor have received a refresh- 
ing from the presence of the Lord. The opening of three other Rest 
Homes made places for many workers nearer their work, and cost less 
for travel. As soon as it was known that there was room at this '"Inn" 
for others besides missionaries and deaconesses, many applications came. 

There have been one hundred and seventy-nine guests entertained 
during the season, the largest number at any one time being sixty-one. 

The following Deaconess Homes and Hospitals have been repre- 
sented: Newark, Buffalo, Philadelphia, Brooklyn, Christ's Hospital (Cin- 
cinnati), Knoxville, Elizabeth Gamble Home (Cincinnati), Wilmington, 
Baltimore, Washington, Jersey City, Pittsburg, Sibley Hospital (Wash- 
ington), Boston, and New York. 

Also missionaries representing the Browning Home, Camden, S. C; 
Boylan Home, Jacksonville, Fla.; New Jersey Home, Morristown, Tenn.; 
Emigrant Home, New York; and Watts de Peyster Home, Tivoli, N. Y. 

We were favored with faithful Christian helpers, most of them from 
Ritter Home, Athens, Tennessee. 

Our publishers have, as in the oast, furnished the Central, Western, 
Northwestern, and Epwortk Herald. For these kindly favors many a "God 
bless you!" has come from the workers spending the time here. 

The parlor in the Home has this year been named by the New Jersey 
Conference Woman's Home Missionary Society, and they propose to 
make and keep it attractive.

<This Hospital does not report its financial receipts through the 
Woman's Home Missionary Society treasury; but as it is in affiliation 
■with the Society, and Fisk Training-school originated through its means, 
a report of the Hospital is given here.) 

During the past year we have increased our landed possessions, and 
improved the general appearance of our buildings. "The additions were 
.accomplished with an outlay of two thousand dollars. 

It may be some surprise to know that the running expenses of the 
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institution have reached the sum of thirteen hundred dollars, and more, 
per month. To meet the expenses of the work, I am pleased to report 
that the contributions have been ample, and the year closes with all 

There has scarcely been a time during the year when we have not 
needed more room in all departments. The appeals have been many, 
and we have tried to be impartial in the most trying times. 

We have admitted 504 patients to the Hospital during the year, and 
treated about 150 in the dispensary department, making a total of 654. 
Last year the Hospital treated 432 patients in all. No complete record 
was kept in the dispensary, hence no comparison is made. 

Seventy-five per cent of the whole number treated belong to the 
free list. There has been but one aim in all our efforts, and that has 
been to make Bethany a place of helpfulness to suffering ones and an 
inspiration to all who have been our guests in time of need. 

The nurses in Bethany Hospital take their Bible study at the Fisk 
Trai ning-school. 

Bldwell Deaconess Home and Iowa Bible Tralnlns- School.

Less than a year ago, the Iowa Bible-training School arose in con- 
nection with the Bldwell Deaconess Home. The thoughts of many 
had centered on a training-school, and that the time was at last ripe 
for its coming was proven by the fact that students were applying for 
training, and pastors were urging the establishment of a training-school 
because of the impossibility of obtaining an adequate supply of workers 
from the schools already in operation.

Brooklyn Deaconess Home and Training- School.

The Annual Meeting of the Board of Direction was confronted with 

the necessity of accepting the resignation of its honored Superintendent, 
Rev. Dr. Clark, on account of needed rest Mrs. F. A. Fowler, as the 
Assistant, and who was not unfamiliar with the duties. of this office, 
was elected Superintendent, and entered upon her new duties with zeal 
and a wisdom which demonstrates her fitness for this office. 

It is gratifying to be able to state at the beginning of this report 
that, while sickness has been in the Home, with but two exceptions 
the workers have continued in labors abundant, and with thanksgiving 
we note prosperity and increasing interest in this work, especially among 
onr Junior Leagues and Young People's Societies, which have sent do- 
nations of articles of all kinds for distribution among the sick and poor. 
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Thejr have also aided in sending a number of children to the country 
during tlie months when the sweltering heat of the city made life un- 
bearable in the tenement districts. Besides daily outings to mothers 
and children in the parks, our deaconesses have been enabled to care 
for one hundred and eighty-eight children in the country. Two deacon- 
esses were consecrated at our Conference Anniversary. 

Mrs. B. S. Potter, an official representative of the Woman's Home 
Missionary Society, was a welcome guest, spending a few days in the 
Home; also deaconesses from Buffalo, Troy, Pittsburg, Ocean Grove, 
and Washington. We have enjoyed their presence. Dr. Blanche Zehring, 
of our National Training-school, gave a dehghttul and comprehensive 
talk in the Home parlors, to an invited audience of women, on Rust 
Hall. 

The Training-school has been opened, with a number of new in- 
structors. A lecture will be given once a week by representative men 
of our own and other denominations, to which all Sunday-school workers 
and Bible-students are invited. 

On our three donation-days the Home is visited by many who meet

One of 
the healthy signs of the work is the interest manifested by other denomi- 
nations.

room, a boys' dormitory, and a playroom for the boys in the base- 
ment. With these added facilities we will be well equipped to carry on 
the work more efficiently, and have the children taught in the Home 
under a sweet Christian atmosphere.

We start out on our new year's work with no debt and a firm faith 
that God's blessing will make this the most successful year we have 
ever had.

As we close the account of the year's work, it is with thankfnlness 
to our Heavenly Father and to those who have co-operated with us. 
We began the year with eight deaconesses; we close it with seven; have 
had nine part of the time. 

It is impossible to tabulate all the pood that has been done during 
the year. Beside the work indicated in the statistical table, we have 
distributed 8,599 tracts and papers, taught 2,313 scholars in Sunday- 
school and 2,242 in sewing- school, held 354 meetings, and assisted in 
168 more; given out 4.442 garments, 48 comfortables, 41 sheets, and 28 
pillow-cases, 1,175 quarts of fruit, log glasses of jelly, 28 new pairs of 
shoes, 350 baskets of provisions; secured employment for 154 persons; 
aided 686 families; spent 175 days and loS nights in nursing the sick 
in their homes, and sent several to the hospital; have conducted three 
sewing-schools, three kitchengarden classes, and one mothers' meeting 
weekly; visited and held services part of the year at the county-house. 

Perhaps some one will ask v^here we obtained all these suppUes 
From city, town, country, largely out in the Conference, from the Wo- 
man's Home Missionary Society Auxiliaries, Epworth Leagues, Sunday- 
school classes. Ladies' Aid Societies, the Woman's Foreign Missionary 
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Society, and individuals. One of the pleasant features of ovir work is the 
interest manifested by our friends throughout the Conference in the 
people we are trying to help.

The Fisk Training-school, whose beginnings were briefly noted in 
the last Annual, has made a remarkable growth, proving the wisdom 
of establishing a school in the Middle West for deaconess training in 
conjunction with nurse training at Bethany, a Methodist Hospital. 

Miss Bancroft spent some time in the winter assisting Miss Mary S. 
Pegram in establishing the school. In March, owing to Miss Pegram's 
illness. Miss Winifred Spaulding was appointed Superintendent. At that 
time there were three students taking the Bible-training, and eighteen 
in the Hospital, taking the lectures designated for nurse deaconesses, 
beside two deaconesses: Miss Emma Jones, in charge of Epworth Mis- 
sion, and Miss Blanche Riggle, in the Mission kindergarten. 

At the opening of the second year we were moved into the largest 
available house for rent, which we furnished throughout, with the help 
of the Auxiliaries of the Kansas Conference, the Epworth Leagues, and 
friends from the General Woman's Home Missionary Society. 
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Also by the help of the General Society and scholarships from , 
various Conferences, we were able to accommodate, by crowding, fifteen 
students, a resident teacher, Miss Theodate Wilson; ouf faithful deacon- 
ess, Miss Jones; and the Superintendent Also twelve ' nurses at the 
Hospital are taking the Bible lectures. An able corps of fourteen lec- 
turers and teachers cover every study of the course outlined in the Dis- 
cipline, with a number of added branches. 

The students give their services in nearly all the churches and mis- 
sions of the city, besides conducting two sewing-schools and holding evan- 
gelistic services at the missions. As many were refused admission for lack 
of room, we hope that by another year a larger building may be secured.

During the past year there has been a little falling off in the 
number in the training-school owing to the lack of scholarships at the 
beginning of the school year. Nine students have been in attendance 
during the year, five of whom were graduated in June. 

Eight deaconesses have been connected with the work during the 
past year, four in the Home and four as pastors' aids and evangelists. 
One is still working at the Fred Finch Orphanage; another is taking 
training in the hospital, to become a nurse deaconess; and a third has 
married a minister of this Conference. Miss Lake stiil continues 
her work among the Chinese. Miss Holbrook was associated with her 
for some time the first of the year, but later was sent, by the Woman's 
Home Missionary Society, to Honolulu, to work principally among the 
Japanese.

Beside this indebtedness, many fur- 
nishings have been bought or donated. Two rooms have been entirely 
furnished this year by the young ladies of University and Pasadena.

It is with grateful hearts that we make our first report of Thompson 
Rest Home. The Home was opened July 1st, under the supervision 
of Miss Ida E. Miner, of the Washington Training-school. Too much 
can not be said in praise of Miss Miner's management of the Home. 

Through our circular letters, and Miss Durham's appeal in the 
Ckrislian Standard and Living IVilness, and through personal and pub- 
lic appeal, our bank deposit has increased to $1,058.05. Our Home 
was self-supporting, bringing in an income sufficient to pay all expenses 
of supplies, service, taxes, and insurance, and some needful improvements. 

Our hearts were made glad in April when Mrs. Delia L. Williams 
was in Pittsburg in the interest of the Twentieth-century Offering, by 
a promise from her to use her influence to obtain from the General 
Society a pledge of $650 towards our debt, providing we raised the re- 
maining $1,000 then needed to pay off the ^,500. Pittsburg has prom- 
ised $200 from their Twentieth- century Fund. Three lots at Mountain 
Lake Park have been given, to be sold for the benefit of the Home. 
These are valued at $210. These pledges, with other smaller ones made 
at our Annual Convocation of the Woman's Home Missionary Society, 
will cover all our debt. 

The rooms in the Home were tastefully furnished by the persons 
who pledged themselves to do this. Several boxes oi supplies were 
sent, which helped us in curtailing expenses. The number of workers 
entertained was eleven, eight of whom were deaconesses, two mission- 
aries, and one a worker for the Deaconess Bureau. Cincinnati, Balti- 
more, Washington, and Illinois were represented by our deaconesses. 
Twenty-seven other boarders and lodgers were entertained. 

Very sweet testimonials of appreciation came from those who were 
at the Home. One, who had had a great spiritual uplift, writes; "For 
several reasons it was the pleasantest vacation I ever spent, and all 
my plans for next summer take in Mountain Lake Park. You will 
be glad to know that the Lord is more precious to me day by day, 
and that I find joy unspeakable in him. He seems to be a part of tny 
life as never before." The thought that we are giving an opportunity 
for renewal of strength and spiritual uplift to our faithful workers 
abundantly repays us for our labor. We are planning to raise a fund 
for free entertainment next year, by means of which we may be able 
to bring some to our Home for a rest who could not otherwise come. 
We are using mite-boxes for this purpose. The future of Thompson 
Rest Home is full of promise.

We have had, during- the year, our full quota of deaconesses, and 
the thought is that this has been, in many respects, the best year 
known to our work in Salt Lake City. Four deaconesses have been in 
the Home, and have faithfully and efficiently prosecuted their various 
lines of work. Each, with the exception of the Superintendent, has 
conducted an Industrial School once a week, beside the regular service 
rendered for the Churches to which they were assigned; Miss Neighbor 
and Miss Davis each assisting two Churches, and Miss Kullenberg serving 
the Scandinavian Church.

Four hundred and thirteen calls have been made by Mrs. Kings- 
bury, with seventy-two opportunities for prayer and Bible reading. She 
has held and addressed 20 meetings, and distributed 326 religious papers 
and tracts. She is in a community strongly Mormon, but she has the 
respect of all classes.

During the past year. Miss Alice B. Shirey has performed a good 
service in this city. She has prepared the way for the larger work in 
the Home at Bridgeport, with which, henceforth, she will be associated. 

Wilmington, Delaware. 

The Deaconess Work at Wilmington is again resumed, with Mrs. 
J. M. Plyley as the deaconess in charge. Mrs. Plyley has been but 
a few weeks at Iier field of labor, but already we hear excellent reports 
of what she is accomplishing, and believe that another year will furnish 
such a report as will indicate a prosperous and fruitful work. 
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The record of our work is now before you — ils past results, its present nee<ts, its proph- 
ecies. In Dr. Palmer's thoughtful essay on "The Glory of the Imperfect," he says Ibtl 
" the spirit of Jesus is to catch the future in the instant, to see (he Infinite in the finite, lo 
watch the growth of the Perfect out of the imperfect."

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BUREAU FOR ORIENTAL WORK. 

We have no need to cross the seas and jungles of tropical lands to 
find missionary work. Heathenism as dark as any found in the wilds of 
Africa or the islands of the South Seas is to be found at our doors. 
Kver since the Chinese set foot upon the shores of California, human 
chattel slavery has existed. The army of custom house officials, the 
immiRration officials, the laws of the land, the whole power of a united 
Christian sentiment, backed by the mora! sentiment of the entire com- 
munity, has thus far been but a portiere of cobwebs across the Golden 
Gate SO far as excluding these yellow-faced slaves is concerned. The 
hands which are lifting the weeping slaves out of the gutter are those 
of a few women actuated by a desire to follow in the footsteps of the 
Good and Gentle One, who challenged a howling mob when a. sinful 
woman was cowering at his feet. 

Five thousand Chinese women in Cahfornia — fifteen hundred slaves 
in San Francisco, two hundred of these are iiiile slave-girls — slaves in 
free America, America, that once spent money and blood to put down 
African slavery! These slave-girls on our Pacific Coast have been bought 
or kidnaped in China, brought to this free country, sold in the silent 
slave-market of San Francisco, and doomed to a slavery that passes 
description. 

In iS;*!, Dr. Gibson was asked to go to the police station to talk to 
a poor Chinese woman who wanted to "see a Jesus man." Tired of 
life, she one night cast off her gaudy dress and ornaments, put on an 
old garment, went out into the darkness, reached the Bay, and threw 
herself into its cold waters, was landed in a boat by a colored man, and 
by Mr, Gibson was taken to 916 Washington Street. This breaking away 
from slavery was the beginning of a new life. She married a Christian, 
and together they set up an altar for a Christian home, the first in San 
Francisco, perhaps the first in America. She was a devoted Christian 
for several years, when she entered into life eternal. 

At 6rst these women looked shyly upon our mission, and five months 
passed after the completion of the building before any women ran to 
it for shelter. The records show that over four hundred women and 
girls have been helped to a better life in the years since Jin Ho was 
rescued from a watery grave. All come with tales of woe and misery, 
pitiful casesi Perhaps the father tells the mother he is going to "sell . 
the baby." The little innocent onel He has a gambhng bill, and money 
is needed. The mother will not listen to his pleadings, and in the night- 
time she takes the little one, and hastily seeks the open doors of the 
Rescue Home. 

The school begun thirty years ago still continues — in the morning 
for English, in the afternoon for Chinese; and along with both the gospel 
story is taught. On Sabbath mornings a large part of the Sunday-school 
is made up of the girls from our Mission Home and mothers who were 
mission girls before. These have married, and now they come, bringing 
little children by the hand. They all love the chapel on the hillside! 

Another school has an interest for us. Amid the din and noise of 
Chinatown a Sunday-school was started two years ago, and each Sun- 
day afternoon scores of men, and a few women and lots of little ydlow- 
bloused children come to hear the old, old story, so old to us, but so new 
to them. Our missionary. Miss Lake, has now been going in and out 
of Chinese homes for four years. To some of these homes she is very 
welcome. She meets those who have never been outside the places 
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called "home" since first they landed in San Francisco. She finds mothers 
with small feet, mothers with large feet, fondling poor little bonnd- 
footed girls who cry piteously; but the motherly pride and superstition 
dare not disregard her early teachings on foot-binding, and so she pities, 
but does not remove the cause of the little one's agony. There have 
been, during the year, twenty Christian families who ^ways need help in 
some way. There are about five hundred families idol -worshipers. Of 
these, fifty are visited by our workers. 

Do you, dear sisters, realize what it means to visit a real Chinese 
family abode? It often means climbing rickety stairs, dark and winding — 
once nice houses, but now given over to the Orientals. You enter halit 
whose walls, ceilings, and floors are grimed with the accumulated dirt of 
years; birds, parrots, chickens, monkeys, and children are breathing the 
same air; curses loud on every side; men and women running from the 
"foreign devils." These people are not unwilling to have the children go 
to school upon either or both week-days or Sabbath, but often too indo- 
lent to attend to it, and so the teacher, or the interpreter or the missionary, 
goes to get the little ones, and attends them back and forth. 

In the visiting among families there is sometimes an opportunity to 
give a Bible lesson, teach a sweet story in song, comfort the sick, and 
even prepare the dead for burial. The calls during the year made by 
our deaconess. Miss Lake, number eight hundred. She has taught in 
the two Sunday-schools, and is Superintendent of both of them. The 
rescue work done during the year often involves grave personal danger. 

The work this year is as full of promise as in other years. There 
have been forty-five girls and women under our care and direction, 
nineteen being new ones. There are but fifteen now, as some of them 
have married, some have gore to China. A few tired of the four walls 
that had given them protection, eluded locks and bars, and went back 
to bad husbands or to a slave's life. We shall never be satisfied until 
there are no more little slave-girls. A few weeks ago, a bright-faced 
young woman sought protection from a cruel husband, who rejoiced in 
the possession of two other wives. 

A week ago word came from our sisters in Southern California that 
some one must come to get a little girl whose mother had committed 
suicide, and the father would be sure to sell her; and so Miss Lake 
went five hundred miles that the little one might have the protection 
needed. While guardianship papers are being made out, she is in biding 
in the home of your secretary, happy in the companionship of another 
rescued yellow-faced Mongolian sister, who is happy all the day, but 
can never go into the street without a protector. 

The girls in the Home are all members of the Church, and when, 
a few nights since, I attended a prayer service, two girls responded in 
prayer to the pastor's call. How different these lives from those oi the 
idol-worshiping ones across the street! They know no worship except 
that of incense-burning, exploding fire-crackers, and other combustible 
pagan prayers. 

Among Chinese people the relative position of the two sexes at 
their start in life is shown by the following quotation from the Chinese 

"Sons shall be his, on couches lulled to rest. 
The little ones, enrobed, with scepters play; 

Their infant cries are loud as stern behest; 
Their kness the vermeil covers shall display. 

As king hereafter one shall be addressed; 

The rest, as princes, in our States shall sway. 
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And daughters also to him shall be born. 

They shall be placed upon the ground to sleep; 

Their playthings, tiles; their dress, the simplest worn; 
Their part alike from good and ill to keep, 

And ne'er their parents' hearts to cause to mourn; 
To cook the food, and spirit malt to keep." 

During this year some wives have had difficulty in landing on 
Teturoing from China. One case was that of a woman and three chil- 
dren, who, years ago, was in our Home, and was married from it, so 
we were greatly interested. She was refused entrance into San Francisco 
because the husband and father, who a few months before had taken 
them to China, had returned previously, and not going into business, had 
been engaged to cook in a family, and this debarred his wife from a 
right to land in America as a merchant's wife, and although proof suffi- 
cient was ofFered that this was the woman who went to China as a 
merchant's wife, the Government red tape prevented her joining her 
husband. And so this good, clean, Christian woman was detained one 
month in the cold, wet wharf-shed, huddled amongst the vile and un- 
washed. During this time much work had to be done before she was 
allowed to come ashore. 

If there are those who do not believe the Orientals are ill-treated, 
read what Ho Yow, Chinese Consul General to the United States, says in 
the June Forum: 

"He tells us that a Chinese merchant in a Western town goes 
back to his mother country for a visit. He returns to our shores, he is 
stopped at San Francisco, thrown into what is called a Detention Loft, 
while his certificate of former residence is forwarded to some official 
at his place of business. It is a dirty, miserable hole, and here he is 
often kept for weeks and months, while officials dawdle over his case, 
or pigeonhole his papers. 'In this prison,' says Ho Yow, 'are held 
for long periods Chinese gentlemen worth hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, men of vast interests, tea merchants, scholars, bankers, and 
others. They are subjected to indignities of exquisite refinement, while 
their pecuniary loss is beyond computation.' 

"Now it must be admitted that when these unfortunate pioneers 
to America go back and tell their story to their fellow-countrymen, it 
is not likely to start a wave of affection over the land. England, also, 
would not have to look far into the history of the past to find some 
reasons for the failure of the Chinese to love her dearly. Nobody has 
loved the Chinese but the missionaries. All other interest in China is 
measured by and made up of cold dollars and cents. Yet, sad to say, the 
missionaries are made victims of the antipathy which the selfishness and 
■sins of others have aroused." 

A few weeks ago word came from Pacific Grove, a fishing town 
one hundred miles from San Francisco, that a Chinese girl eighteen 
years old had been sold by her parents to a man for a wife. But the 
girl soon learned she was a slave, and not a wife. So she ran ofl; then 
she was offered again for sale. Word came to us for Miss Lake to 
go for her. In the early morning hours the missionary watched and 
waited till she was rewarded by seeing the girl run towards her. Her 
clothes were changed for American ones, and together they came to 
the Rescue Home in San Francisco. 

At the commencement of this year a bubonic-plague scare assumed 
lively proportions in San Francisco. The cloud had a "silver lining," 
liowever, for just outside of the quarantine limits were hundreds of 
Chinese, eager always to go where the crowd went. Usually these 
swarmed around the theaters, joss'houses, and dens of vice. Being shut 
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out irom these, they crowded the places of worship on the edge of 
Chinatown, it is to be hoped with good reaulta. During these days 
of sadness among these people a few good men and women were inocu- 
lated, and went in and out comforting wives and children whose hus- 
bands and fathers were outside the quarantine limits, and were not 
allowed to go to their families and retain their positions outside. Some 
Chinese Christians remained in their homes that they might comfort 
their friends. Food was sent in by the authorities, but not always enough, 
and one day many went hungry to bed. 

At the Eighteenth Annual Meeting some of you saw the picture 
of Miss Lake and Lin Kim — the same photograph is in the "souvenir 
volume." This boy was in our Mission Home two years, sent there by 
the courts awaiting landing or deportation. Finally it was proven that 
he was a slave, and not a "native son," and had no right to land in 
America. He was sent to China, and placed in good hands, and has 
the promise of returning to America as a student when sixteen years 
old, A gentleman who is fond of the bright little fellow has assumed 
his support. The sequel will be in the twentieth century. 

Since my last report, the little brown men and women have been 
coming to America and to San Francisco in greater numbers than ever 
before. And the problem is, are we to save them for Christ? They are 
eagerly sought for as servants. The great need is a school for the 
women and a desire on their part to learn the English language, which 
they so sadly need if they would be good servants. A school has been 
begun under our supervision by a Japanese woman who is a graduate 
of a school in Japan, at which place she embraced Christianity, and for 
it was renounced by her people. She came to San Francisco, and we 
hope she may be the means of helping her people to a knowledge 
of Christ and his gospel. 

Chinese Work io Soutfaeni CallfoniUi. 

(Reported by Mrs. W. H. Bihm.) 

A God-given opportunity to carry the gospel to the heathen is 
presented to us by the thousands of Chinese in our own Southland. It 
is estimated that about five thousand Celestials are in Los Angeles; of 
these, there are perhaps one hundred women and seventy-five children. 
Six of these women are members of our Church. 

Our faithful, efficient missionary, Mrs. T. F, Davis, by her ability 
to speak and teach the Cantonese dialect, has been able to see direct 
results o( her work. Her first convert in Los Angeles, Mrs. Lan Yui, 
is now a Bible woman, and an earnest worker among her own people here. 
Every day, except Saturday, from eleven o'clock to four, she is engaged 
in teaching, visiting the sick, and telling of the Christ that can bring 
light into their darkened lives. The last year she taught about five 
hundred lessons, gave three hundred spiritual talks, and visited many 
sick. One of her recent converts has begun missionary work by greet- 
ing Americans with whom she comes in contact with the greeting, 
"You love Jesus?" Mrs, Davis, being ill, could only render service six 
months. She has the confidence of the Chinese women, and many are 
trying to break the bonds of superstition and ignorance, and getting 
glimpses of a better life. 

Japanese Work. 

A few months ago ten thousand womei 
Macedonian cry, "Come over and help us," a 
brook, a deaconess, who joins Miss Sudo, 
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work in Honolulu, where last year the Chinese aod Japanese possessions 
were burned by order of the Government. An account of this will be 
in the November Woman's Home Missions. For a lime shelter was given 
seven hundred Japanese women in a drill-shed. Here Miss Sudo worked 
among them for two months; some conversions were the immediate re- 
sults. When released from the place of detention, a Sunday-school was or- 
ganized, and a good deal of work has been beg"" by Miss Holbrook and 
Miss Sudo and Mrs. Takahashi. In a recent letter, Miss Holbrook 
speaks of a sewing- school,- and other work is contemplated. Work is 
also being done by other denominations. But there is a field tor our 
Woman's Home Missionary Society which we can not afford to over- 
look if we shall take these people for Christ During all the centuries 
these mothers wil! go to Japan, then come back to these West pos- 
sessions, and in each trip they will be the means of taking the gospel 
to their own people. Japanese and Chinese native converts have proven 
themselves worthy of the Savior who died for them. 

Your Secretary has written many letters every month — in one month 
as many as seventy. She is glad to do it, that the interest may increase 
till not one pagan shall say, "I was never told of the Christ," and all 
shall listen to the words; "Fear rot, I am with thee; I will bring thy 
seed from the East, and gather them from the West; I will say to the 
North, Give up, and to the South, Keep not back."

Do you want a part 
in this? Help these brethren. Is this all? When the gates of heaven 
are opened, the Master will welcome those quiet, heroic wives to a 
larger place. We will have to wait for our welcome until they get in. 
Could you but see some of them, endurance written on their facesi We 
will stand by them always. Can you say what it means to keep a family 
on two hundred and ten dollars, and keep cheerful? To help all these

BUREAU FOR YOUNG PEOPLE. 

As OUR young people are the hope of our Church, so are they the 
hope of our Woman's Home Missionary Society. This thought should 
inspire the members of our Conference Executive Boards and the mem- 
bers of our Auxiliaries to greater activity in bringing larger numbers 
of the young women and children of our Church into active member- 
ship with us in the work of Christianizing and helping the unsaved 
masses of humanity in our own land, thousands of whom have not a 
thought beyond this life, for even in this beautiful land of ours there 
are many dark spots where the people are living without the blessed 
light of the gospel. We have never spoken to an audience of young 
people whose hearts have not been touched when we have stated these 
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fkcts, and who have not quickly responded in the afHnnative to the ques- 
tion, "Will you help us m this work?" Our young people will come into 
our work gladly, whenever we will offer ourselves as leaders, in numbers 
sufficient to hold up the hands of those who are already aroused to a 
■ realization of the fact that the future success of otir cause depends largely 
upon arousing a permanent interest in our work among the young people 

Cincinnati Conference again takes the lead with her 2,630 young 
people, who are members of Circles, Bands, and Mothers' Jewels. 

It is impossible to give a detailed account, in the short time allotted 
to the reading of our reports, to state what the young people of our 
Society in our several Conferences have done during the past year; but, 
as nearly as we can judge from the reports sent in, their membership 
and aid is in the following order: East Ohio, Southern Cahfornia, New 
England, California, Genesee, Wilmington, New Jersey, Indiana, Wyom- 
ing, Minnesota and North Minnesota, Newark, Central Pennsylvania, 
Erie, Philadelphia, Rock River, Ohio, Pittsburg, New England South- 
ern, New Hampshire, North Indiana, Northern Illinois, Iowa, New 
York, Illinois, Detroit, Des Moines, Vermont, Nebraska, Maine, Ohio, 
Michigan, and Colorado Conferences. Each of these Conferences have 
earnest and faithful Secretaries for their Young People's Work. The 
reports from many of these Secretaries show an advancement over last 
year's reports. 

The following report from a Conference Secretary for Young People's 
Circles is a model for brevity and desired information: "We have at 
present thirteen living, active Circles, with a membership of .about 
300. Money raised during the year, $362,60. Value of supplies fur- 
nished, $130.29. Much good work has been done by our loyal-hearted, 
energetic girls. They have been especially interested in frontier and 
deaconess work," 

Within the past five years we find that our beautiful child's paper; 
the young people's membership and pledge cards, of which there are 
five kinds; the blanks for young people's reports; and the Jewel mite- 
boxes have been originated and introduced, and over thirty Secretaries 
for Young People's Work added to the eleven which we had in the 
Young People's Bureau at that time. Surely "advance" has been our 
.watchword, and "success" has crowned the efforts of those who have 
labored to arouse an interest in the work of our Society among the 
young women and children of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
"Work done for God will never die; 
Yea, it your Ufe will beautify."

REPORT FOR 1898-99— OMITTED FROM EIGHTEENTH 
ANNUAL REPORT. 

The year that has passed has been full of encouragement for those 
interested in the work of Systematic Beneficence in our Society. 

Inquiries from individuals, Auxiliaries, Conference Corresponding 
Secretaries, and ministers, especially through the West, show that there 
is a great awakening on the subject of "paying God what we owe him." 
It has been said concerning the tithe: "It would seem incredible that 
God would put into any human soul, enlightened or unenlightened, a 
distinct sense of duty and obligation, and then give no standard or 
measure by which it may be known when the duty is performed." 

At the Convention held in Minneapolis last year, the following reso- 
lution was passed (p, iga, Annual Report) : 

"Realizing that our financial methods in the past have been inade- 
quate to meet the ever-increasing demands of otir work for the advance- 
ment and extension of Christ's kingdom in the earth; therefore, 

"Resolved, i. That we, the members of the Woman's Home Misuon- 
ary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church, pledge ourselves to 
obey the Divine injunction contained in Malachi iii, 10, 'Bring ye all 
the tithes into the storehouse,' and that we hereby record our faith 
iv. God's power and willingness to fulfill his promise to 'open the win- 
dows of heaven, and pour out such blessings upon us as there shall 
not be room enough to receive it.' t 

"Resolved, 2. That, as individuals, we will use every proper means 
to persuade others to join us in keeping this ordinance, that they shall 
share with us the promised reward contained in Deuteronomy, 'That 
the Lord our God shall bless us in all the work which we set onr 
hands unto.' " 

One of the immediate results of this resolution was the opening 
of a tithers' book with the following pledge: "I believe in, and will prac- 
tice, the Bible rule of setting apart 'one-tenth' of my income for the 
advancement of Christ's kingdom in the earth, and I hereby promise 
to persuade others to join me in the Scripture plan of tithing." 

Forty-two names were then enrolled, and we rejoice to tell yon 
that the name of our late Corresponding Secretary, Mrs. Richard S. 
Rust, adorns the pages of our pledge-book, so that in this, as in all her 
work for the Society, "she, being dead, yet speaketh." 

Your Committee would recommend that this book be kept for Con- 
vention use only, and that the status of each Annual Meeting on the 
question of tithing may be taken and preserved for future reference 
and encouragement. 
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L session at Springfield, Mass., i 

. _ ipolis, asking that they, our chii 

pastors, bring the subject of tithing forcibly before the Annual Con- 
ferences, was treated with kindness and consideration, and a vote was 
taken, allowing each Bishop the liberty of presenting this subject to 
his Conference, if he so desired. 

The request for space in the Auxiliary quarterly blanks in which 
to report Systematic Beneficence has been granted, and the next blanks 
printed will, we hope, include this important work. 

Since the beginning of the new Home Missionary year. Conference 
Executive Boards have been falling info line, and one after another 
are selecting Corresponding Secretaries of Systematic Beneficence, thir- 
teen of which have reported up to the present time: Ohio, East Ohio, 
Genesee, Holston, Nebraska, New England, Central Ohio, Northwest 
Iowa, Upper Iowa, Southern California, Virginia, and Vermont Con- 

We learn with pleasure that Conference Secretaries of Young Peo- 
ple's Work and our General Organizers arc scattering the seed oroad- 
cast in the hearts of the children, the hope of the Church of the twen- . 
tieth century. We can not ovestimate the value of Woman's Home 
Missions in carrying the leaven of Systematic Beneficence into every 
Conference throughout the United States, and we desire to thank the 
Board of Management and our tireless Editor, Mrs. McCabe, for grant- 
ing this Bureau a fair share of space in its columns each month. 

We press upon you, fellow- workers, more urgently than ever be- 
fore the duty of tithing, because no humanely-devised plan will meet 
the exigencies of the hour. Already you have heard, through the 
Corresponding Secretaiy's Report, that the General Missionary Com- 
mittee is looking to this Society to help in the work contemplated in 
Porto Rico. We have been praying, "Thy kingdom come," not realizing 
that we were praying for expansion in its broadest, fullest, and most 
glorious sense, and God has answered our prayers by committing to 
our care, as a Nation, millions of immortal souls in those far-away 
islands of the sea. 

We rejoice in the growing appreciation of believers in the eternal 
truths of the Old Testament concerning tithing: truths which the light 
of the New Testament Dispesation so expanded and illumined, that 
Paul, the apostle to the Gentiles, declares that Christ "himself receives 
our tithes." Paul, who twice saw Christ after he was glorified; Paul, 
whom God chose to be a witness to all men of the great fact of the 
resurrection, says in Hebrews viii, 8; "Here men that die receive tithes, 
but there he receiveth them, of whom it is witnessed that he liveth." 

In closing our report, we bespeak the co-operation of every officer, 
every Conference Corresponding Seicretary, and every delegate and vis- 
itor to this Convention in spreading the gospel of the tenth, and indulge 
the hope that the thirteen Conferences now reported may multiply like 
the thirteen original States, until every Conference in this fair land shall 
be actively controlled under the banner of Systematic Beneficence. 

Let us, with the women of the Upper Iowa Conference, "lay our 
tithes beside our prayer, "Thy kingdom come," and we will not long 
wait for the fulfillment of the promise, "I will open the windows of 
heaven, and pour you out such a blessing as there shall not be room 
enough to receive it." 

REPORT FOR 1899-1900. 

Your Secretary comes before you to-day to report progress in the 
work of Systematic Beneficence. 

During the year we have communicated by letter with each of our 
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seventy-nine Conference Corresponding Secretaries on this subject 
About one-third have responded to our letters. Twenty-five Confer- 
ences are now in close touch with the Bureau, as compared with thir- 
teen last year; fourteen have regularly- elected Secretaries; eleven are 
working through either the Conference Secretary or the Treasurer; and 
in one Conference, the Secretary of Supplies does the work. 

Thousands of pages of literature have been scattered through these 
Conferences, and some of our Secretaries, realizing that tithing is the 
duty of the Church universal, have not confined themselves to the Aiuc- 
Iliaries, but have endeavored to place the literature in the hands o( oU 
Church members, Official Boards, Sunday-school Superintendents, and 
members of the Epworth Leagues. 

The Conferences actively interested are Baltimore, Central New 
York, Central Ohio, Central Pennsylvania, Colorado, Eastern Ohio, 
Genesee, Holston, Illmois, Indiana, Iowa, Nebraska, New England, New 
Jersey, New York, Northern Indiana, Northern New York, Northwest 
Indiana, Northwest Iowa, Pittsburg, Southern California, Southwest 
Kansas, Upper Iowa, Vermont, and Western Wisconsin. 

Our methods of work are simple, being principally faithfulness in 
wisely distributing the literature, seeking a place on every quarterly, 
district, and annual meeting, that the cause may have a hearing; using 
the pledge-books and pledge-leaflets, and trying, as opportunity offers, 
to secure the consent of our people to the observance of this duty. 

The details of this work, and the inspiration that has come through 
correspondence with consecrated, loyal, enthusiastic workers everywhere, 
I dare not even touch upon, for time is limited; but it is very certain 
that the Spirit of God is pressing home to the hearts of believers every- 
where this truth— that the tithe, yielded^ honestly and gladly back to 
God, is to be the prime factor in the salvation of the world. 

As Christians, we claim to be living according to God's law, as laid 
down in his Word, in all other things; why not in this? The Bible tells 
us that "Obedience is better than sacrifice; that disobedience provokes 
God's anger, forfeits his promised blessings, brings a curse." 

The Prophet Samuel says: "Hath the Lord as great delight in 
burnt offerings and sacrifices as in obeying the voice of the Lord? Be- 
hold, to obey is better than sacrifice, and to hearken, than the fat of rams." 
"Because thou hast rejected the Word of the Lord, he hath also re- 
jected thee." 

We are running a fearful risk when we reject the Word of the Lord 
on this particular subject, and attempt to offer him our burnt ofTerings 
and sacrifices before we have paid him what we owe him. The Divine 
order is, tithes first, then offerings. 

What is the meaning of the straining and groaning of God's people 
everywhere under heavy burdens of church debt and missionary effort? 
Simply this; they have not obeyed God's command about bringing ail 
the tithes to the storehouse. Their distress is the unfailing sign of 
their disobedience. 

N. P. Bailey says: "Now, it is a rule, both in law and also in morals 
and religion, that 'the reason for a. law remaining, the law itself remains.' 
Was there, then, any reason for paying tithes under the Mosaic Dis- 
pensation that does not remain under the Christian Dispensation? If 
not, then the law of the tithe remains in full force, unless it has been 
formally repealed." 

"So, too, the uses to which God devoted the tithe under the former 
dispensation remain under the present one, and hence the tieed of it 
now. As the tithe was the Lord's, he required its use in the matters 
of religion and worship. He appropriated it, first, to the support of 
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the priests and Leviles; second, to the supplies for the altars; third, to 
the many other expenses of the temple service. So, now, God still has 
a Church, and a ministry, and requires worship, and these involve ex- 
pense; and so he demands the payment of the tithe to meet these expenses. 
The Church is the Lord's, and the ministry is the Lord's; and the tithe 
is also his, and is to be used to support his Church and ministry. All 
these reasons for the law of the tithe remaining, the law itself must 

When Nehemiah returned to Jerusalem, after an absence of twelve 
years, and saw the abuses that were being practiced by those whom he 
had left in charge of the affairs of the temple, and how the people were 
desecrating the Sabbath, and marrying their sons and daughters to the 
heathen around them, "he was grieved to the heart" as he set himself 
to the work of reform. 

And it is a significant fact that the first step taken in the way of 
reform was to call for the bringing in of the tithes which were being 
withheld, while the Levites and singers, whom God had said were to 
be supported by the tithes of the people, had been forced to go into 
the fields and earn their bread. These were all brought back and set 
in their places, "and all Judea brought the tithes of the corn, and the 
new wine, and the oil into the storehouses." 

He then set himself to secure the proper observance of the Sabbath. 
He saw some treading wine-presses on the Sabbath; others bringing in 
sheaves, and ladine asses; "and all manner of burdens were brought into 
Jerusalem on the Sabbath-day." 

Nehemiah had begun right in his work of reform; his people had 
canceled their financial obligations to God, whose favor now rested on 
them, and victory over this evil was their reward. 

He then contended with the people about giving their children in 
marriage to the heathen. Some were severely punished, and others 
were made to swear before God that these marriages should cease. 
Here again were Nehemiah's efforts crowned with success, and his 
people were cleansed from this iniquity also. 

We, in these later times, have had our crusades against intemper- 
ance, polygamy, and Sabbath desecration, and we are forced to confess 
that the results have neither been permanent nor satisfactory. Would it 
startle you if one should say: "If God's people would but get right with 
him on the money question, it would be the beginning of the end of 
all the abuses that curse our modern civilization." His eye beholds the 
evils that his children are powerless to prevent, and he implores us to 
meet the easy conditions laid down in Malachi iii, to, that he may prove 
to us the truth of his Word, and pour out such spiritual blessings upon 
his Church as shall wash the earth clean of its iniquity and sin. 

One-twentieth of our income will not unlock the windows of heaven 
and let the cleansing, purifying torrents of spiritual power down. Wash- 
ing six times in the Jordan was not sufHcient, as Naaman, the leper, 
could testify; seven times, and his flesh came as a little child. 

The command is one-tenth. The whole tithe, and nothing else, will 
unlock the invisible reservoirs of heaven. 

Let us see to it that, as individuals, we square our accounts, large 
or small, with God; and then, use every opportunity to carry the leaven 
into our Auxiliaries, our Churches, our Epworth Leagues, and especially 
into the Sunday-schools among the little children, the coming power of 
the Church. 

Do not forget to register your name and the Conference you repre- 
sent in the lithers' book. We are making Church history, and want the 
status of each Annual Convention on this question. 
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At Minneapolis, in 1898, there were forty-two names enrolled, repre- 
senting twenty Conferences, At Pittsburg, last year, fifty-one names 
were enrolled, representinj twenty-six Conferences. 

You may have registered last year; no matter, register again, and 
thus renew your covenant. No one who is sincerely interested in this 
issue, should fail to put herself on record before this Convention closes.

MEDICAL MISSION WORK, BOSTON— NORTH END. 

The first Medical Mission of the Woman's Home Missionary So- 
ciety was opened for patients on October ig, 1894, at 40 Hall Street, 
Boston, Massachusetts. It was begun in a small way, in a tenement 
of three little rooms. Miss Cooke, who had spent three years at 
Mildmay, London, was the one who thought of this work and began it 
D. Howard A. Powers became the Medical Director, and has been active 
in its growth and development. It has steadily grown in favor with 
the poor people and in the confidence of the pubUc. 

Its management has been wise and on strictly economic plans. A 
small fee is charged each patient — ten cents for clinic call, and one dollar 
for obstetrical cases. These fees make up our desk fund, from which 
are supplied all our expenses for medicines, instruments, and cleaning 
and lighting our rooms; also the car-fares, telephone, and other expenses 
of this kind. 

The work has become so large now that our rooms are too small 
for the clinics which are held every day, excepting Sunday, from 10 
A. M. to 12 M. The doctors who_hold the clinics are men of wide 
experience and specialists in some departments. They give their services 
free of charge. We have been most fortunate in our medical staBf, for 
the physicians not only give their services, but they have shown an 
interest in everything that pertains to the welfare of the work. Dr. 
Powers, as Medical Director, selects our resident physicians from the 
senior class of the Boston University School of Medicine, and he is 
responsible for them in their practice, and comes at their call, night 
or day, if they have a case that needs his skill. 

Since the first of January of this year there have been treated five 
thousand patients, and during the month of August alone 559 patients 
were enrolled on our books. There are many surgical cases, and, during 
the summer, many cases of children's diseases. The people are mostly 
foreign, the Italians predominating. They are grateful, and always 
willing to pay their ten cents. Many are too poor to pay; but no one 
is turned away. 

We had for our trained nurse this year Miss Mary Fillman, from 
Delaware University, Ohio, She was an ideal Christian nurse, and we 
very reluctantly accepted her resignation, to Jet her go to Korea. Mtas 
Viola Fry, from the Episcopal Hospital in Philadelphia, is her suc- 
cessor, a devoted Christian and a nurse of long experience. 

Miss Nitti, an Italian young lady from Rome, who was five years 
in the Gamble Home, of Cincinnati, Ohio, has done excellent work as 
assistant nurse. She is able to conduct the gospel services in Italian 
in our waiting room, and her "house-to-house" visiting has been blessed. 
She has gathered a large mothers' meeting, and in many ways has 

Dr. Wells, a young man rapidly rising to an important place as 
oculist and aurist, holds each week an "eye and ear" clinic; and Dr. 
Bush, a young man from the Boston University, has done very good 
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service among the poor by hig skill and kindness. We have not room 
enough to speak of each by name, but the two young men who have 
acted as resident doctors are deserving of honorable mention for faith- 
ful service. 

The aim of the Medical Mission is to minister to suffering ones 
who are poor and needy, and teach them to look to the Great Physician. 
This is an open and effectual door to the hearts of the poor strangers 
who have come to be a part of our people, and need helping hands 
stretched out to guide them into the truth as well as into good citizen- 
ship. They are eager to learn. 

Thousands of children, whose parents never will speak English, are 
growing up to become an important part of our people, whose vote 
will count one just as the sons of the bluest blood in our land will only 
count one. If this work does not appeal to intelligent Christians as 
missionary work of the highest kind, we feel there is a fiber lacking 
in our Christian patriotism which needs strengthening. 

We hope, in a year, to move into our new building. It is to be a 
model of its kind, and an honor to onr noble Society. The ground is 
bought, and the plans are completed. The building, with its grounds, 
will cost at least $20,000; but we build for the future as well as the 
present need. 

We hope many a medical missionary will find practical training 
here both for home and foreign fields. It is an ideal place to learn 
how foreign mission work is done. We expect next year other Medical 
Mission reports will be coming in. Look out for Boylan Home, and 
give them a word of cheer. Is not Porto Kico a good place for a 
Home Medical Mission? 

Send us a christening fee, at least, for our new building. We need 
courage and faith for the work.

ATLANTA CONFERENCE. 

Mas. WtLLiAMs wrote me this fall, asking that I organize the 
Woinan's Home Missionary Society in this Conference, and arrange 
for a public meeting during the session of the Annual Conference to be 
held in Atlanta in December. 

I have seen the presiding elders, and they will do all they can 
by co-operating and helping us to organize on their districts. We have 
invited the ministers' wives to attend the Conference, and have promise 
of place on the program during the Conference session; and besides 
the platform meeting, will call a conference for general instruction. 

We have organized at Lloyd Street Church what we hope may prove 
a thrifty Society. 

Previous to organizing, I read the Constitution of the Woman's 
Home Missionary Society and the by-laws for local Societies, that thej 
might have an intelligent knowledge of what would be expected of them. 

We have a Conference Woman's Home Missionary Sociey that has 
been organized for several years, and has paid in a little money; but, as 
near as I can find out, this has been paid to the pastors, and reported 
in the general missionary collection. 

While the Woman's Home Missionary Society has had small ot 
no representation in the .Atlanta Conference, in behalf of the Confer- 
ence I want to say (hey are a generous people, and give liberally of 
what Ihey have. Most of the Churches are burdened with debt. 

At Lloyd Street they are working hard to pay off a debt. The 
pastor told me they reduced the debt three thousand dollars last year, 
and explained that the Church paid one thousand dollars, and the Church 
Extension Society g^ve them two thousand dollars in interest money. 

Some of our girls in Savannah are helping to support a girl in 
the Home this year. 

We hope to do much at Lloyd Street Church the coming year, and 
have arranged for a class in sewing for children, Saturday afternoon, to 
be taught in primary Sunday-school room, the class to be taught hj 
Mrs. Pearce, one of the teachers from Thayer Home. 

We want to have cooking lessons for the older girls once a week, 
to be taught by Miss Denison, provided we can get the equipment. 

There is in the vestry of Lloyd Street Church, besides the main 
room used for meeting, two rooms about 3o x 18. These rooms need 
new floors and general renovating. We want to fit up one of them 
as a reading-room for young men, lo be open every day; the other as 
a lunch-room, and to be used for cooking classes. 

This would provide some place for the young men — the great middle 
class — and keep them away from the saloon, and I believe would be 
170 
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the salvation of many. Dr. Parkhurst touched the keynote when he 
asked, "Where are our boys?" I believe this work would do great 
good in Atlanta, and that in a short while the lunch department would 
pay its expenses. 

Lloyd Street Church is in the heart ot the city. The pastor, Rev, Mr. 
Rush, is ready to co-operate, and has already conferred with the trustees 
of the Church. They will give the rent and provide heat and light. 

Anna E. Hall will finish her course in Boston Deaconess Home and 
Training-school this year, and the Lloyd Street Church earnestly pe- 
titions the Woman's Home Missionary Society to send Miss Hall to 
Atlanta to work in that Church. Miss jBssiE S. Wragg,

ALABAMA CONFERENCE. 

The Alabama Conference Woman's 
not one year old. It was my privilege 
in this Conference at Kinsey, with ten members; one more was added, 
making a membership of eleven. 

One woman who, with her two girls, toiled day after day in 
the field aiding her husband, and who, on finding at the end of the 
year that they were in debt, had hoped she could have had a new 
calico dress, was one of the first to give her name, saying she 
thought she could pay her membership dues by paying a nickel at a 
time; and a woman who, in her testimony at class- meeting, said "if 
she did have to come dressed in rags and strings, she was coming, 
and was going to serve her Savior faithfully." 

More than half of the members are compelled to work in the field, 
but with hearts of love and interest in any good work, they desire to 
do what they can. 

At the first meeting after the oganization they planned and com- 
menced to make bedding for the Emehne S. Hamfen Industrial Home. 

We have distributed considerable missionary literature, and a de- 
gree of interest has been awakened, and several women have said they 
desired to join the Woman's Home Missionary Society; but the Auxil- 
iaries are not fully organized. 

As most great things come from small beginnings, we have hope 
for Alab&ma Conference, and trust a much better report may be given 
next year.

BALTIMORE CONFERENCE. 

Wk come with thanksgiving to report the past year as the most 
successful in the history of the Baltimore Conference. We now number 
seventy-six Auxiliaries, sixteen having been organized during the past 
year. We have taken new work in Porto Rico, and have continued 
our aid in the missionary's salary in Alaska, and are supporting bene- 
ficiaries there, in Watts De Pcyster, in New Mexico, for a rescued Chinese 
girl in San Francisco, and a student in the National Training-school. 
We have aided the immigrant work, sent supplies to the frontier, and 
assisted in the work at the Bancroft Rest Home, at Ocean Grove, and 
the John Thompson Rest Home, at Mountain Lake Park, for deaconesses 
and missionaries. 
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St iniporta.nt work of the past year has been in Baltimore— 
1 and completion of the Institutional Building on Washington 
Street, near Monument, It has a chapel, industrial, and kindergarten 
rooms, and a room for the deaconesses, with a beautifnl parsonage 
adjoining the building. Here Rev. F. D. Chada, the Bohemian pastor, 
and his family, live in the midst of this great mission field. 

The first Sabbath it was opened there was a baptism, a com- 
munion service, and a wedding. 

Baltimore has five other great centers of work where deaconesses 
have their fields of labor in many departments. 

At Ingram Chapel, in a needy section of the city, a deaconess was 
located last spring. She began visiting from house to bouse, and soon 
had a large Sunday-school, the parents began to attend the services, 
and, in response to the earnest labors and prayers of this deaconess, in 
the midst of the past hot summer, a gracious revival began, the min- 
isters and young men from the Churches aiding in the work. The result 
was over ninety conversions, seventy joining the Church. A pastor 
has just been appointed to this important charge. 

In Washington the General Society has purchased valuable property 
(or new building^. Rust Hall will soon be erected. The Society has 
also made extensive additions to Sibley Hospital, which have more than 
doubled its capacity for the accommodation of patients. 

Washington District has, in addition to its large gifts to the general 
work, furnished Sibley Hospital at a cost of over three thousand dollars. 
We have established district nursing among the poor, and the work of 
the visiting and nurse deaconesses is a benediction to our National 
Capital. 

Two interesting Twentieth-century Meetings have been held in Balti- 
more and Washington, and of the ?io,ooo pledged by the Conference 
over $8,500 has been paid. 

The Conference Anniversarj; at Metropolitan Church was addressed 
by Bishop Walden. who heartily indorsed the work of the Society. 
Miss Martha Van Marter also gave us a beautiful account of the general 
work, its mission and missionaries. 

The summer meetings at Mountain Lake Park, Summit. Emory, 
and Washington Groves were well attended, and gave the work new 
impetus. 

We are praying, hoping, and working to meet our Twentieth-century 
obligations in new members and subscribers to our paper, knowing that 
in this and in all our efforts we are seeking and saving souls.

CALIFORNIA CONFERENCE. 

The work of the Lord intrusted to the Woman's Home Missionary 
Society of the California Conference has moved forward with the year. 

A new Auxiliary with eight members was organized at Palo Alto, 
and an'other with ten members at Ukiah; I55 new members have 
been reported. The bugle-call of our leaders was "ninety-eight new 
members from the California Conference before General Conference!" 
In many places there has been a noble response. 

The amount raised this year, $6,751.57, is an evidence of much 
praying, planning, and giving. The main part has been expended in 
the work of the Oriental Bureau, the Deaconess Bureau, and supplies 
for our workers on the frontier. 

Last year, at the annual meeting of the Board of Managers, be- 
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sides the usual appropriation for the work among the Orientals, ?S,«» 
was generously subscribed toward a building fund to provide a new 
Home in San Francisco for the Chinese girls. Recently, very desirable 
property on Washington Street, near th? Mission House, has been 
secured at a reasonable price, over which there is much rejoicing and a 
strong feeling that the change may prove a new impetus to this noble 

The Deaconess Home met with a serious loss in the death of the 
Superintendent, Mrs. L. M. Carver. Our loss is her ^ain, for "Blessed 
arc the dead who die in the Lord: yea, saith the Spirit, for they rest 
from their labors, and their works do follow them." 

Our Churches appreciate more and more the need that the deaconess 
is fitted to supply, and there is a growing impression that her loving 
aid is not only in demand for the larger cities, but that in the rural 
districts larger and better results might be reached with less outlay 
through her co-operation. The bequest of one thousand dollars by 
James G. Clayton this year means much toward increasing the supply; 
and others are giving generously from their store, large and small. 

District meetings were held. The Annual Meeting of the Confer- 
ence Board convened in First Church, Oakland. Interesting and well- 
attended sessions were held during two days, including an evening 
meeting, when an excellent program was presented to a large audience. 

During the year, Mrs. Robert McLellan, our Corresponding Secre- 
tary tor several years, and of whose work i*e have had great reason 
to be proud, felt compelled to resign the ofRce. It was a source of 
real regret; for, while she is not out of the work, yet all felt her valuable 
services were needed in that place. 

As usual, the Yearly Anniversary Meeting was held during the 
Conference at Pacific Grove. A fine program was given, including an 
address by our new Bishop, Bishop Hamilton. 

Reports read at these Annual Meetings of the districts and of the 
Conference Board showed that work has been done along the lines of 
the various departments. Whether the progress is what it ought to 
be depends upon the standard of our high calling. The commission is 
Divine — our King, the Ruler of the universe; the field, the wide world. 
Yes, the wide world tor the Home Missionary Society. Our name im- 
plies that we are building the wall against our own house, yet the policy 
of expansion has brought the "far-away land" into the "home land," 
and we find, in fact, that our neighbor is the brother or sister who needs 
our love and care, whether across the sea or only across the street. 
Look at Honolulu, a little while ago a foreign field; now in that Church 
there is of necessity an Auxiliary of the Home Missionary Society with 
nineteen members, and so much work at their very door that they 
think the money raised should be all used at home. 

The field of operations is wide, yet there are strategical points and

In Central New York Conference, during the past year, twenty-two 
new Auxiliaries have been organized, making seventy Auxiliaries in the 
Conference, with a membership of 2,044, an increase over last year of 
587 members.

last year. Six hundred and forty-three copies o( Children's Home Missions 
are being put into the hands of the children in our Conference, an in- 
crease of 300 copies. We have but four Reading Circles, with a member- 
ship of S3. Nine life members have been added during the year. FotU" 
hundred and twenty-eight dollars and ninety-nine cents have been J)aid 
into the treasury to meet the pledges made by the Secretary at the 
Annual Meeting at Pittsburg; $177.12 have been gathered in mite- 
boxes, and $304.50 have been raised as Twentieth -century Thajik-offerings. 

Partial salary has been given for one of our missionaries at Orange- 
burg, South Carolina. Scholarship Aid has been given to Mothers' 
Jewels Home, Simpson Home, Adeline Smith Home, and Stickney Home. 

The Queen Esther Circle, of Geneva, N. Y., has given partial sup- 

¥)rt for a deaconess in our National Training-school at Washington, 
he energetic Queen Esther Circle of Penn Yan, N. Y., who for 
years supported a girl in Jesse Lee Home, Alaska, until she was able 
to enter the school at Carlisle, Pa., is now supporting a boy in the 
same school. The Queen Esther Circle at Canton, Pa., is supporting a 
girl in Bennett Home, Clarkson, Miss. The Circle at Bellona, N. Y,, 
has become interested in our Spanish work, and is supporting a girl in 
Harwood Home, Albuquerque, New Mexico. 

This is beautiful work for our young people, and we hope many 
more Circles may become interested along this line, and take scholar- 
ship aid for their especial work. 

Supplies have been, sent from the different Auxiliaries, the esti- 
mated value of which is $2,239.15. 

Mrs. M. E. Roberts has very acceptably represented the home woric 
in churches where she was permitted to enter, and has added 486 members 
to our Auxiliaries, 15 to the Circles, 33 members to the Bands, secured 
285 Mothers' Jewels, So copies of Home Missions, 33 readers to the Read- 
ing Circle, and placed $215.35 into our treasury. We trust that her faith- 
ful seed-sowing will bear much fruit in the near future.

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CENTRAL OHIO CONFERENCE. 
. With less than two months of actual service as Corresponding Secre- 
tary of Central Ohio Conference, and with few records of its work, I 
shall not be able to give the report due the Home Missionary workers 
of Central Ohio. For seven years, Mrs. M. H. Davis has been our 
most efficient and self-sacrificing Corresponding Secretary. The last 
two years she has been in failing health, but has most energetically 
and faithfully performed the duties ot her office, ever on the alert for 
the good of our cause; but she has been compelled to lay down her 
pen Tor the time, that her health may be restored, with the promise of 
returning to the work with the return of strength. Our prayers go up 
for her speedy recovery. It is with grateful hearts we review the work 
of our Conference the past year. 

The finances show an increase over last year of $498.18. The work 
of the Supply Department has received special attention In the hands of 
our Secretary, Mrs. L. J. Turley, and we are happy to report an increase 
in interest as well as valuation along this line of work. We have 
forty-one Auxiliaries, with a membership of thirteen hundred and sixty- 
five, and eight Circles of one hundred and forty-six members in our 
Conference. New members added during the year, one hundred and 
fourteen. We have three hundred and seventy-five Home Missicni taken. 
We have had a few new organizations of Auxiliaries during the year, 
which are strong and thriving, and doing good work. We are m^ing 
a most persistent effort to have a Conference organizer in our midst 
very soon to go over Central Ohio and thoroughly organize new 
Auxiiliaries, and reorganize some of our dormant Societies. 

The last Annual Conference, through the ministerial changes, has 
bereft two of the districts of their Corresponding Secretaries; but we 
are earnestly working and praying that other workers may take the vacant 
places, and that Home Missions may be pushed with greater vigor the 
coming year. 

Our Annua! May Meeting was held in Bowhng Green, Ohio, last 
spring. We had a large attendance, and an unusually good proBTam 
was carried out in full. Mrs. I. D. Jones, of Cincinnati, was with us, 
and addressed us, in the afternoon, on Glenn Home, and won all hearts to 
ihat field of labor, and in the evening delighted the audience with a fine 
address. We were highly favored at our Conference Anniversary in 
having Miss Bancroft with us; and her address was both helpful and 
inspiring to all who listened to her. 

With the election of a Secretary of Systematic Beneficence two 
years ago, we can not help but feel that much of our success comes 
froni the seed-sowing ot our energetic Secretary, Mrs. W. S. Philpott, 
who has been sending literature over the Conference, and we are begin- 
ning to lay our tithe beside our prayer. 

The year has not passed without the failing tear for those who have 
gone from us, called from labor to reward. Last October, the sudden 
and unexpected news came ot the death of our Conference Treasurer, 
Mrs. J. M. Avann. For two years she held this office, and was highly 
esteemed by all our workers. She was a woman ot rare attainments, wise 
in planning, fertile in resources, and energetic in execution, "niis was 
a sore affliction, but her mantle has fallen upon Mrs. Phosbe Graham 
Strong. Again, in February, another one of our faithful workers, Mrs. 
C. C. Leonard, President of Findlay District for several years, turned 
aside from the duties and cares of this life, and passed to her reward. 
And thus our workers have been promoted to the higher service, where

Once more we come to the season of ripened grain and ruddy or- 
chards and ingathered liarvests. All nature admonishes us that it is 
but the preparation-time for more abundant seed-sowing. From eveij 
field in which we have gleaned we bring our sheaves with rejoicing. 
Our pledges for the year have all been met, and some additional gifts 
unexpectedly received, and while this has not been done without con- 
stant and assiduous effort on the part of our Conference workers, 10 
God, who giveth us the victory, be al! the glory. 

At our Annual Conference session, in March, at Hazelton, we were 
allotted two anniversary meetings, a favor which has more than once 
been voluntarily tendered us. The Woman's Home Missionary Anni- 
versary was made conspicuous by the able lecture gratuitiously given by 
Rev. J. Wesley Hill on "Four Years Among the Mormons;" and the 
Deaconess Anniversary on the preceding day was addressed by Mrs. 
E. H. Turney, deaconess, of Philadelphia. Fair collections were raised 
on both occasions. 

Shortly after this, a "Rally-day" service was held in Grace Church, 
Harrisburg, for the district, to which others also were invited. Miss 
Bancroft was with us, and a good impulse was given to the work, espe- 
cially to that for Rust Hall. She also visited York, speaking m two 
churches there, and Carlisle, where she addressed the congregation on 
Sabbath evening. Sixteen ten-dollar cards for Rust Hall Fund have 
been distributed, and we believe a goodly number will be reported this 
coming year. 

We believe the effort made last tall to secure increased subscriptions 
to our papers was productive of good results; but the difficulty of secur- 
ing responses and accurate reports is a source of real distress. 

Our interest in the Training-school has not grown less. It was the 
privilege of the Corresponding Secretary to spend a week in the institu- 
tion in March, and to bring back greetings to our people. Three prom- 
ising girls from our territory are among its students this year. 

The busy gleaners for the mite-boxes have, as usual, exceeded their 
pledge, and the Supply Secretary has continued her successful labors on 
the Bureau of "Barrels and Boxes." Our deaconess working at Mt. 
Carmel is faithful and acceptable. The Auxiliaries throughout the Con- 
ference provide her small stipend of one hundred dollars, while the Mt. 
Carmel Society has raised, during the year, for this local work, two 
hundred and fifteen dollars. 

Our Annual Meeting, held at Berwich, September Z51h to 27th, was 
a season to be remembered. Miss Bancroft was with us, speaking 
with great force and beauty, and aiding with information through the 
sessions. Mrs. Mogg, of Wilkesbarre, assisted by our own Mrs. Reed, 
gave us an excellent address on the last evening; and the good people 
of Berwich devised most delightful things for the comfort of all the 
visitors. An interesting feature of the program was a "roll-call of our 
Conference girls," responses to this being read from nearly all the deacon- 
esses and home missionaries, fifteen in number, whom this Conference 
has sent out under the auspices of the Society. 

Work among young people has been revived. On Williamsport 
District, Mrs. E. K. Hess, in charge of Young People's Work, has or- 
ganized the Queen Esthers of Pine Street, seventeen members; infused 
new life into some other Circles, and stimulated interest in Mothers' 
Jewels and Mite-box work. On Harrisburg District, three promising 
Queen Esther Circles have been organized by Mrs. Black and Mrs, 
Pogue: Carlisle, numbering 35; Chambersburg, 36; and Ridge Avenue, 15. 
The Secretary tor Young People's Work on Altoona District, Miss 
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Alters, has met with some success in securing help for deaconess work 
from Junior Leagues, and Mrs. A. L. Miller has been appointed for 
Young People's Work on Danville District,

The report' on 
publications, we regret to say, is not so encouraging. Some districts 
show gain, and others a loss. 

We are more and more impressed that, it we would influence the 
age in which we live, we must become students of our work.

COLORADO CONFERENCE. 

The past year has been one of great interest a _ .. 

blessed work of our Society. The regular monthly Board meetings 
have been largely attended and characteriied by the prompt and will- 
ing spirit of each one to do the work assigned her. 

The amount of money expended this year is over thirty-two hun- 
dred dollars. This is a very encouraging report. It shows an increased 
interest in the different departments of our Society.

We have made our annual gift of seventy dollars to the City 
Itlissions of Denver and ten dollars to a mission in Pueblo, Colo. 

We are happy to report that our deaconesses have rendered much 
valuable assistance in the city missions, in Sunday-school and evan- 
gelistic work, besides uplifting and reaching a helping hand to many 
weary, sick, disheartened souls in the slums of Denver, 

The support of our little girl in the Mothers' Jewels Home at York, 
Neb., has been raised wholly through our Mothers' Jewels Bands. "The 
amount is fifty dollars and clothing. Excellent work for our Bands is 
being done through our Junior Leagues. 

Many clubs are taking the Children's Homt Mission paper in the Junior 
League, 
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This has been a successful year in our Deaconess Work. We have 
a comfortable and cummodious Home, located at 1070 South Fifteentii 
Street, Denver. The receipts this year have been $1,610.95. There have 
been twelve workers in the Conference Home this year. The Home ia 
presided over by a faithful, consecrated Superintendent, Mrs. Anna Hull. 

During the year, fotir Field Deaconesses have visited a large number 
of the charges in our Conference, and have organized many Societies. 
We number fifty organizations in this Conference. All the departments 
of Deaconess Work have been maintained— visiting, field, nursing, slum- 
ming, and assisting our pastors in their Churches. Sixty-three charges 
have contributed to our Deaconess Work. The Mite-box Offering was 
sixty-seven dollars. 

Mr. and Mrs. William Lennox, of Colorado Springs, have contributed 
to the Belle Lennox Nursery $679,90. This great philanthropy is located 
in Denver, and is under the wise management of our beloved Confer- 
ence President, Mrs. A. C. Peck. Another good work is the support 
of a girl in Unalaska by the Broadway Church Auxiliary of Pueblo, Colo. 

We have been favored with a visit from Mrs. Anna Kent, Super- 
intendent for New Mexico and Arizona. A parlor-meeting was held, 
and Mrs. Kent addressed the meeting on the work of the Harwood Home 
and the education of the Mexican girls. 

Our Conference Society has been assessed five hundred dollars to- 
ward the Twentieth -century Thank-offering. Mrs. Senator Teller raised 
one hundred and fifty dollars of this amount in Washington among 
our Colorado contingent. This furnishes the reception-room in Sibley 
Hospital, Washington, D. C, and will be called Colorado. 

One year ago. Miss Maria Clegg, of our mission in Dulce, New 
Mexico, visited our Conference Anniversary. As I write this, she is liv- 
ing, though suffering with an incurable disease. Our hearts go out 
to her in deepest sympathy. She has done a good work. "Henceforth 
there is laid up for her a crown." 

I desire to thank the officers of our Conference Board, the officers of 

all the Auxiliaries, our pastors, and all members of the Wotnan'.s Home 

Missionary Society for their help and co-operation in the work of our

At the recent meeting of Cleveland District, we were highly favored 
in having with us Mrs. D. L, Williams, whose able address was greatly 
appreciated. We feel, though we have not attained all that we had 
hoped, we are making encouraging advance.

Many of our Auxiliaries are planning to raise 
their apportionment of the Twentieth-century Thank-offering, and have 
made a good beginning, something more than $1,000 having been paid 
on this fund during the year. 

Special pleasure is taken in sending well-&lled barrels to the fron- 
tier and our Industrial Homes. There has been an increase in the value 
of our supplies of $1,556 over last year. 

Our Deaconess Home in Buffalo is grandly sustaining the reputation 
it has made in the past' for the noble work done by our deaconesses. 
Several changes have taken place among the workers, but this has not 
retarded the work. More than $2,zoo in cash and nearly $2,500 in 
supplies have been contributed to this work during the year. 

In August an interesting and profitable Missionary Institute of one 
hour each day for a week was conducted by Mrs. M. E. Roberts at 
Silver Lake Assembly. She also gave an excellent address at the Silver 
Lake Anniversary. 

Our Conference Anniversary was an inspiration to all who were able 
to get into the church. Dr. C. E. Locke, pastor of Delaware Avenue 
Methodist Church, Buffalo, delivered the address, which was a most 
eloquent presentation of the work which our Society is carrying forward.

In the Indiana Conference the work of the year presents indications 
of continued prosperity, and the more the work is known the better 
it is loved.

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IOWA CONFERENCE. 

A REVIEW of the past rarely brings satisfaction or pleasure, for so 
many failures confront us. To-day, as we look over the work of the 

F^ar, the progress seems very meager; yet there has been some advance, 
our new Auxiliaries and one district have been organized. 

The work among- young people and children, which we consider 
very important, we are sorry to say, has not grown. We have simply 
held the fort, with a slight increase in menjbership. We have also 
received a greater number of subscribers to our papers, and have reached 
our quota. 

The interest in the special work has deepened, and the "Twentieth- 
century Offering" has been assumed. Nearly half of our assessment 
has been sent to the Treasurer during the year. Our obligations have 
all been met.

MICHIGAN CONFERENCE. 

It is mj pleasure to report another prosperous year for Michigan 
Conference. At the Annual Conference Anniversary Bishop Hartzell 
spoke to a large and interested audience, as did also Mrs. W. C. 
Aldrich, Superintendent of the Grand Rapids Deaconess Home. Never 
before did we meet with so much sympathy and encouragement from 
the pastors as we did at this last Conference. At every camp-meeting 
services were held, and to the advancement of the Society. 

The Annual Meetings of the several district associations were held 
in the months of April and May. Albion District, first in alphabetical 
order and first in achievement, was favored with an address at its 
meeting by our National Secretary, Mrs. D, L. Williams, which was 
full of encouraging information, and her suggestions during the sessions 
of the Convention were very helpful. She did us much lasting good. 
The membership of the Albion Auxiliary was increased from seventy- 
six last year to one hundred and six this year; and the Treasurer re- 
ceived from this Auxiliary one hundred dollars membership dues. Wc 
like to accord to Mrs. Williams's visit some of the credit of this increase 
of membership. 

Miss Bertha Fowler, StnierintEndent of the Marcy Home, Chicago, 
gave the address at the Kalamazoo District meeting, held at Kala- 
mazoo. So well pleased were all with here services, that she was 
urgently invited to attend our camp- meetings. Her inability to accept 
was greatly regretted. 

Niles District meeting was favored with the presence of Miss Iva 
May Durham, who spoke twice in the interest of the Society. She 
charmed the audiences with her singing, and interested them with her 
addresses. 

At the other meetings we had home talent, who also stirred the 
audiences with the necessary home missionary information and en- 
thusiasm. 

The Conference Secretary attended all the district meetings, and, as 
best she could, presented the cause of the Twentieth -century Thank- 
offering. The raising of the money was apportioned at a specified sum 
per capita. While the amount seemed large, the district officers mani- 
fested a willingness to do what they could. Every Auxiliary is falling in 
line, and we have strong hopes that the $5,ooo apportioned us will be 
forthcoming. 

Six new Auxiliaries were organized during the year. Two of these 
were conjointly Home and Foreign. Three of the old Auxiliaries dis- 
banded during the year. Two Mission Circles, two Bands, and two 
hundred and twenty-two Mothers' Jewels were added during the year. 
There seems to be a growing interest in the Youue People's Work. 

The receipts of the Treasurer are an increase of $286.65 over last year; 
supplies and local work are valued at $1,500; pledges for special funds, 
not including Twentieth -century Thank-offering, to the amount of $1,240, 
all paid in. 

Mrs. J. B. Robinson had a place on the program of the Epworth 
Assembly at Ludington, Michigan, and while there started the enter- 
prise of building a Rest Cottage as a Home for deaconesses and mis- 
sionaries. The building is to cost five hundred dollars. Nearly three 
hundred dollars were pledged on the grounds. One lady pledged one 
hundred dollars, with the privilege of naming it in memory of her 
sainted mother. It is to be called the "Elvira Olney Rest Cottage." 

The Aldrich Deaconess Home and Training-school has had a pros- 
perous year. 
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We have not accompliihed all we hoped. We are, however, not 
discouraged, and enter into another year's work striving to increase 
our diligence in the Master's service.

MINNESOTA AND NORTHERN MINNESOTA 
CONFERENCES. 

During the year we have been greatly favored by visits from sev- 
eral distinguished sisters and officers generally engaged in this blessed 
work tor "love of Christ and in his name;" Mrs. F. V. Chapman came 
in July; Mrs. J. B. Geggie. Mrs. Anna Beiler, Mrs. James Dale, Miss 
Bertha Fowler, and Mrs. D. L. Williams. During the visit ol the latter, 
in January, at a quarterly-meeting, the Minneapolis District was or- 
ganized and ably officered. 

New organization followed these visits at Anoka, Northfield, Ren- 
ville, and Chatfield. Young people's societies, or Circles, were formed 
at seven places, so that at the present date work of the Woman's Home 
Missionary Society is started in all but two of the nine Conference 
districts of our Slate. 

We have circulated our literatui-e in the form of leaflets, Annual 
Reports, IVoman'i Home Missions, to which we have 229 subscribers, 
and Children's Home Missions, to which we have 203 subscribers. 

Some of our last year's Auxiliaries have not survived, owing largely 
to earlier and heavy duties assumed in their Church financial relations. 
and some partly because of their remoteness from the Conference Board; 
but they are not lost for the future. 

We now have twenty-seven Auxiliaries, with a membership of 792; 
nine Circles, with 233 members; 395 Mothers' Jewels, and 152 tithers, of 
which a goodly number have been gained the present new year. 

Most of. our Auxiliaries, Circles, and Bands have ably assisted in 
the work assumed at the Annual Meeting held in Pittsburg last year. 
Pledges there made were in the interest of Rust Hall, Ritter Home, 
Bennett, King, Dulce, Mary Haven, Marcy, Harwood, Watts DePeyater, 
Mothers' Jewels, and Immigrant Homes, Oriental Work and Indian, 
Los Angeles and Utah Missions, Alaska scholarships, and Lucy Webb 
Hayes Training-school and Deaconess Hospital. Further work was 
assumed for Haven and Adeline Smith Homes; also for Alaska. Our 
mile-box Secretary reports $112,60 through her faithful effort. 

In respect to supplies for the frontier, including Montana with our 
own State, excellent work, amounting to $1,422 has been done, while our 
Auxiliaries have contributed to the treasury more than $2,000, a gain 
of $500 over last year. 

During the past two years our work has more than doubled, both 
in money and membership. You need not be surprised, some day, to

NEWARK CONFERENCE. 

The year just passed has been one that justified our high expecta- 
tions and hopeful ventures. The Conference officers and those who look 
most closely into such matters feel that our standards are higher, and the 
work accomplished is more directly in line with constitutional require- 
ments than formerly. This is not a small thing; for the morale of any 
organization is a gauge of the kind of work that will be done. 

At the beginning of the year, whin additional work was undertaken 
by our Deaconess Bureau, the fear would sometimes intrude that we 
might allow other important interests to suffer, and that zeal for the 
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new might result in deficiencies in other equally impoituit lines of work. 
But God has been better to us than our fears, and we come up to our 
great national gathering with the light of hope upon our countenances: 
for we bring our sheaves with us. We report seven new Auxiliaries and 
an increase in ihembership, as well as advance along all lines. We no 
longer need to apologize to our pastors when introducing the subject 
of the formation of Societies within their Churches; for we are a well- 
recognized part of our Church polity, and may respectfully claim one 
prayer-meeting service in every quarter. For these advances we rejoice, 
and are glad that we are no longer in the experimental stage. We have 
come to stay, and they know it. They have proved by the best means 
possible — the test of experience — that the Woman's Home Missionary 
Society is not a detriment, and has not a tendency to weaken or hamper 
work along any proper lines. 

The establishment of a second Deaconess Home within the bounds 
of our Conference, that at Newark, has made us put forth every possible 
effort to sustain that and other work; but the results justify the faith 
placed in the women of our Conference Societies. The Homes at Jer- 
sey City and Newark are meeting the demands made upon their working 
forces, and are supplying a great need in these large cities. 

Our Conference Anniversary, held in Market Street Church, Pater- 
son, in April, was largely attended. The address was delivered by Mrs. 
B. S. Potter, Secretary of our work in Utah, who interested the large 
audience by a review of affairs in that State, and emphasized the need 
of earnest work for the extinction of the ^eat evil of Mormonism. 

A concerted efTort in behalf of the Twentieth- century Movement 
was made by holding three all-day meetings in unison with the New 
York and New York East Conferences. These were held in New York 
City, Brooklyn, and Newark, and were addressed by Mrs. Woodruff, Mrs. 
McDowell, Miss Van Marter, and Mrs. Boswell, on subjects directly 
"bearing upon the benefits and the resulting duties of the closing century. 
The four district meetings held in May were well attended, and the 
reports showed increased efficiency and zeal. We are fully impressed 
with the necessity for thorough organization and the importance of the 
unit in our work. Only by recognizing the truth of the importance of 
individual workers can we reach such a stage as will warrant great na- 
tional Conventions, 

The Camp-meeting Anniversary at Mt. Tabor was denominated one 
flf our best days at that summer resort. 

We seem always to feel that the Ocean Grove Anniversary, though 
not held strictly within our Conference, is a part of our economy. That 
of last August was not a whit behind former ones in presenting a 
clear-cut program to those who there gather to listen tor word from 
the centers in regard to our work. 

Our Supply Department has not failed to secure the interest of 
those who appreciate the great good done by this Branch of our Society. 
The total value reported, $3,805, for frontier and Deaconess Work, in- 
cludes many dollars, as well as the usual contents of boxes and barrels. 

The work among our young people has been successfully conducted 
by Mrs. E. C. Dutcher. It is a growing element of our success. 

We report an increase in the circulation of our papers, especially 
Children's Home Missions. This has a circulation of nearly three hundred, 
a large advance over last year. We feel that no member of our Auxiliaries 
can afford to do without our Woman's Home Missions, and we endeavor 
to increase its circulation at every opportunity. 

Last year we became, lor the second time in our history, the banner 
Conference in Mite-box contributions. This year we report $603. show- 
ing how much may be done by systematic work in a very small field. 
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Wc are happ^ in reporting all pledges met (or special work, includ- 
ing six beneficiaries. Large as the amount appeared a year ago when 
we considered the additional work we were about to assume at our own 
doors in establishing a second Deaconess Home, the results show that 
we may always trust our women in the Churches who are laboring lor 
our Society to measure up to the requirements. 

The proposition of those who have in charge the Deaconess Work 
of our Society, that we ihould make Rust Hall the principal beneficiary 
of our offerings to the Twenetieth-century Fund, has been accepted by 
the Newark Conference tn the extent of naming a room in that building, 
to be called the Anna Kent Room. This we do in recognition of the 
long and faithful labor of Mrs. Kent in the Woman's Home Missionary 
Society. ; 

As we review the work of the year, in which wc have been so greatly 
blessed, we reproach ourselves only that perhaps sometimes our faith 
failed; but as children of our loving Father, we trust hinr tor the strcn^h 
and grace to carry on his work, knowing that by its exercise our faith 
shall grow. Mrs. Browning has beautifully expressed the idea of one 
form of right-doing in these words: 

"Thy love shall weave its own beatitudes 
Out of its own self-service. A child's kiss. 
Placed upon thy sighing lips, shall make the^ ^lad; 
A poor man, helped by thee, shall make thee nch; 
A sick man, served by thee, shall make thee strong. 
Thou shall thyaelf be se^rved by every sense 
Of service which thou renderest."

NEW ENGLAND CONFERENCE. 

Nbw Engi^nd CoNraRENCE is working with all its wonted zeal and 
enthusiasm along all the old lines, and with equal earnestness is assum- 
ing added responsibilities; but through it all runs a deep note of sadness. 
The leader of so many years, Mrs. G. W. Mansfield, has gone on to the 
mansion which was awaiting her. Last year, at Pittsburg, she led the 
opening devotions, and beautifully and lovingly paid tribute to our dear 
Mrs. Rust, whose death had just occurred. She had looked forward with 
happy anticipation to going to Pittsburg, and she realized all she had 
hoped. lier presence through the entire meeting was a help and inspi- 
ration to all. A few weeks after her return, she was suddenly stricken 
with pneumonia, and in three days— on December s, 1899 — that won- 
drously bright and helpful life had closed. To the last she was con- 
scious, saying, quietly, when told the end was approaching: "I am ready. 
There is no dark valley." The full measure of her physical, mental, and 
Spiritual gifts was consecrated to the Master's service. Her last public 
work was to speak and organize an Auxiliary at People's Temple, Boston. 
She ^ve freely of time and strength to the work of the Woman's Home 
Missionary Society as Conference President and in the wider work of 
Secretary of the Immigrant Bureau. Her influence upon New England 
Conference will always be a factor in its success. 

Again the death-angel came suddenly, and took from us Mrs. J. W. 
Newcomb, for many years an active member of the Conference Board. 

During the year, three hundred dollars were raised to name two 

rooms in Rust Hall: one tor Mrs. T. A. Cooper, former President pf the 

Conference Socie^, who did such effective work in the earliest days 

of the Immigraiit Home, and the other for Mrs. G. W. Mansfield, Aid

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has been given to twelve of the Industrial Homea, besides support for 
three little sisters in the Mothers' Jewels Home, and small sums have 
gone to the work among the Navajos and Orientals. The total receipts 
have been $4,885. 

Eighteen hundred dollars have been paid into the treasury from the 
Cox bequest, and $712 from the estate of Miss Wentworth, of Cam- 
bridge. Offering of the New England Conference has been $3,303. The 
value of supplies sent has been $3,434. The Religious Periodical Bureau, 
in addition to the usual amount of work, has reached our soldiers in 
Cuba and the Philippines. Five organizations have been effected, and 
good work done in gathering Mothers' Jewels. 

So closely are the peoples of the earth now knit together that the 
war in Africa had its effect on our Immigrant Home in East Boston. 
So many steamers were used to carry soldiers that immigration was 
greatly lessened; but in May it was again largely increased. While the 
arrivals were few, the Superintendent, Mrs. A, C. Clark, was kept busy 
with the needs of those who were out of work from this very cause. 
Miss Huff has continued Assistant Superintendent. The running ex- 
penses of the Home have been $1,581. 

The Medical Mission, of Boston, has greatly increased its work. Its 
Superintendent, Professor Hariette J. Cooke, though confined for some 
weeks in a hospital as the result of an accident, aid not cease to give 
of her best thought to the work; and we rejoice in her restoration to 
health and active service. Miss Hillman, the nurse of last year, felt 
called to the foreign mission-field, and her place is supplied by Miss 
Viola Fry, a cultured and consecrated Christian, with fine training as 

Last winter it became manifest that the work had Quite outgrown 
the meager two rooms which had been its home for five years; and 
after much thought and prayer it was decided the time for enlargement 
had come. The Conference pledged itself to raise $14,000 as a Twen- 
tieth-century Thank- oflfering. After long search in the densely- popu- 
lated North End of Boston, a site was secured for $8,500 at j6 Hull 
Street, next to the house where the work is now conducted. "Twenty- 
five hundred dollars were paid on the land, and the property was placed 
under the corporation of the Conference, known as the Woman's Char- 
itable Association of the Methodist Episcopal Church of New England. 
The old frame-building is now rented to tenants, and a brick building 
constructed to meet the requirements of the work, with accommodations 
for the workers and those of the Epworth Settlement, whoi have here- 
tofore united in family life, will be erected in the spring. The Conference 
has paid nine hundred and sixty dollars into the treasury for the support 
of this work, and the remainder was supplied from the desk money. 

In the care of our rapidly-increasing work we pray for that faith and 
wisdom which characterized our beloved Mrs. Mansfield.

Our Con- 
ference always responds heartily to pledges made, so that, beside the 
one mentioned, Student Aid for Browning Home, Alaska, New Mexico, 
and Arizona have been paid; a sewing machine purchased for Elizabeth 
Ritter Home; assistance given to the plantation work at Camden, the 
Alaska Hospital, on deficiency of Children's Homt Missions, to the Ori- 
ental and the Spanish work, beside a special pledge of the New London 
Auxiliary to 'Bancroft Rest Home. The Providence Union Auxiliary 
distributed early in the year two hundred Mite-boxes, to gather in their 
Twentieth- century Offering. They are to be called in during this 
month, and the contents will, without doubt, make glad the hearts of ^1. 

On our Twentieth- century Offering, one hundred and eighty-five 
dollars have been paid, an Auxiliary will pay one hundred dollars or 
more, and a dear friend of the Society has made known her wish of pre- 
senting one thousand dollars on the annuity plan.

NEW HAMPSHIRE CONFERENCE.

son, and Morristown Homes, also Alaska, Forto Rico, and the Oriental 
work.

PHILADELPHIA CONFERENCE. 

WITHOUT much blowing of trumpets the Philadelphia Conference 
Woman's Home Missionary Society has kept steadily and faithfully at 
its work. Four new Auxiliaries were organized during the year, with 
an aggregate membership of about one hundred. Two new Circles came 
into existence, with a united membership of about fifty. Nearly three 
hnndred new members were secured in the old Auxiliaries, but the net 
gain is not so much as we could wish on account of deaths and re- 
movals. The list of subscribers to both papers has been materially 
increased. The circulation of mite-boxes was much larger than ever be- 
fore, with the result that the money coming from that source was 
almost quadrtipled. The annual meeting, held last December, and the 
Anniversary Meeting, in March, were both occasions of great interest. 
Two district meetings were held during ihe year, and a goodly number 
of successful ones in local churches. There is a growing interest in 
the work that is very gratifying. Especially is this the case in some 
of the Churches in and near the city. We have thirty-six Auxiliaries 
and seven Circles, from which we get regrular reports. Several others 
exist, but are slack about giving an account of themselves. 

Our first, and absorbing work, is the care of our large Deaconess 
Home, and the Annex, which is the boarding department and the 
center of industrial work. This is a hive of industry, where neglected 
but eager boys and girls are receiving valuable instruction, and where 
self-supporting girls receive good board at the lowest possible cost 
Our deaconesses lead very busy lives. One meets the incoming vessels, 
and cheers the weary, and ofttimes homesick, immigrant girls to their 
destination. With the general increase of immigration our port has 
had its share. Hundreds of Bibles and Testaments, in many different 
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iaiiguages, have been ^ven to immigrants, and so have been carried 
as mnch-prized possessions to different parts of our country. In this 
way we are sowing the living seed which will doubtless bring its harvest 
in the great day. 

One of our deaconesses gives full time to the growing Italian Mis- 
sion. Another nurses among the sick poor. All are engaged more or less 
with evangelistic work, and through their instrumentality many souls 
have been saved, and numbers of children rescued from their surround- 
ings of vice and crime, and put in safe institutions or in good homes. 
This local work alone necessitated thb raising, last year, of $6,151.38, 
and keeps us busy in meeting its demands. We will not, however, allow 
this to absorb all our energy or funds. We try to keep in mind the 
outside fields of work and their constantly-increasing needs, and last 
year had the pleasure of taking care of a teacher in one of our Southern 
mission schools, and six worthy beneficiaries. We gave enough to name 
a room in the new Rust Hall, assisted in the Utah, Porto Rico, Indian, and 
Southern California Spanish work, and Unalaska, beside giving quite a 
sum towards the Twentieth-century Fund. This is in addition to the an- 
, nual dues and contingent money. We are in love with the Society and all 
its work, and, thankful tor what we have been enabled to accomplish, we 
take courage, and hope for a larger future. Some have been pledged 
to Systematic Beneficence; two life managers and six life members have 
been secured.

In hstening to the report of our Bohemian Bible 
reader, given at our semi-annual district meeting, our hearts were made 
to rejoice over what is being done for the bodies as well as the sonts 
of these poor, ignorant, and neglected foreigners, real foreign missionary 
work being done in our own home land. 

We are urging each Auxiliary to try and meet, if possible, the 
obligation placed upon it, both with regard to the amount of money 
to be raised and the number of members to be secured. 

The continued growth of our Society is pleasant to contemplate. 
While we rejoice that so much good work has been done, we realize 
that it is possible to do much greater and better work for the Master.

ROCK RIVER CONFERENCE. 

The Woman's Home Missionary Society of Rock River Conference 
began its work for the year 1900 hopefully, although well aware that, 
if our plans were to be carried out successfully, it would mean great 
devotion, unflagging zeal, untiring effort, and no small sacrifice on the 
part of the workers. The women of our Conference have not failed to 
meet these requirements, notwithstanding the perplexities and occasional 
discouragements that have attended the work. What hath God wroughtl 
Marey Home is paid tor, and reports of the work done show that this 
has been the most successful year in the history of this mission. Our 
Treasurer reports the largest amount of money ever raised in the Con- 
lerence. The membership of the Auxiliaries has increased nearly fifty 
per cent during the year, besides a goodly number of members gained 
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in our Young People's Societies. Last April Joliet District was organ- 
ised, thus completing the organization of^ all the districts in the Con- 
ference. 

The establishment of a Woman's Home Missionary Society office 
in the Chicago Methodist Book Concern marks an era in the work of 
the Conference. This has given ua a headquarters where our workers 
can meet for consultation, and has become a bureau of information for 
all our members. During the past year we have had 1,560 callers at the 
office, chiefly members from our own Auxiliaries; but we liave had 
visitors from almost every State in the Union, and not a few from 
beyond the seas. Bishops, Editors, and Secretaries have looked in upon 
us, while our pastors have encouraged us by frequent friendly calls. 
Seventeen thousand leaflets, besides other literature, have been sent out 
over the Conference from our office. 

Our advantages during the year have been unusual. Last fall, Mrs. 
Geggie spoke in the interest of the work at several places. Evidence , 
of the character of her work is to be found in the new organizations 
she effected and the reorganization of Auxiliaries that had been reported 
dead. Through her efforts seventy-two new members were added to 
our roll. Immediately after the holidays Mrs. Williams visited us, and 
attended the meetings of Northern Chicago District and of our Con- 
ference Board. We are indebted to Mrs. Williams for the wise counsel 
and helpful instruction she fcave us at that time. In January, Miss 
Durham spent some weeks in Chicago and vicinity, and pleased our 
Auxiliaries with her inspiring music and enthusiastic addresses. Mrs. 
Albright's great work during General Conference will be long remem- 
bered. As a result of the fifty-three engagements she filled, or pro- 
vided for, our pastors and people have more correct and comprehensive 
knowledge of the work of the Woman's Home Missionary Society of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. Miss _ Fowler's able addresses and 
efforts have resulted in several new organizations as well as in strength- 
ening the work generally.

For the first time in the history of Rock River Conference, the work 
of the Woman's Home Missionary Society was represented at all the 
district camp- meetings. 

.The district officers have been unceasing in their labors, and their 
success is their reward for their loyal service. The Conference officers 
have co-operated in their efforts to advance the interests of the work, 
and are gratified with results.

SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA CONFERENCE. 

Thb Southern California Conference celebrated at its last session 
its Twenty-fifth Anniversary. Twenty-five years of Methodism in South- 
ern California means fourteen years of history for our beloved Con- 
ference Woman's Home Misionary Society. To our Society belongs 
the credit of planting many Methodist Churches in the Cotiference, 
and for sustaining and bringing to self-support very many more. These 
fourteen years represent a value, in actual money, of about $20,000, 
and in supplies, of $9,000 more. This means only money which has 
been used to supplement the salaries of pastors on the frontier charges 
in this Conference, We give no figures for the many thousands of 
dollars which have gone into the general work, nor does it tell the value 
of the Deaconess Home owned by our Society. 

I want you to realize, if you can. what our women have done for 
Methodism in our own Conference. I can not tell you how many homes 
have been brightened, hearts lightened, hungry ones fed and clothed; 
how many sick and sorrowing ones comforted and blessed, prayers 
offered, and messages of love given to the heart-hungry and homesick 

At the Annual Meeting, held at Pittsburg, where the Corresponding 
Secretary was privileged to attend, an inspiration was received that 
has been helpful to her in all lines of her varied work. This Confer- 
ence year, as the three preceding ones, has been a year of drought in 
some sections of our Conference territory, so that real need has been 
felt in many of our pastor's homes as well as in the homes of the people 
whom they serve. Charges have been given cash this year to the amount 
of $i,SSi. and supplies to the cash value of $1,070, and if you could 
read the letters of heartfelt thanks received, you would appreciate this 
work we are doing. The total of all moneys raised for all purposes this 
year is an advance of $1,398 over last year. Fresno District, notwith- 
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standing its widely- scattered population, has shown much interest A 
Convention was held early in the year. New Auxiliaries have been 
formed and new members obtained. Points visited on this district num- 
ber eight in all. The deaconess, Mrs. Parcel), at Fresno, has come 
tinder the jurisdiction of the regularly-appointed Deaconess Work of this 
Conference, the Woman's Home Missionary Society Deaconess Work. 

San Diego has lost some oE its efficient officers. One Convention 
and several rallies have been held. The work has been presented at 
eleven places in this district, with a number of new organizations, and 
strengthening of the old. Los Angeles District has had no hindrances, 
and its history is one of growth. One district Convention, numerous 
rallies, and parlor meetings, with a large Conference Convention and 
Deaconess Assembly of two or three days' sessions show something 
of its activity. Eight charges in this district have been visited, and 
work presented. A call from the General Society for 2S,ooo members 
as a Twentieth- century Offering gave to Southern Cahfomia Confer- 
ence six hundred and twenty new members as its proportion, one hundred 
new subscribers to Hatu Missions, and seventy-five to Children's Home 
Missions, with $5,000 in special gifts as our proportion of the $200,000 
to be raised. We have raised on this $3,600: $1,773.90 this year; last year, 
$87g.20. .^11 our pledges have been met. 

Our work among the Spanish Americans is one of great encourage- 
ment. A year ago some of the more enthusiastic ones said, "We will 
some day have a school in I.OS Angeles like the Harwood Industrial 
School at Albuquerque, N. M.," and lol as in the days of Israel, die 
promise was verified, "Before ye call I will answer, and while ye are 
speaking, I will hear." 

Through the generosity of Mrs. W. C. DePauw, that great-hearted 
sister in Methodism, a large house has been given us, rent free for 
three years, with taxes and insurance paid. At the end of that time, 
if all is well, the deed will be transferred to our Society. This build- 
ing will be furnished and ready for opening on October isth. Miss 
Tripp, for so many years a successful worker among the Mexicans in 
New Mexico, will be one of the teachers. Mrs. A. M. Whitson, whose 
whole heart is in this work, will be given full charge of Spanish work 
on this coast. 

The Deaconess Work has been a success, the Home paid for, and 
five deaconesses employed most of the year. 

The Oriental Work, Mrs. W. H. Biei^ Secretary, has made progress. 
Mrs. Davis and Mrs. Lau Yui are untiring in their efforts to reach 
and save these poor Chinese slave women and their children, while they 
also receive admission into the homes of the merchants and tradesmen 
of Chinatown, and carry the gospel of love alike to rich and poor. A 
number of slave girls have been helped to escape, while many women 
have been led to Christ, and accepted him as their Savior. It would 
take hours to tell you of the need of this work and the good results. 

We take pleasure this year in presenting the names of Mrs. Milbank 
Johnson, Mrs. J. M, C. Marble, Mrs. J. M. Huston, Mrs. A. M. Whitson, 
and your Secretary (this latter through the kindness of Mrs. D. M. 
Welch) as honorary members of the General Society, and Mrs. G. B. 
jfohnson and Mrs! T. C. Miller as life members. We are planning for 
greater victories this year than ever before. 

We feel we have lost a leader in the death of our Conference Presi- 
dent, Mrs. H. J. Crist She sees to-day, with vision all unclouded by 
the mist of earth, the magnitude of the work before us, and the great 
possibilities of the Society she so much loved. We will take courage, 
mnd although we shall miss her, we must know that God makes no

WILMINGTON CONFERENCE. 

The work of the Woman's Home Missionary Society of the Wil- 
mington Conference has steadily advanced during the past year. As 
its mission and methods become known to preachers and people, the 
interest among all classes is intensified. The amounts pledged a year 
ago have all been paid. We have contributed to Rust Hall, Rest Home, 
to the Emergency Fund, to the Oriental work, and paid scholarships in 
Allen, Simpson, Ritter, Bennett, and Harwood Homes, besides hdping 
along other lines of work. 

In addition to the pledges, Asbury Auxiliary contributed one hun- 
dred and fifty dollars to name a room in Bancroft Rest Home in mem- 
ory of Rev. Charles Heill, a former pastor ol the Church; also one hun- 
dred dollars for a memorial window in the chapel of Rust Hall for John 
Wise, a pa.tron of our Society. 

Elkton Auxiliary gave one hundred dollars to name a window in 
Rust Hall Chapel for Miss Forbeit, a devoted and loyal sister, who has 
passed to her reward, Mrs. J. B. Qulgg donated ten dollars to name 
a window in Rust Hal! in memory of her husband. Rev. J. B. Quig^, late 
of this Conference. Union Auxiliary gave ten dollars to name a window 
for Mrs. Martha E. Francis, a faithful friend and co-worker of the 
Society. 

The annual meeting was held on March 9th, in Dover, the capital 
of our State. This was the first annual meeting ever held so far South, 
and the ladies of the Church resolved to make it a great success. Miss 
Bancroft spoke in the afternoon on Deaconess Work, and in the evening 
on the general work. She presented her subjects so forcibly that she won 
many friends to the Society. 

The Conference Anniversary was a spirited meeting. Mrs. B. S. 
Potter made an eSective address. 

Our camp-meeting service was wisely planned and successfully car- 
ried on, Mrs. Clara L. Roach made the address, showing the great 
need for Home Missions, and told of the work being done by our 
Society. 

Thank-offering Day was more generally observed than ever before. 
Miss Van Marter was with us, and addressed an evening meeting. The 
Day of Humiliation and Prayer was one of special blessing, enlisting our 
hearts more earnestly in the work. Our Conference Board and district 
meetings have been well attended and profitable. 

Our Secretary of Supplies is still efficient and faithful, having sent 
a number of boxes and barrels to our Industrial Honies and schools, as 
well as to the frontier. Our Mite-box Secretary is full as ever of re- 
sources, and the boxes are still finding their way into the homes and 
hearts of our people. 

We are greatly encouraged by the evidences of constantly-increasing 
interest among the children and young people, owing to the faithfulness 
of their Secretary, Miss Grace Quigg, who reports eleven Circles, 
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Bands, and Leagues, with a membership of three hundred and twenty- 
one. They hold their annual meeting in November, always with good 
results. Mrs. Mary Fisk Park was present at the last one, and wdn 
all hearts by her earnest words and winning manner.

Interest in the Reading Circle has revived by the appointment of 
Miss Sarah R. Welden as Secretary. Our literature has been widely 
circulated during the year. Sample copies ol Woman's and Children's 
Home Missions. Annual Reports, and many leaflets have been sent all 
over the Conference. 

In response to a growing desire to re-establish Deaconess Work in 
Wilmington, the Conference Board of Nine very gladly co-operated with 
the Society, to begin in the early fall.

Mrs. R. S. Rust and Mrs. Dunton presented the 
cause to the Annual Conference, then in session in Centenary Church, 
Binghamton, New York. Bishop Wiley, who was presiding, strongly in- 
dorsed the work by earnest exhortation. 

Binghamton District has eight Auxiliaries, several of which are do- 
ing excellent work. Centenary reports one hundred and seventeen 
members. Chenango District is in advance of last year. The Secretary 
writes that a box has been sent to Haven Home, and valuable supplies 
to ministers on the Western frontier. Honesdale District reports no 
decrease in interest or members. Oneonta reports fifty new members. 
Wyoming rejoices that two of her number — young ladies of education, 
refinement, and earnest consecration — have entered the Training-school 
at Washington. First Church, Wilkesbarre, feels the absence of Miss 
Standish most keenly, but wish her Godspeed in the work of nnrae 
deaconess, her chosen calling. 

The work was well represented at the Wyoming camp-meeting by 
able speakers. Owego District reports five new members. 

Our Conference Organizer has organized seven Auxiliaries in the 
nothern part of the Conference, and one in Wyoming District The 
Twentieth -century Thank-offering has not been forgotten. Mrs. Bennett 
contributed five hundred dollars to Rust Hall and five hundred dollars 
to Clarkson. We hope, as we step into the twentieth century, to be 
able to report a larger amount for this fund than we have dared to 
think. 

Our pledges are all met, and new members have been added. Eight 
Auxiliaries have been organized. We have five beneficiaries in Ritter, 
flarwood, Haven, Bennett, and King.

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ON PUBLICATION. 

In accordance with your action taken last year, thirteen thousand 

copies of the Anniial Report were published at the Western Book 
Concern. 

This useFul and absolutely essential Annual increases in size each 
year in proportion to the increase of the general work of the Society, 
notwithstanding the praiseworthy efforts of the various contributors to 
present concise and definite reports of their work. The cost'of publishing 
the thirteen thousand copies of the Report was $1,679.52. The miscel- 
laneous publishing for the year has been somewhat increased by the 
necessary representation of our Society at the General Conference. Al- 
together, the cost of publishing at the Book Concern was $3,521.75. Add 
to this the amount of postage that is necessary to send out such a large 
quantity of published matter, and it becomes very apparent that great 
economy should be practiced, both in ordering and disseminating pub- 
lished matter in which waste of materials and postage are involved. 

At the meeting of the Board of Trustees in the early spring, the 
Corresponding Secretary was requested by that body to prepare a pic- 
torial representation of the work of the Society that might be presented 
to the General Conference in connection with the quadrennial report. 
Some weeks later, finding herseH unable to assume this additional worlc, 
she urgently insisted that I should undertake and formulate the work^ 
should secure the necessary photographs from which to obtain the halt- 
tone plates, and should see the book through the press, she to furnish the 
letter-press descriptions. The time available was very limited, and a 
work that demanded fully six months for thorough completion, had to 
be done hurriedly in a less number of weeks. The best photographs that 
could be obtained were sought for, and the Secretaries of Bureaus and 
Chairmen of Committees responded most promptly and kindly, makinK 
every effort to secure those desired. In not one instance was any unwill- 
ingness to help or dissatisfaction manifested. I thank you one and all 
very warmly for your ready and cordial help. By means of this, and 
together with four weeks of constant personal supervision at the West- 
ern Book Concern. "A Souvenir Exhibit" of the work of the Society 
was issued, the cost to be met, if possible, by future sales. The purpose 
of this exhibit is to set forth by illustrations and descriptions, as far as 
it can be done, the work that the Society is carrying forward at every 
mission point, and to represent approximately what has been accom- 
plished in the way of acquiring property and erecting buildings during 
the twenty years since our organization. The number of copies at first 
issued was five hundred, at a cost of one dollar each, but later the Board 
of Trustees ordered that two thousand copies be printed, thus reducing 
the purchase price to seventy-five cents each. 

The Department of PubUcation, from small beginnings, has grown 
to a large size, and has become a powerful factor in the work of the 
Society. A r«)ort on Publication includes the reports of its different 
divisions: of Cfommittee on Woman's Home Missiotu; of the Editor and 
Publisher of the same; of the Editor and Publisher of Ckitdren's Home 
Mistions; of Committee on Leaflets; on the Publishing of the Annual 
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Report and the nsual miscellancoua printing of circulars, blank forms 
lor reports of all the departments of^the work, labels, note-heads and 
letter-heads, subscription cards, receipt-pads, postals for notices and 
transportation, electro typing, etc.; making seven or eight separate reports 
on the publishing interests. These reports, so full of interest to the work- 
ers of tne Society, should still continue to be made. We offer the follow- 
ing recommendations: 

1. That the number of copies of the new Annual Report (the Nine- 
teenth) be the same as last year (thirteen thousand); that all reports and 
matter for publication therein be made as condensed as possible. 

2. That the price of Children's Horn* Missions remain as heretofore, 
fifteen cents for a single copy and ten cents for clubs of ten or more; 
that the Editor and Publisher remain the same. . 

3. Since^ the "Souvenir Exhibit" contains information that every 
Home Mission woman should possess in order to become intelligent 
about the work of the Society, we earnestly request each Conference 
officer to obtain a copy, and to urge every district and Auxiliary officer 
in her Conference to possess one; and that each Bureau Secretary see 
that one is provided for each Home and tnission in her charge, so 
that the missionaries may more fully understand the work.

OF THE COMMITTEE ON "WOMAN'S HOME MISSIONS." 

"The power of the press" is a hackneyed phrase, but its frequent use 
indicates its correctness. Our editor, Mrs. McCabe, has truly said that 
"our missionary literature is our source of power. The success of our 
Society may be measured by the success of our publications." We most, 
therefore, consider our oRieial organ— ffoffton'j Home Missions — one of 
the chief foundation-stones of our past, present, and future success. 

Our Editor and Publisher are to be congratulated that during the 
year they have kept the paper up to its usual literary value and financial 
profit. It is a matter of interest that, while our Church papers are con- 
stantly in debt, and have reported to the General Conference over one 
hundred thousand dollars deficit, our own and other periodicals of similar 
character conducted by women annually report a handsome margin above 
all expenses. This balance on hand, however, may not represent a 
genuine profit. A paper which would compel the attention of those 
who have hitherto bee^ uninterested in our work, and arouse the in- 
different, might be a very profitable investment, even though it cost 
US something to publish it 

I have endeavored to obtain the judgment of all the members of 
the Committee and others of the Society, and embody their opinions in 
the following recommendations; 

At a meeting of the Committee on Woman's Home Muntitu— ^dded 
to by a special number from the General Board of Managers, consisting 
of the following persons: Mrs. N. M. Brown, Mrs. E- W. Simpson, 
Mrs. Samuel Hamilton, Mrs. C. W. Smith, Mrs. M. C. Alspaugh— the 
following resolutions were unanimously adopted: 

"i. That we render the IVoman's Home Missions more attractive by 
using a better quality of paper. 

2. That we secure the best mechanical work at the lowest figure. 

"3. That we remove the headquarters of the paper to New York, 
thus combining the interests of the paper with our leaflet department 

"4. That the mailing list be made continuous for three months, due 
notice having been given of the expiration of the subscription. 

"5. That our advertising space be placed under the care of advertising 
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agents, with the provision that all advertisements shall be in harmony 
with the wish of the Editor and Publisher. 

"6. That Mrs- H. C. McCabe be Editor-in-chief, and Miss Van 
Marter be made Associate Editor, and have special supervision of the 
Deaconess Department. 

"7. That the Editor-in-chief be given the same salary as previous to 
the present year, and the Associate Editor be paid at the same rate for 
her portion of the paper. 

"8. It was the unanimous opinion that more space be given to Dea- 
coness Work than heretofore, and it is recomtflended that one-third of 
the space devoted to reading matter be given to Deaconess Work. 

' 9. That the manner of introducing the children's paper into the 
Junior Epworth Leagues be left to the Conference Secretaries and the 
Editor of Children's Home Missions."

OF THE EDITOR OF "WOMAN'S HOME MISSIONS," 

As AN ordinary journal is a mi 
Wotaan's Home Missions is a monthly n 
sionary Society. 

Beginning a small mirror of eight pages, with advertisements in- 
cluded, though a mere handglass, the size of ttie face reflected indicated 
the future body, large and strong, which the Society has become. This 
growth has been faithfully and minutely mirrored on a much-enlarged 

Of the marked features, the quarterlj" notes of the Recording Secre- 
tary, Mrs. Aiken, may be mentioned, giving, as they do, the detailed pro- 
ceedings of the Society, with the incipiency of all its enterprises and 
the personnel of the Board ot Trustees, which represent, ad inierim, the 
General Board of Managers. 

These are historical records, valuable to the Society, growing con- 
stantly more valuable as time adds to many things. The past two years, 
historical sketches by Mrs. Tomkinson, summoning past into the field 
of vision, have enriched the paper, and refreshed memory, and given in- 
formation to our newer membership. 

iVoman's Home Missions, January, 1901, rounds out its seventeen years, 
and will enter upon the threshold of the new century to accomplish its 
majority. 

When we began, January, 18S4, there was no mention on our pages ' 
of Bureaus. Mrs. Francis S. Hoyt, with her systematic housekeeping 
instincts, early suggested that our work must be divided and kept in 
order by being put into substantial Bureaus. The Mothers' Jewels, 
Reading Circle, Young People's Bureau, as yet had no place. The Thank- 
offering, the Day of Humiliation and Prayer, were unknovrti. Neither 
had the silver trumpet of the Lord's tenth demanded space in our col- 
umns. And last, but not least, the crown of the century, the Deaconess 
Movement, was a blank on our pages. 

The value of our paper as a living record of the Society from month 
to month may be urged as an incentive to be presented when you solicit 
subscriptions. It is the mirror of a great and ever greater connectional 
Society of the Church. 

Early in the year the experiment of using a white cover like the 
body of the paper was adopted. The reasons given, were: First, white 
paper would add space by being used for pictures or pointed articles of 
worth; second, it would be less expensive than a heavier cover in both 
paper and postage, while the appearance would be sufficiently respect- 
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able; third, the white cover would reduce expense by making less press- 
work, 3 different cover requiring a separate running through the press; 
fourth, being like the body of the paper, it could be incorporated with it 
in binding, thus preserving all the matter found on the cover. 

Though the reading on the inner pages of the cover may seem to 
have no lasting value, we think there is nothing connected with our work 
to which time will not lend interest. Years hence, how tenderly we 
shall search the cover to see who were once our missionaries, or review 
the study calendar to see what we did years agol

study, I am reminded of the utility ol fixing 
a date for the publication of the new calendar. The admirable plan for 
making out the Auxiliary program for the year renders an early date 
necessary, and that the date should be fixed. We think the September 
number of the paper none too early to publish programs which are to 
begin in January. 

Our Conference and district meetings, always fine in their personnel, 
in their work and spirit, can no more be reported than we can report the 
bloom and fragrance of flowers. Wherefore would they not better be 
confined to simple statistics than to attempt more? If kings — that is, 
royal souls — do not bring their glory and honor unto these missionary 
meetings, where can you find them? 

It is a losing office to find fault, and yet many of our most respon- 
sible women do not promptly send important matter in time for publica- 
tion. The Conference Secretaries keep better time than the Bureau 
Secretaries. Articles important to the Society constantly come, urging 
immediate publication, so much behind as to be forced to wait another 
month, and yet there is a note in every paper showing the proper time. 

In every number, under the head, Woman's Home Missions, will be 
found the date when articles should be in the Editor's hands, in order to 
appear in the forthcoming number. No one is more disappointed than 
the Editor wheh an article the work needs, or a word of encouragement, 
comes too late. 

In comparing your paper with my numerous exchanges, I find it falls 
behind none of them in useful material and high tone, and only behind 
some higher-priced ones in appearance. 

It has been a year of much kin41y encomium from the most desirable 
sources: from our readers, our workers, and our exchanges. 

Reviewing the greatness of the field, I magnify mine office, and re- 
joice in my opportunity; for, over and above our fields of work, IVopmn'i 
Home Missions has essayed to bring back and emphasize the thoughts 
and purposes of God in special institutions for the good of man. Strenu- 
ously has it insisted upon the sacredness of marrige, the dignity and 
duty of all labor, the importance and imperative need of the Sabbath, 
the binding and beneficent nature of taxation, known as the Lord's 
tenth. In these eternal ideals the paper has caught the spirit of ex- 
pansion. These are our spiritual Philippines and West Indies, lying 
beyond the limits of our first work; and we claim them as the educational 
possessions of the paper.

How seriously I wish we might make a departure in our paper in 
order to let in more light upon our workl Why should not every mis- 
sion, every Orphanage, be heard from once in three months at least? 
How little we hear of Glenn Home, an important and delightful work; of 
Mothers' Jewels Home, and of all our workl From all these would come, 
not only information, but interesting incidents, attractive and inspiring to 
our workers. 

I look with envy at the Southern women's paper, Our Homes; at 
that popular paper, Th* Message and Deaconess Advocate. They have a 
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dignified air ol business. They are the siie of the New York AdvotaU, 
with three compact columns on every page. They measure up to the 
other great Church papers, and are uniform therewith. The Menace 
of sixteen pages, and one page of advertisements in all, contains at least 
ten pages (of our siie) more matter than Wama^i Home Mujioiu now 
gives to our entire work — North, South, East, and West — aside from 
the Deaconess Work, It may be said that the Mtssagt and Dtaeoness 
Advocate contains a large amount of matter which does not relate to 
Deaconess Work, but is of interest to the general reader. Bot we could 
more than fill our new space with information and attractive matter relat- 
ing strictly to our work. 

We are not a band of women going forth on a picnic, with ribbons 
on our baskets, but a grave, thoughtful syndicate, domg business for the 
kingdom of God and his organized Church. We must commend our- 
selves as women, wise and capable in all our business measures, witii 
every instrument business-like, so formed as to produce the largest and 
best results. This is in reply to the objection that the paper proposed 
would not be "pretty." 

There should be paper of improved cjuality, and our mechanical work 
needs improvement, and, as an economic measure, make the price fifty 
cents, uniform with our other papers. We think time will convince all 
our workers that this higher price is the higher economy. 

To be a messenger from each other, a messenger from God, an 
up-liftiAg visitant to our homes, by which our children shall leam to 
walk "in the way their mothers trod," has been, and is, the design of 
Woptan't Home Missions, and doubtless will be its object and work 
through the new and eventful century upon which we are now entering.

OF THE EDITOR OF "CHILDREN'S HOME MISSIONS." 

Our child's paper completes its fifth year with the forthcoming 
number. It has not proved an especially precocious child, and as yet, ' 
to the surprise of some, is not able fo walk alone. Others, better ac- 
quainted with the difhculties in the way of launching a little craft like 
our own, congratulate us heartily upon the securing of ten thousand 
subscribers in five short years. We decline to be either elated or de- 
pressed. We are not looking, primarily, for a money return from our 
little sheet, though we do desire to make it self-supporting. We believe 
the Society can not alford to have it a weakling, not because it would 
therefore be compelled to be at some expense for its board and keep, 
but because it needs to gather the children in to be trained in the grace 
of Home Missions> so that, when its present-day workers and well-wish- 
ers shall have passed on, an army of fresh, enthusiastic young spirits 
may be ready to fill the vacant places. A failure to enlist the interest 
and sympathy of the children in our righteous cause meaijs more than 
a failure for the present: it means a failure for its future, which we can, 
as a Society, by no means afford. 

The success of the little paper depends largely upon the thoughtful- 
ness and faithfulness of Home Missionary lovers in bringing it to the 
attention of mothers, of Band leaders, of Junior League superintendents, 
of Sunday-school teachers, and of the children themselves. If one- 
half, even one-third, of our Auxiliary members would interest them- 
sdves to the extent of securing one subscriber each to Children's Home

With a sufficiently large list of subscribers our little one can wear 
better clothes, much more handsomely decorated, and thus more readily 
commend itself to the chance onlooker; for in missionary work, as else- 
where, "nothing succeeds like success;" and we therefore ask yon, dear 
friends, one and all, to do your part toward making the little paper 
so attractive that, if the children do not cry for it, they will not, at least, 
pass it by indifferently. 

"Let us live with our children," said the wise Froebel; and if we 
do ttiily believe in and love the cause of Home Missions, let tis see to it 
that our children and the children of our Church are instructed along 
these line, and trained in the spirit of' that noble watchword:

In January. 1898, Woman's Home Missions was enlarged and price 
advanced to thirty-tive cents. Seven months after these changes were 
made, by the close of the fiscal year, there was a loss of fifteen hundred 
subscriptions. At the close of the following year the list was holding 
its own, and the report to-day shows that it is again on the advance — 
over one thousand subscriptions having been added during the past year. 

There have been three special issues during the year; each had four 
extra pages. It is pleasant to note that with these and other extra 
expenses, there remains a balance of $881.65. The amount borrowed 
years ago from the General Treasury has been repaid, and the state- 
ment can now be made that this publication has met all its expenses 
from the beginning. There is a feeling, though, of disappointment that 
the list falls so far short of the desired twenty thousand. It numbers 
now about sixteen thousand four hundred. Of the several special efforts 
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before our Socittjr for the beginning of the new centnrr, not one it 
more important than the increased circulation of our literature; Mul- 
tiply the number of readers, and you multiply the number of workers. 
Not for increased numbers do we urge you, dear sisters, to secure 
additional subscribers. Enthusiastic members can be secured only as 
the women of our Church are informed concerning the needs of the 
home mission field. There are Churches in which preachers and people 
alike are indifferent to home mission work; there are Auxiliaries living 
only by the efforts of the faithful few. Woman's Home Miatiotu will help 
in just such places. Each number contains appeals from the various 
mission centers and many helpful suggestions to workers. It is diffi- 
cult to get those who are not interested to subscribe. How, then, can 
these important charges be reached? 

Our General Secretary suggests that it would be well for Confer- 
ences to send the paper to the presiding elders. Would it not be wise 
(O have a literature fund for seed-sowing? If each Conference would 
subscribe for a number of copies of Woman't Homt Missions, for free 
distribution in unorganized Churches, or where there are weak Auxil- 
iaries, encouraging results would surely follow. This plan has been tried. 
It does work. 

Will it he possible to place Woman's Homt Missions in twenty 
thousand homes the coming year? It will require more of an increase 
than it has ever made in any one year. To secure this number has been 
our aim for several years. While we have failed to reach it, we are 
not inclined to lower the standard. The increase this year was good. 
With this encouragement, and the enthusiastic spirit bom with the 
new century movements, a greater effort than ever before is possible. 
A plan to secure the twenty thousand has again been formed, if adopted 
and faithfully carried out by all, will not require very great effort from 
any one, and will surely give the desired increase. The required increase 
has been apportioned to the several Conferences, and the pledges for 
same will be taken at the special century session.

ON MISSIONARY CANDIDATES. 

The report of the Committee on Missionary Candidates differs very 
little from year to year. The same demand lor good and competent 
workers comes to us from the Bureau Secretaries. 

The applicants for positions are earnest Christian women, but in 
many instances they lack the special training along industrial lines which 
is so necessary in our Industrial Homes and Schools. The Committee 
still hope that the time is coming when it will be considered just as 
essential to require special training lor our teachers and mission- 
aries as for our deaconesses. Indeed, it is a positive necessity that 
we give more attention to this department of our work if we expect 
to keep abreast with the progress of the world in industrial training.

ON TRANSPORTATION. 

I have the honor to submit the following report on Transportation 
for the Convention: 

Arrangements were effected with the various railroad associations 
for a concession in rates of fare, at full fare going and one-third fare 
returning, upon condition that there are presented at least one hundred 
certificates, made out on the regular form prescribed by the railroad 
authorities, and properly signed and attested. 

It is pertinent to say that it was with difficulty that the former three 
Conventions, respectively at Springfield, Til.; Minneapolis, and Pitts- 
burg, the necessary one hundred certiticafes were secured. 

The attendance at the Conventions, including delegates, visitors. 
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and officers, has always been in excess of one hundred persons, but in 
consequence of the use of thousand-mile tickets, half-fare tickets issued 
at times by local authorities: and passes, and by reason of certificates 
defectively signed or attested, or made out merely in the form of a 
money receipt, or by the failure of those who have certificates to pre- 
sent them for inspection, it became impossible to produce the necessary 
one hundred certificates, without which the railroads refuse to sell return 
tickets at a reduction. 

I can not, therefore, too strongly urge upon those whc^ attend our 
Convention the importance of getting a certificate showing full pa)Tnent 
going, properly filled out, signed and attested in ink, upon the prescribed 
blank furnished by the railroads, and that they exercise diligence in 
presenting it at the Convention, ivifhout delay, within three days from the 
beginning of the meeting, to the Railroad Secretary for inspection, as 
the only safeguard against the danger of failing to get the one hHtidred 
certificates, and imposing a loss of four hundred or five hundred dollars, 
if full fare has to be paid for return tickets. One or two persons' careless- 
ness in presenting their certificates in time for the Railroad Special Agent 
may impose a heavy expense on the remaining delegates and visitors.

ON DAY OF HUMILIATION AND PRAYER. 

In prosperous times, such as we have enjoyed as a Society, as indi- 
viduals, and as a Nation, it is so easy to forget God, in whose hands 
we are, and thus bring upon ourselves his wrath and indignation. The 
Day of Humiliation and Prayer is intended to bring us humbly and 
thoughtfully before the "only wise God our Savior, who is able to 
keep us from falling and to present us faultless before the presence of 
his glory with exceeding joy." It is better willingly to bow before the 
Lord than to be taught humility by chastisement and defeat. Those 
who feel least inclined to (he observance of this day are probably those 
who need it most. Too many approach God as did the little boy who 
added this extemporaneous petition to his evening prayer, "O Lord, let 
me do whatever I want to. The governor of one of our States, the 
chief officers of our Church, as well as our own Society, have called 
the people to unite in special services of confession and prayer, that 
God's wrath may be stayed and the people turn from their evil ways. 

We are a proud, self-willed, self-confident, ambitious people. So much 
is said among us about liberty and independence there is danger that 
all authority, both human and Divine, will be despised. Nothing but 
God's help can keep us from ruin. 

The sad truth is at last reluctantly admitted, that our beloved Church 
has lost something of its aggressive power, and, instead of growing, is 
declining in numbers. Many reasons are given for this; but one very 
important one is the spirit of vanity and worldliness that has taken pos- 
session of so many of the women of the Church, and the want of true 
devotion and consecration among them. 

More than two-lhirds of the membership of our Church and over ■ 
nine-tenths of the Sunday-school teachers are women. As they are 
spiritually, so will the Church be. The religion of the home is in their 
hands, and family religion is the foundation of Church prosperity. A 
revival of family religion should engage our earnest thought. Social 
life and customs are under woman's control, and whether these shall 
lead to God or away from him will be determined by their action. 

Organized effort was never intended to relieve women from personal 
ministration; but do not many allow it to do so? Christian women 
need the blessing that comes from personal, loving contact with the poor 
and needy, the sinful and suffering. 

Every republic of the past has ended in anarchy and despotism, and 
ours will certainly meet the same fate unless the prevailing tendencies 
to evil are arrested. God's law is given in love to show the way of 
lite, and must be obeyed, or this Nation will certainly perish. Riots, 
iynchings, sin, and violence till the land; political corruption, race and 
class hatreds are a constant menace. The brotherhood is forgotten, the 
law of love is not obeyed. Intemperance is working ruin in nearly every 
community, while the Sabbathless pursuit of gain threatens physical, 
mental, and moral decay. The only certain and sufficient remedy for 
all this is the Christ-spirit enthroned in the hearts of the people. Thr 
woman of this land and age have been blessed with large gifts and 
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great opportunities, but with these come great responsibilitiea for which 
we shall be called to account. 

The Day of Humiliation and Prayer has been more generally ob- 
served this year than ever before, and always with great profit. One 
Secretary writes, "We received bo much benefit from its observance that 
■ we decided to repeat the service every three months." A lady from 
New York said the most blessed meetings we have are those connected 
with this day. Every department of the work will be covered with 
blessings flowing from this day of confession and consecration. Where 
practicable, a union service is desirable; but where this can not be had, 
let each Society keep the day alone. 

Before another anniversary of this day we will have passed out 
of this most wonderful century and into the new one. It is full of 
promise if we enter it with the earnest, consecrated spirit that char- 
acteriied Methodism at the beginning of this century;. but if not, there 
is trouble ahead.

Thb Annual Report is edited and published here, and sent out to 
Conference and Office Secretaries for redistribution to AuxiliarieiS, and 
to meet local needs, the rest being held in the General Office to be sent 
on application, during; the year. Only about 250 of the 13,000 ordered 
to be published for the year iSgS-gg are left. 

The Editor is more and more impressed that from no other source, 
except by actual contact with the work in our various fields of labor, 
can we obtain so much information in regard to the results of labor and 
money expended as by studying carefully the Annual Report Results 
are inspiring and ihe creators of enthusiasm. 

The last of the bound volumes of the Annual Reports from the first 
to the sixteenth, inclusive, has been sold, each set (2 vols.) at a suffi- 
cient price to pay the cost of binding, and leave a surplus of $17.50 to 
turn over to the General Treasurer. 

Each office was supplied with a set free, and others given to State 
and university libraries. 

It is impossible to keep the Yearly Report from increasing in size, 
as the work increases from year to year. 

About 10.000 Report blanks are sent from the ofBce each quarter 
to the Conference officers, to be redistributed to the Auxiliaries. Dur- 
ing the last year about 200 life membership certificates have been sent; 
Mile-boxes, Twentieth-century Thank-offering cards, Thank-offering en- 
velopes, membership blanks, and a large quantity of free literature, in the 
form of leal^ets and panipbkts. t^ave also been distributed. 

The demand for the souvenir volume, of which the Office Secretary 
is custodian, constantly increases.

ADOPTED Bg THE GErtERAL eOrtFERErtCE OF 1884. 



ARTICLE I.— Name. 



ARTICLE II.— Objects. 

The aim of tbis Society shall be to enlist and organize the e£FortB of 
Christian women in behalf of the needy and destitute women and children 
of all sections of our country, without distinction of race, and to co-operate 
with the other societies and agencies of the Church in educational and 
missionary work. 

ARTICLE lU.— Organization. 

Section i. The officers of the Society shall be a President, five Vice- 
Presidents, a Corresponding and a Recording Secretary, a Treasurer, a 



e Resident Managers, who, together, shall constitute the Gener^ Ex- 
ecutive Board, and reside in, or not remote from, the city of Cincinnati. 

SBc. 2. The annual meetings of the Board of Managers shall be held in 
the city of Cincinnati, unless otherwise provided, and shall consist of the 
General Executive Board, together with the Corresponding Secretary and 
one delegate from each Conference. 

Skc. 3, The work of the annual session shall be: 

II.) To elect the General Executive Board for the ensuing year, 
a.) To take into consideration the demands of the entire work of the 
Society, designating fields of labor, examining the reports of missionaries 
already employed, and selecting beneficiaries ; to estimate the needs of the 
— -----a-fields, determine the amounts to be raised, and to devise a 



carrying forward the work of the Society: to appropriate its receipts in 
accordance with the purposes and methods herein indicated; to arrange 
with the several Conference Secretaries the work to be undertaken by each 
Conference, and, until such time as the Conference organizations are com- 
plete, to appoint a suitable person to fill the place of Corresponding Secre- 
tary of the Conference work in the several Conferences. 

(3.) To transact an;? other business that the interests of the Society mav 
demand; provided all its plans and directions shall be in harmony with 
this Constitution. 

Sec. 4. In the event of a vacancy in the General Executive Board oc- 
curring ad interim, the place shall be filled by the Executive Board. 

Sec. 5. The General Hxecutive Board shall meet quarterly, or oftener, 
at the call of the President and Recording Secretary, and seven shall con- 
stitute a quorum to do business.

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Sec. 6. The daties of the General Executive Board shall be : 

(i.) To execute all orders of the Board of Managers. 

(3.) To determine all matters referred to them by the Board. 

(3.) To administer all the affairs of the Society between the annual 
sessions of the Board of Managers. 

Sbc. 7. The duties of the Prewdent, Vice-Presidents, and Recording 
Secretary shall be euch as usually devolve upon such ofBcers. 

SHC. 8. The duty of the Corresponding Secretary Bhall be to make her- 
self acquainted with the needs and opportunities of the mission-field, to 
correspond with missionaries and with the Conference Secretaries, and to 
furnish the Conference Boards with all needful information ; also to secure 
from them the detaila of their work, which will be necessary to make quar- 
terly reports to the Executive Board and annual reporta to the Board of 
Managers concerning the condition and needs of the mission-field, and pub- 
lish the same for the information of the membership. 

SBC 9. The Treasurer shall keep a regular account of the receipts and 
diabursetnents of the Society, report the state of the funds at the Annual 
Meeting and at each regular meeting of the Executive Board, pay only such 
bills as it shall direct, each order being signed by the President and Re- 
cording Secretary, and she shall make such disposition of the funds in her 
bands as the Executive Board may approve. At the close of the year the 
accounts shall be audited by a competent person selected for the purpose. 

ARTICLE IV.— Conference Organization. 

Section I. AConference Societyshall consist of all theAuxiliarySod- 
eties in a given Conference, together with a Conference Executive Board. 
It shall take the name of the Conference in which it is located. 

Sbc. 2. The officers of the Conference Society shall he a President, one 
Vice-President, and one or more Managers from each presiding elder's dis- 
trict, a Corresponding and a Recording Secretary, and a Treasurer (the Cor- 
responding Secretary may also be the Treasurer). These officers shall con- 
stitute the Executive Board of the Conference Society for the administra- 
tion of the affairs of the Society, and five shall constitute a quorum. 
These officers shall be selected at the Annual Meeting, and hold olSce till 
Others are chosen. 

Sbc. 3. The duties of the Executive Board shall be: 

To co-operate in plans for the permanent establishment of the Society 
within the Conference bounds; to provide for an Annual Meeting and 
arrange anniversary exercises ; and to transact any other business that the 
interests of the Society may demand, provided its action is in harmony 
with this Constitution. 

Shc, 4, (i.) The duties of the President and Recording Secretary shall 
be such as usually appertain to their respective ofSces, and to co-operate 
with the Corresponding Secretary, Vice-Presidents, Managers, and Treasurer 
in organizing and conducting the work. 

(I.) The duties of the Vice-Presidents and Managers shall be to organ- 
ize Auxiliaries in their respective districts, and by all proper means to 
awaken missionary interest and zeal. 

(3.) The duties of the Corresponding Secretary shall be to attend the 
session of the Annual Conference; to endeavor to interest ministers and 
ladies in the work of the Society; to organize Auxiliary Societies in the 
various charges in the Conference, and, as soon as practicable, to effect a 
Conference organization in harmony with the Constitution ; to conduct the 
correspondence of the Society with the General Executive Board, with 
Auxiliary Societies within the Conference, with such missionaries lu the 
field and beneficiaries in the schools as are supported by the Conferenoe; 
to forward quarterly to the Corresponding Secretary of the General Exce- 
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utive Board a full statement of the work of the Conference SocieW, and to 
present an annual report to the Board of Managers at the Annual Meeting. 
(4.) The duty of the Treaaurer, who may also be Corresponding Secre- 
tary, shall be to receive and forward all funds of the Society monthfy, keep- 
ing a book account, and to nmke a quarterly report of the same to the 
Treasurer of the General Executive Board, 

SEa 5. — Special Work. — Individuals, Auiiliariea, or Conference Societies 
may, subject to the approval of the Conference Board and of the General 
Executive Board, select special fields of labor, and provide for the support 
of missionaries therein employed, aud they may also educate beneficiaries 
selected by themselves. 

ARTICLE v.— Auxniary Societies. 

Section i. Ten or more women whoshall organize under the Constitu- 
tion and By-laws for Auxiliaries, and pay their annual dues, thereby be- 
come a Society auxiliary to the Conference Society, and are entitled to one 
delegate to the Annual Meeting of the Conference Board. And the pastor 
shalfreport the collections of tnia Society at the Annual Conference. 

Sec a. Auxiliary Societies, or local Committees, when there is no Con- 
ference Society yet established, shall report to the Conference Secretary 
appointed by the General Esecntive Board. When there is no Secretary 
in the Conference within the territorial bounds of which they are, they 
shall report to the Treasurer and Corresponding Secretary of the General 
Kxecnllve Board, 

ARTICLE VI nemberahlp. 

The payment of one dollar annually shall constitute membership, and 
twenty dollars life membership. Any person pa3'ing one hundred dollars 
shall become an Honorary Manager for life, and the contribution of three 
hundred dollars shall constitute the donor an Honorary Patron for life. 

ARTICLE VII Relatione to Other Branches of Church Work. 

Section t. This Society will engage exclusively ii

. a. The appointment, employment, and remuneration of ii 
aries shall be subject to the approval of the Board of Managers of the Mis- 
sionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

b. The fields of labor and the general plans and designs of work of 
this Society shall be subject to the approval of the Board of Managers of 
the Missionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

C All the missionaries supported by the Woman's Home Missionary 
Society shall labor under the direction of the authorities of the Missionary 
Society, and if in a mission, shall be subject to the same rules and regula- 
tions that govern the other missionaries in that particular mission. 

Sec, 2. The funds of the Woman's Home Missionary Society shall not 
be raised by collections, nor by subscriptions taken during any regular 
Church service, nor in Sunday-schools, but shall be raised by securing 
members, life members, honorsry members, managers, and patrons, by col- 
lections taken in audiences convened in the interests of the Society, and by 
other methods (such as fairs, festivals, lectures, etc.) which will not inter- 
fere with the collections and contributions for the treasury of the Mission- 
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S^c. 3. The Missionat^ Society of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
may act as the Trustee of the Woman's Home Missionary Society iu all 
matters of legacies, and in holding for it real estate or other trusts, as the 
Woman's Home Missionary Society may desire. 

Sec 4. The Annual Meeting of the Board of Managers of the Woman's 
Home Klissionary Society, whica determiues its worlc for the year, shall 
be Bo airanged that its plans may be submitted to the authorities of the 
Missionary Society for approval, at their Annual Meeting in November. 

ARTICLE Mil. 

This Constitution may be changed by the General Conference. Amend- 
ments to the Constitution may be proposed at any Annual Meeting of the 
Board of Managers by a two-thirds vote of the members present, a three- 



BY-LAWS OF THE WOMAN'S HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 



ANKUAL. N^EKXINO. 

1. The President and the Corresponding and Recording Secretaries of 
the Socie^ shall iix the time and place of the Annual Meeting, unless this 
has been done at a previous Annual Meeting. 

2. A committee of five, appointed by the Board of Trustees, shall pre- 
pare a program of exercises and an order of business for the Annual Meet- 
ing, and announce the time and place of the meeting in the Church papers. 

3. All Officers of the Society shall be nominatea by ballot, and elected 
by ballot, in open session. 

4. Honorary Vice-Presidents shall be re-elected by the Board of 
Managers on nomination by the Board of Trustees. They shall be 
entitled to all privileges of the Body except the vote. 

5. There shall be the following Standing Committees ; on Mother's 
Jewels Home, Glenn Home, Marcy Home, Watts de Peyster Home, and 
Rest Homes ; on Porto Rico ; and on Publication and Day of Humiliation 
and Prayer. The Committees on Homes named shall be nominated by 
their respective local Boards, and confirmed by the Board of Manager^ 
The Committee on Publication and the Committee on Day of Humiliation 
and Prayer shall be nominated by the Board ol Trustees and confirmed by 
the Board of Managers. 

6. The appropriations of the Society shall be made by the General 
Board of Managers, acting as a Committee of the Whole.

I. The mission-fields and departments of work shall be placed in 
charge of Bureaus, each consisting of a Secretary.and such Assistants as 
are nominated by the Secretary of the Bureau, and elected by the Board of 
Trustees.

(13) Immigrants; ( u) Deaconess ; (15) Orientals; (16) Spanish Work on 
the Pacific Coast; (17) Mission Supplies; (18) Young People's Work; 
(19) Local Missionary Work; (20) Lectures and Home Missionary Reading 
Circle; (21) Systematic Beneficence. 

5. The Bureau for Georgia shall supervise the work of the Society in 
the State of Georgia, and the Bureau for Florida in the State of Florida. 

6. The Bureau for the East Central Stales shall supervise the work ot 
the Society in West North Carolina and South Carolina. 

7. The Bureau for the West Central States shall supervise the work of 
the Society in East North Carolina and Tennessee. 

S. The Bureau for Mississippi shall supervise the work of the Society 
in that State, 

9. The Bureau for the West Southern States shall supervise the wotk 
of the Society in Louisiana and Arkansas. 

10. The Bureaus for Tesas, Utah, New Mexico and Arizona (Spanish), 
New Mexico and Arizona (Indian), and Alaska shall supervise the work of 
the Society in these States and Territories respectively. 

11. The Bureau for Indian and Frontier Work shaU supervise the work 
of the Society in Frontier States and Territories not included in other 

12. The Bureau for Immigrants shall supervise the establishment and 
care of Homes and Industrial Schools for Immigrant women and girls, in 
coDTiection with the Atlantic ports of entry. 

13. The duty of the Bureau for Deaconess Work shall be the organiza- 
tion and the supervision of such Training-schools and Deaconess Homes 
as are under the auspices of the Society, and the appointment of Deacon- 
esses to fields of labor. 

a. This Bureaa consists of its Secretary, an A^istant and Field Secre- 
tary, its Executive Committee, its Advisory Council, the General Superin- 
tendent of Deaconess Work, and two ladies from each locality where the 
Deaconess Home is established, and three additional members of whom at 
least one shall be a deaconess. 

b. There shall be a General Superintendent of Deaconess Work, who 
may be the President of the Nationnl Training-schooL The Superintend- 
ent shall be nominated by the Deaconess Bureau and elected by the Gen- 
eral Board of Managers, and shall co-operate with the Secretary of the 
Bureau in the management of the work ; shall receive quarterly the rc- 
Itorts from the several Homes, keep on file a full statement of the condi- 
tion and work of these Homes, and endeavor to establish helpful relations 
between the several Homes and between the Homes and the National 
Training- school. 

e. No promise of life support shall be made to those who enter upon 
the work after the age of forty-years, or to those who shall have given less 
than eight years of efficient, consecutive service as Deaconesses, under the 
auspices or the Woman's Home Missionary Society, the eight years of 
service not to include the two years of training. 

d. No promise of life support shall be made to those who, at the 
close of their efiective service, shall be unwilling to enter the Rest Home. 

e. Any such Deaconess may be admitted to the Rest Home on the 
payment for her of $200 by the Home of which she has been a member, 
or by herself, or by her friends. 

/. The Executive Committee of such Deaconess Home as receives 
support from the Woman's Home Missionary Society, on approval of the 
General Board of Managers, shall become a Standing Committee for its 
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350 Womah's Home Missionary Society.

g. The Board of Man^ement of each Home associated with the

16. The Bureau for Mission Supplies shall supervise the collection and 
distribution of clothing, literature, and such other supplies as may be help- 
ful to ministers' families, Sunday-schools, and the Industrial Schools of 
the Society. 

17. It shall be the duty of the Bureau for Young People's Work to 
awaken and sustain interest in Home Missions among young people ; to 
organize Young Ladies' and Juvenile Societies, and to secare the enlist- 
ment of Mothers' Jewels. 

18. The Bureau for Local Missionary Work shall supervise the mission 
work in our large cities and towns, as begun or carried forward by our 
Auxiliaries in harmony with the local Church authorities, pastors, and 
Official Boards; the support of Industrial Schools, for instruction in 
religion, morals, temperance, and the elementary industries ; and the 
employment of Bible-readers for general missionary work among the neg- 
lected women and children. 

19. Local missionary work, for which credit for money expended is 

?lven, shall be entered upon only with the approval of the Board of 
rustees through the Secretary of the Bureau for Local Missionary Work. 

20. The funds used for the support of city mission work shall be raised 
for that special purpose, and by such methods as shall not diminish the 
amount that would otherwise be contributed to the general treasury. 

31. Churches and individuals furnishing supplies to meet the needs of 
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organized Local Missionary Work may be credited for the same through 
the authorized chann^s in the Bureau for Supplies. 

M. The Bureau for Home Missionary Reading Circle, shall supervise 
the preparation of courses of missionary reading, and the organization of 
Reading Circles. I,oan libraries may be provided for the use of ministers 
and stnaents in frontier districts. 

23. The duty of the Bureau for Systematic Beneficence shall be to pro- 
mote systematic giving by the preparation and circulation of literature, 
and such other efforts as are adapted to secure this end, 

34. All Secretaries of Bnreetis shall be nominated by the General Ex- 
ecutiTC Board, and confirmed by the Board of Managers. 

35. The Secretaries of the Bureaus of Supplies, of Local Missionary 
Work, of Young People's Work, of Home Missionary Reading Circle, 01 
Immigrants, and of Deaconess Work, may nominate the members of their 
Bnreans, who shall be elected by the General Executive Board.

4. Oeneral Executive Board.— The Corresponding Secretary ahallfur- 
nish the reports specified in the Constitution, Article III, Section 8, as soon 
as possible after the 15th of October, January, April, and July. 

5. The funds of the Society, unless otherwise ordered, must he sent by 
the Auxiliaries to the Conference Treasurer, and thence forwarded to the 
General Treasurer, and whenever held by either of these officers, shall be 
deposited in a banking institution in the name of the Woman's Home Mis- 
sionary Society. Money to be expended for missionary supplies for fron- 
tier or Southern work must in all cases be raised as a special fund for this 

6. Moneys shall not be collected by the employees of the Society for 
any special purpose, unless such collection is authorized by the Board of 
Trustees, and the purpose approved ; and moneys so collected shall be paid 
into the General Treasury, and be regularly appropriated therefrom. , 

7. All missionaries, superintendents of Industrial Schools, and teach- 
ers in the employ of the Society shall present to the Board of Trustees, 
through the Secretaries of their respective Bureaus (not later than Sep- 
tember loth of each year), carefully-prepared estimates for their work for the 
coming year. 

8. Each Conference Corresponding Secretary is requested to come to 
the meeting of the General Board of Managers prepared to say what special 
work her Conference will support for the coming year. 

9. No officer of the Society, no Auxiliary or Conference Society, shall 
contract for the purchase of property, or undertake any special work (other 
than local work within its own territory) without the approval of the Board 
of Trustees of this Society, expressed in writing and duly certified by the 
signatures of the Chairman and the Recording Secretary of said Board. 

10. The erection of buildings shall not be begun nor contracted for 
until the money that will be required for the completion thereof shall have 
been paid into the general treasury of this Society, or fully provided for, 
nor until the erection of the said bnilding or buildings, and all the plans 
and contracts relating to the same shall have been approved by the Board 
of Trustees of this Society in the manner specified in the foregoing para- 
graph.

4. All the employees of the Board shall make, directly, or through their 
superintendents, as they shall be instructed, monthly reports of their work 
as per blank provided, sending one copy to the General Corresponding Sec- 
retary and another to the Secretary of the Bureau in charge of the field.

CONSTITUTION FOR JUVENILE SOCIETIES. 

Article i. This Society shall be called the Mission Band 

of Methodiat Episcopal Church. 

Art. 3. The object of this Society is to interest the children and youth 
of the Church in missionary work ih onr own land, and to secure their 
help in carrying it forward. 

Art. 3. This Society, by virtue of its voluntary obligations to render 
materia help in various departments of the work, shall & recognized as a 
lawful adjunct to the Woman's Home Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and shall make reports thereto. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall be a lady Director, whose 
duty shall be to take charge of and direct the Society; a President, four or 
more Vice-Presidents, a Recording and a Corresponding Secretary, and 
Treasurer, whose duties shall be those usual to such offices. 

Art. 5. — SKC. I. Any child or young person, with consent of parents 
or guardian, may become a member of this Society by paying yearly 
twenty-five cents as membership fee. 

Sbc 3. This Society may hold entertainments or nse any methods for 
secnrine funds that are in harmony with Christian usages and the rules of 
the Memodist Episcopal Church. 

This Society may support a beneficiary, furnish Sunday-school 
supplies, or assist in any department of missionary work It may dedre, 
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Sirovidcd the wort chosen be approved by the SzecntiTe Boud of the Con- 
erence Society, or the Board oT TruBtees of the General Society. 

SKC 4. This Society may ha-ve affiliation with the Woman's Home 
MissIonaiT Society only by contributing directly to Its work in the mission 
fields, and can only have credit in the reports of the General Society for 
money paid into the General Treasniy.
